and cloue in ſundcr .. But the plapneneſſe of the rocke was a 
helpe to them that they were not dzowned . Makynge haſte 
therfoꝛe with the other two ſh ps to Helpe them, they bought 
awape al the men without hurte . Dere comming fyzſt a land, 
they ſawe certapne men of the Jlande: who perceaupnge an 
vnknowen nation comminge towarde them, flocked together 
and ranne al into the thycke wooddes, as it hadde byn hares 
courced with grehoundes. Owre men purſuing them, tooke 
oncly one woman, whom thep bꝛought to the ſhyppes: where 


kyllinge her with meate and wpne, and apparelinge her, they

let her departe to her company. Shoꝛtlp after a greate multi 
tude of them came runnynge to the ſhoꝛe to beholde this newe 
nation, whom they thought to haue diſcended from heauen , 
They caſt them ſelues by heapes into the ſea, and came ſwimz 
minge to the ſhyppes, bꝛyngyng golde with them, which they 
chaunged with owre men koz erthen pottes, dzinking glaiſes, 
popntes, ppnncs, hawkes belles, lokinge glaTes, and ſuche 
other trifles. Thus growing to further familiaritie, owre men 
were honozably entcrtepned of the kyuge of that parte of the 
Jlande, whoſe name was Guccanurillvs : for it hath many kpn: 
ges, as when Eneas arriued in Jtalp, hc founde Lin diui: 
ded into manp kyngedomes and pꝛoumces 5 as Lum, Mexeuti: 
um, Turnum, And Tarchontem, which were ſeperated with narow 
boundes, as ſhall moze largely appere hereafter . At the euen 
tydc about the faulyng of the ſonne, when owre men went to 
pꝛaier, and kneled on their knees after the maner of the Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtians, they dyd the lpke alſo. And after what maner ſo euer 


they ſawe them pꝛape to the crolle, they folowed them in all 


poyntes as well as they coulde . They ſhewed much humani: 
tie towardes owre men: and helpen them with theyꝛ lighters 
oꝛ ſmall boates (whiche they call cos) to vnlade thepz bzo 
ken ſhyppe : And that with ſuche celeritie and cherefulneTe, 
that no frende foz frende, oꝛ kynſeman foz kynſeman;, in ſu: 
che caſe moued with pitie, coulde do moze, Thepz boatcs are 


made

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made onlp of one tree, made holow with a certain ſharpe ſtone wonoryla. 
(fo2 they haue no pꝛon.) And are very longe and narowe.&a They baue 
ny affirme that they haue lene ſome 2f them with koꝛtie oꝛcs. ren. 
The wylde and myſcheuous people called Canibales, 02 Caribes, Can bales 0: 
whiche were a:cuſtomed to eate mannes ficſſhe (and called ok Caribes 
the olde wziters, Anthropophagi) moleſt them ercedpngly, inua⸗ 0 
dynge theyꝛ countrep, takynge them captiue, kyllyng and ea: 48 
tyng them. As owre men ſapled to the Jlandes of theſe meke 
and humapne people, they lefte the landes of the canibales, in 
mancr in the middeſt of theyꝛ viage to warde the ſouth. They 
complayned that thepz Jlandes were no lelſle vexed with the — 
incurſions of theſe manhuntpng Cib.des when they go fozth The crueltie 
a rouynge to ſceke thepꝛ pꝛape: then are other tame beaſtes, of the Canis 
of Lyons and Tigers. Such chyldꝛen as they take, they geld e. 
to make them fat as we doo cocke chikyns and pounge hog: 
ges, and cate them when thep are wel fedde : of ſuche as they 
tate, they fyꝛſt cate the intralles and extreme partes, as han: 
des, feete, armes, necke, and heade. The other moſte ficiſhy 
partes, they pouder foz ſtoze, as we do peſtelles of poꝛke and 
gammondes of bakon. pet do they abſtepne from eatpnge of 
women and counte it vple . Zhcrfoze ſuche pounge women as 
they take, they keepe fox increace, as we doo hennes to lepe 
egges. The olde women, they make thepz dzudges. They of 
the Jlandcs (which we map nowe caul owres) bothe the men 
and the women when thep perceaue the canibales coming,haue 
none other ſhyfte but onely to fitc : foz althoughe they vie ve: 
ry ſharpe arrowes made of reedes, pct are they of ſmall fozce 
to repꝛeile the furie of the canibales: fo cuen thep them ſelues 
confeſle, that tenne of the cnibal art able to ouercome a hun 
dꝛeth of them if they encountre with them. Thepz mcate is a 
certepne roote which they cal Ages: muche lpke a nauew roote Ages. 
in fourme and greatue te: but of f wette taſte, muche lyke a fees the 
greene cheſtnutte. They haue alſo an other kynde of rootes, meate. 
whiche they call luca, wherot they make bꝛeade in lpke ma: zucca. 
ner. Thep vie Apes mote often roſted oz ſodden, then to make Breade of 
bꝛeade therok. But they neuer cate lac excepte it be firſte Worcs. 
Qliced and pꝛelled, (fo it is ful of lycoure) and then bakcd oz 
ſodden, But this is to be maruclcd at, that the iuyce of this an herbe of a 
roote is a popſon as ſtrong as Aconitum, ſo that if it be dꝛonke ſtraunge ug; 
it cauleth pzclent death, and pet the 5 made ok the male — 
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therok, is of good taſtc and hollome, as all they haue pꝛoned. 
roizium, They make allo an other kynde of bzeade of a certapne pulſe, 
called y.-icum, muche lpke vnto wheate, wherof is great plc⸗ 
tie in the dukcdome of plane, Spapne, and Granatum. 
But that of this countrey is longer by a ſpanne, ſomewhat 
ſharpe towarde the ende, and as bygge as a mannes arme in 
the bzawne : The grapnes wherof ace ſette in a maruclous 02 
der, and are in fourme ſomwhat lyke a peaſe . While they be 
ſoure and vnripe, they arc white: but when they arc ripe they 


be very blacke , When they are broken, they be whytcr then 


— ng eſti⸗ fnowe. This kynde of grapne, they call MA]. Golde is of 
i ſome eſtimation among them: foꝛ ſome of them hange certain 

ſmall pieces therof at rhep2 eares and noſcthulles. A lpttell 

beponde this place, our men wente a lande foꝛ freſſhe water, 

Solde in the where they chaunced vpon a Rpuer whole ſand? was myred 
ſandes of ty: with muche golde , They founde there no kindes of koure ko⸗ 


uers.: ted beaſtes excepte thzee kyndes of lpttell conpes. Thele J: 
Jaden de, landes alſo nouriſhe ſerpentes : but ſuch as are without hurt. 
mme. Tykewiſe wylde geeſe, turtle doues, and duckes, much grea⸗ 


Turtle doues ter then ours, and as whyte as ſwannes, with heades of pur: 
Duckes. ple colonre . Allo Bopiniaies, of the whiche ſome are greene, 
popinglares. ſome pelowe, and ſome lpke them of 1, with pclowe rpn- 


Plini. ges about theyꝛ neckes, as linie deſcriberh them. Of thele 
"BE; they bꝛoughte foꝛtie with them, of moſte linely and delectable

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of theſe Jlandes, bꝛyngeth koꝛthe Maſtix, Aloes, and ſun⸗ 
dꝛye other lweete gummes and ſpyces as doth 1. Cotton 
allo of the goſſampine tree, as in Ii in the countrep of the 
people called Seres 1. LE 2 
C The languages ot all the nations of theſe Jlandes, mape 
well be w2itten with our Latine letters. Foz they cal heauen 
Turi. A houſe, Bo. Golde, Cauni , A good man, Tao . nothing 
Ma. All other woꝛdes ol thep2 language, they pꝛonounce 
as plapnely as we doo the Latine tongue. In theſe Jlandes 
they founde no trees knowen vnto them, but pyne appe trees, 
and date trees: And thoſe of maruelous heyght and exceding 
harde, by reaſon of the greate moyſtnclTe and fatnelſle of the 
groun de, with continuall and temperate heate of the ſonne, 
whiche endureth ſo all the hole pere. They plapnelp actyꝛme 
the Jlande of Hi/p.oriols to be the moſt fruitetul lande that the 
heauen compaſſeth aboutt, as ſhall moꝛe largely appere here: 
after in the particular deſcription of the ſame, whiche we in: 
tende to kette foozthe when we ſhall be better inſtructed, 
Thus makynge a leage of frendHyppe with the kpnge, and 
lcauynge with hym. xxx viti. men to ſcarche the Jlande, he de 
partcd to Spapne takynge with hym. x. of the inhabirauntcs 
to lerne the Spaniche tongue, to the intent to vſe them after: 
warde kor interp2ctours . coloxus therfoze at his returne, was 
honozably receaued of the kyng and queenc : who cauſed him 
to ſptte in theyꝛ pꝛeſence, whiche is a token of great loue and 
honoure amonge the Spaniardes . He was alſo made Admi⸗ 
rall of the Ocean: and his bꝛother gouenoure of the Jland , 
Towarde the ſecond viage, he was furmfhcd with.xii.1p- 
pts: whcrof there were great caractes of a thouſand tunne : 
xii. were of that ſoꝛte, whiche the Spamardes call Caravels : 


without deckes : and twoo other ot che ſame ſoꝛte ſomewhat 


bygger, and moꝛe apte to beare deckes, by rcaſon of the gret- 
nelle of thepz maſtes . He had allo a thoufand and two hun- 
dꝛeth armed footemen well appoynted: Amonge whiche were 
many artificers, as ſmythes, carpenters, myncrs, and ſuche 
other: Lertapne hoꝛſemen alſo, wel armed: Likewiſc mares, 
ſbiepe, hepghfers., and ſuch other ol bothe kindes fox incraſe, 
Lykewiſe ali kynde of pulſe oz grapne and coznc;,as wheate, 
baclye, rye; beanes and peaſe, and ſuche other, as well foz 
food as to ſowe ; Beſydt vynes, plantes and ſeedes, of ſuche 
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trees, fruſtes, and herbes, as thaſe countrepes lacke. And 
(not to be foꝛgotten) ſundry kindes of artillery + iran tooles, 
as bowes, arcowecs, crollebowes, by!lces, hargabuſes, bꝛode 
ſ\wo92dcs, large targettes, pikes, mattockes, ſh ouelles, han 
mers, naples, lawes, ares, and ſuthe other. Thus beynge 
kurniched accoꝛdyngely, they [et fozwarde from the NMandes 
of Gude, (nowe called cd,) the. vu. day before the calendes 
of October, in the pere of Ch iſte. 1493. and arriued at the 
Jlandes of cui, at the calendes of October. Of theſe J: 
landes, the laſte is called ferrea, in whiche there is no other 
water that mape be dzunke, b:t onelp that is gathered of the 
dewe whiche continually diftilleth from one onelp tree grow: 
ynge on the higheſt backe of the Jlande, and falleth into a 
rounde trenche made with nannes hande . We were infour: 
med of theſe thynges within fcwe dayes after his · departure. 
what ſhal ſuccede, we wyl certifie powe hercafter. Thus fare 
pe well, from the courte, at the Ides of Rouember. 14-93,

pes come from the newe Jlandes and arrpued at G:. But 
the gouernoure of the ſhyppes ſente woꝛde to the kynge and 
quene that he had none other matter to certifie them of by the 
oſtes, but onelp that the Admiral with fine <:ppcs and. uu. 
coze and tenne men remapned dll in ola, to 1 — the 
acretes

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ſecretes of the Jlande. And that as touching other matters, 
he hym ſclfe wolde ſhoꝛtly make relation in they? pꝛeſence, by 
worde of mouthe . Therkoze the dape befoꝛe the nones of A⸗ 
pꝛel, he came to the courte him ſelfe. What J learned of him 
and other fapthefull and credible men whiche came with hym 
from the Admirall, wyl reherſe vnto powe in ſuch oꝛder as 
they declared the ſame to me when J demaunded them. Take 
it therfoze as foloweth . The thyꝛde dape of the Jdes of Oc: 
tober, departynge from Fees, the laſte of the Jlandes of c 
naric, and from the coſtes of Spapne with a nauie of.rvii.ſhip- 
pes, they ſapled. xri. dayes betoꝛe they came to any Jlande : 
inclyning of purpoſe moze towarde the lefte hand then at the 
fy2ſt viage, kolowyng the nozthnoztheaſt wpnde:and arriued 
fy\t at the Jlandes of the Canibales, 93 caribes of which, onely 
the fame was knowen to our men, Amonge theſe, they chaun 
ſed fy2ſte vpon one, ſo beſet with trees, that thep coulde not 
ſe ſo muche as an elle ſpace of bare earthe oz ſtony grounde , 
this they called Dominics, bicauſe they found it on the ſunday, 
They taried here no tyme, bycauſe they ſawe it be deſerte. In 
the ſpace of theſc, xxi. dayes, they thynke that they ſapled, 
viii, hundꝛeth and. xx. leaques, the Nozthenoztheaſt wynde 
was ſo full with them, and ſo freſſhelp folowed the terne of 
thepꝛ chyppes. After they hadde ſayled a — kurther, they 
eſpied dpuerſe landes replenyſſhed with ſundrye kyndes of 
trees, from the whiche came fragrant ſauours of ſppces and 
ſweete gummes . Here they ſawe nepther man noz beaſte, ex⸗ 
cept certapne liſartes of huge bignelle, as they repozted whiz: 
che went alande to viewe the countrey. This Jland they can 
led Galans, o; Galents , From the cape o2 popnt of this Jland.,eſ- 
pping a mountapne a karre of, thep ſapled thyther. Aboute, 
xxx. myles from this mountapne, thep ſawe a rpuer diſcẽding 
whiche ſeemed to be a token of ſome great and large fiudde , 
This is the fyꝛſte lande whiche they founde inhabited from 
the Jlandes of ci, and is an Jlande of the Canibales,. ag 
they lerncd by the interpꝛetours whiche they tooke with them 
from fuſpaniola into Spapne at thepꝛ fpzſic viage . Serchynge 
the Jlande, they founde innumerable villages of. rr. houſes 
02, xxx. at the mooſte, fette rounde abowte in oꝛder, ma⸗ 
kynge the ſtrcete in coompaſſe lyke a markette place. And foz 
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almuch as J haue made mention of they houſes, it ſhal notbe 
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greatclyfrom mp purpoſe to deſcribe in what maner they are 
The building buylded . They are made raunde lpke belles oꝛ rounde paup⸗ 
of they: hou: lions. Theyꝛ frame is rayſed of ercedynge hyghe trees, lette 
es. cloſe together and fal rampaired in the grounde, lo ſtandyng 
a (lope and bending in ward that th: tappes of the trees iopne 
together and be are one agaynſte an other, hauynge alſo with:

pꝛetoures. Scarchyng mote diligently thynner partes of the 
Jlande, they founde. vii. other rpuers, bygger then this whi 
che we ſpake of befoze, runnyng thtonghe the Jlande, with 
fruitefull and pltaſante banckes, delectable to beholde. This 
Jlandc, they called Gu«4.dupes, foz the ſimilitude that it Hath 
to the mounte Cuedalupus in Spapne, where the Amage of the 
virgin MARIE is teligiouliy honozed , But the inhabitann⸗ 
tes caul it cu is. OY) Queraquiers , It is the Chiefc Habitation 
of the c uibale n. They bꝛought from this Jland. vii, Popin: 
gayes, bygger then pheſantes,muche differynge from other in 
coloure : haupnge theyꝛ backes, bꝛeſtes, and bealics of purple 
coloure, and thepz wynges of other variable coloures. In al 
thele Jlandes is no lee plentie of popingiapes then with 
vs of ſparrowes oz ſtarlinges. As we bzynge vp capons and 

ennes to francke oꝛ make them katte, ſo do they theſe bigger 

pndes of popyngates fo2 the ſame purpoſe . After that they 
hadde thus ſearched the Jlande and dꝛyuen theſe Canibiles to 
fipghte, (whiche rannc awape at thepꝛ fyꝛſt appꝛoche as ſonc 
as they had eſpied them) they cauled thepꝛ company together, 
And as ſoone as they had bzoken the ci boates oz lygh: 
ters (whiche they call o] they lowſed thepꝛ ankers the 
dape befoze the J des of Mottember, and departed from Guz 
dalupes , Colonus the admira!l, fot the deſpꝛe He hadde to ſc his 


companions, whiche at his fpꝛſt vpage he lefte the pere befote 


in Hiſp.ciols to ſcarche the countrey, lette paſſe many Jlandeg 
bothe on his rightc hande and lefte hande, and lapled direct: 
p thyther. By the wape, there appeared from the Rothe. A 
great Jlande which the captiues that were taken in moe, 
caulcd Madazino, 02 Marino: Acfirmyngt it to be inhabited only 
with womẽ: To whb the C.nitales haue accee at certen tymes 
of the peare, as in dwlde tyme the Thraciens Had to the Amo. 
nes in the Flande of Le. The men childꝛen, thep tende to 
they: fathers. But the women theye kepe with them ſclucs, 
They haue greate and ſtronge caues oꝛ dennes in the grourd, 
to the which they tlyc foꝛ ſafegarde i auy men reſ02te vnto 
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ſache as attempte to enuade them. They coulde not at this 
tyme appꝛoche to this Jlande, by reaſö of the Nozthenozth 
caſt wynde which blewe ſoo vehemently from the ſame, wher 
as they nowe folowed the Eaſteſoutheaſte. Akter they de: 
parted frome M:dazizo, and ſapled by the ſpace of. xl. myles, 
thep paſſed not farre frome an other Jlande which the cap: 
tyues ſapde to bee verpe peopulous, and replenyſhed with all 
thynges necellarie fo2 the life of man. This thep cauled Mors 
serrutus, bycauſe it was ful of mountapnes. The captpues fur: 
ther declared that the c:-bales, are wonte at ſome tyme to goo 
frome thepꝛ owne coaſtes aboue a thouſande mple to hunte 
foꝛ men. The dape folowpnge, thep lawe an other Jlande 
the whiche, bpcauſe it was rownde, thep cauled Sancta Maria 
Rotunds, The nexte dape, thepe founde an other, which they 
cauled s. Martini. Which they lette paſſe alſo bycauſe thep had 
no leaſure to tarpe. Lykewpſe the thirde dape thep eſpycd 
an other, whoſe Diamerral ſyde extendpnge frome the Eaſte to 
the weſte, they iudged to bee a hundꝛeth and kyftie mple. 


Thepe affirme all theſe Jlandes to be maruelous fapze and 
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frutefull. This laſte, thep cauled sant: Maria Antiqua. Saplyng 
pet ko warde, and leaupnge many other Jlandes,after t 
had ſapled aboute foꝛtie mple, thep chaunced vpon an other 
muche bygger then anp of the reſte, which thinhabitans caule 
Ay Ay, but they named it Inſul: crucis. Heare they caſt anker to 
fetche freſſhe water. The Admiral alſo commaunded. xxx. men 
to go a lande out of his owne ſhyp, and to ſearch the Jlande 
Bere they founde fowze dogges on the ſhoze. The Inhabi⸗ 
tants arc Cibdes, and maruclous experte in ſhutinge, as well 
women as men: And vle to infecte thepz arrowes with pop⸗ 
ſon :'when thep had tarped there two dapes, thep ſawe a 
farre of, a canoa, in the whiche were eight men and as 
women haupnge with them bowes and arrowes.Thepf 
allapled owꝛe men withoute all feare, and hurte ſum of them 
with theyz venemous arrowes. Amonge theſe there was a 
ccrten woman to whome the other gaue reuerence and obepde 
as though ſhe were theyꝛ queene. Her ſonne wapted vppon 
her, beinge a pounge man, ſtrongly made, of terzible & frow⸗ 
nynge countenaunce and a lpons face.

the mpddle bazke of the hole Jla:sde in the whiche is greate 
plentic of goulde. When they that went to ſcarche the Kegi⸗ 
on, were returned they repoꝛted maruelous thpnges as ton: 
chinge the great rpches of this Kegion, Frome theſe moun⸗ 
taynes, deſcende foure greate rpuers, which by the marue⸗ 
lous induſtrye of nature, deuided the hole Jlande into foure 
partes, in maner cquall, cuerſptcadinge and wateringe the 
hole Jlande with their branches. Of theſe foure rpuers, the 
one reacheth towarde the Eaſte. This the inhabitantes caule 
Iznns; An other, towarde the Weſte, and is cauled Artibunicus, 
The thirdc towarde the Nozthe, named Lachen 2 the laſte rea⸗ 
cheth into the Southe, and is cauled NA. The dayc befoze 
the Jdcs of Marche, the Admiral him ſelfe with al his hozſe 
men and foure hundꝛeth footemen, marched directly towarde 
the South ſpde of the goulden Region. Thus pallinge ouer 
the rpuer, the plaine and the mountapne which enuironed the 
other ſpde of the plapne, he chaunced vpan an other vale the 
which a rpuer muche bygger then the fpzſte, and many other 


meant rpucrs runne thꝛowgh. When he had alſo conneighed | 


his armpe ouer the rpuer and palled the ſeconde vale whiche

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ninge theyꝛ backes and runnynge to the choꝛe of the next ry⸗ 
yer, they returned in a ſboꝛt tymc, bꝛynginge with them their 
handes full of goulde. Amongeſt al other, there came a owld 
man bꝛingynge with him two pybble tones of goulde weigh: Eraynes end 
inge an vnce, delpꝛynge them to gyue him a bell foꝛ the ſame - - "pm 
who when he ſawc oure men maruell at the byggenes therof, „Selce. 
he made ſignes that they were but \maule and of no valut in 
reſpecte of ſume that he had ſcene. And takynge in his hande 
foure ſtones the leaſt wherof was as bygge as a walnut, and 
the bpggeũ as bygge as an ozange, he ſayde that there was 
fowndc peeces of goulde ſoo bygge in his countrey, bepnge 
but halfe a dapcs tourney from thenſe, and that they had no They paſr 
regarde to the gatheringe therof.

Theſe 
tempeſtes of the aper (which the Precians caule Tiphones, that 
ts, whyꝛle wyndes) they caulc, Frr<cares : which thep ſap, doo 
often tymes chaunce in this Jlande : But that neyther they 
no2 thep2 great grandfathers ene ſawe ſuche violent and fu⸗ 
rious furacanes, that plucked uppe greate trees by the rootes: 
Neyther pet ſuche ſurges and vehement motions on the ſea, 
that ſoo waſted thc lande. As in deede it map appeare, foꝛ as 
muche as, where io euer the ſea bankes are nere to any plaine 
there are in maner euerp where, flo21Hing medowes reachinge 
cuen vnto the ſhoꝛe.

had his greate ryches of golde whcrof we reede in the owlde 
teſtamente : And that his ſhippes ſayled to this Ophir by the 
goulfe of Perſis cauled sinus Perſicus. But whether it bee ſoo oz 
not, it lpeth not in me to judge, but in my opinion it is farre 
of. As the myners dygged the ſuperficiall oz vppermoſt parte 
of the carthe of the mpnes,durpnge koꝛ the ſpace of. vi.nules, 
and in dpucrs places ſyfted the ſame on the dꝛye lande, they 
fownde ſuch plentie of golde, that euerp hyꝛed labourcr could 
caſcly fynde euerp dap, the wepght of thꝛee dzammes.

very large: In ſo muche that the further it reacheth towarde 
the weſte, to be lo muche the better inhabited and repleniſhed 
with people. The Admiral therfoꝛe, takpnge into his ſhpppe 


foure of the men of that lande, ſearched the weſte partes of - 


the ſame. By the temperatenes of the aper, the pleaſauntnes 
of the growndc,and the multptude of people which they ſaw 
daply moꝛe and moze as thep ſapled, thep coniectured that

Bere they fownde a greater multp⸗ 
tudt of people then in any other place. As owre men appꝛo:

that ſo commonlpe, that owre women in plapes and trynm-

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in theyꝛ garlandes, crownes, gerdels, and ſuche other tyzez 
mentes. Beinge aſked where they gathered them, they popn⸗ 
ted to the next ſhoꝛe by the ſca bankes. They ſignified alſo by 
certepne ſcozneful gieftures which they made with theyꝛ mou 
thes and handes, that they nothyng eſteemed perles. Taking 
alſo baſkertes in their handes, they made ſignes that the 
ſame might bee fplled with them in ſhoꝛte ſpace. But bycauſe 
the coꝛne wherwith his ſbyppes were laden to bee caryed into 


Hiſpaniola, had taken hurt by reaſon of the ſalte water, he de: 


termincd to dekerre this marte to a moze conuenient tpme. pet 
he ſent to lande two of the ſhippe boates laden with men, to 
thintent to fetch lum garlandes of perles foꝛ exchange of our 
thynges, and alſo ſumwhat to ſcarche the nature of the Ke: 
gion and diſpoſition of the people. They entertepned owr me

holde ſume ſtraunge monſters. Fy2ſte there came to 
meete owre men, two men of grauitie, whome the multitude 
folowed, One of theſc was well in age, and the other but 
pounge. They thinke it was the father with his ſoonne whi 
che ſhulde ſuccede hym. When the one had ſaluted and embꝛa 
ſed the other, they bzowght owre men into a certepne rownde 
howle, nere vnto the whiche, was a greate courte. Dether 
were bꝛowght manp chapers and ſtooles made of a certep:c 
blacke woodde, and very coonningelp wiowght. After that 
dwre men, and theyꝛ Punces were ſette, thepꝛ wayting men 
came in laden, ſume with ſundzy delicate dylſhes, and ſume 


with wpne. But theyz meate, was only fruites: and thoſe of 


dpuers kpndes and vtterly vnknowẽ to vs. Thepꝛ wyne was 
both whpte and redde: not made of grapes, but of the lpcour 
of dpuers fruites, and very pleaſaunte in dzynkpnge. After 
this banquette made in the owlde mans Howie, the paunge 
man bzowght them to his tabernacle oz mansion place, where 
was a greate coompanp bothe of men and women, but they 
ſioode deceauered the one from the other. They are whyte, c: 
uen as owre men are, ſaupnge ſuche as are much conner kant 
in the ſonne. They are alſo very gentpll, and full of humant⸗ 
tie towarde ſtrangiers.

They accuſed 
the Admirall and his brother to bee vniuſt men, cruel enemies 
and ſhea ders of the Spanpche bludde: declarynge that pan 
eucry lyght occaſion, they wolde racke them, hange the u, and 
heade them: And that they tooke pleain:ce therin. And that 
they departed from them as from cryell tyzances and wylde 
beaſtes reioplinge in bludde, alſo the kynges enempes. Ackyꝛ⸗ 
minge lykewylt that they well perceaued theyz intente to bee 
none other then to vſurpe Thempire of the Jland :s: whiche 
thynge (they ſapde)they ſuſpected by a thouſand caniectures. 
And eſpecially in that they wolde permitte none to teſorte ta 
the golde mpnes, but only ſuche as were thepz familiers. The 
Admirall on the contrary parte, when he delyꝛed ayde ok the 
kyngec to infritge they inſolencie, auouched that al thoſe His 
ccuicrs, which had deuiſed luche lyes agepnde hym, were 
nowghtye felowes, abhominable knaues and vplapnes, the: 
nes and baudes, ruffians aduouterers and rauiſbers of women 
faul ſe periured vagabundes, and luche as had bpu eyther con 
uict in pꝛyĩons, 02 fledde fox fcare of Judgment: ſoo eſcaping 
punychement, but not leauinge vice wherin they ſtyll contpnn⸗ 
ed and bzowghe the lame with them tothe Flande, lyuinge 
there in lpke maner as befoꝛe, in thette, lecherp, and all kpn: 
des of mpſchcefe : And ſoo gpuen to Idlenes and Icepe, that 
wheras thep wert bꝛowght thyther foz myners, labourers, & 
ſcullpans, they wolde nat nowe goo one furlonge from thepꝛ 
houſes except thep were boꝛne on mens backes, lpke vnto the 
whiche in owlde tpyme were cauled Ediles Cuyrules. Foꝛ, to this 
office, they put the miſerable Jlande men, whom they hande: 
led moſte cruelly. Foz leaſte thepꝛ handes ſhulde diſc intinewe 
from Headinge of bludde, and the better to trye they ſtrength 
and manhod, they vled nowe and then foz thepꝛ paſtpme to 
ftryne amonge them ſelucs and pꝛoue who coulde moſt cleanelp 
with his wooꝛde at one ſtroke ſtryke of the head: of aa inn: 
cente. $90 that he which coulde with moſte agilitie make the 
heade of one of thoſe pꝛoꝛe wꝛetches to flye quyte and cleaue 
from the body to the grounde at one ſtroke, he was the beſt mi 
and counted moſte hondꝛable. Thele thynges and many luche 
other, the one of them layde to the others charge beefoze the 
kynge. Whole thele thpnges were dinge, the Ad nicall lente 
his bꝛother the lieuetenaunt with an army of foure (coze and 
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tenne kootemen, and a fewe hoꝛſemen, (with three thonſande 


of the Jlande men which were moꝛtall enemies to the Cigua: 
nians) to meete the people of cigaaua, with Kyngc Guartonexius 
thepz graunde capitapne, who had doone muche mpſchecfe to 
owre men and ſuche as fauoured thepm. Therefaze when the 


Licuetena:mt had conducted his armp to the bankes of a cer | 


tepne greate rpuer runnynge by the playne which we ſayd be 
foꝛe to lpe betwene the coꝛners of the mountapnes of cig 
and the ſea, he kownde two ſcontes of his enempes lurkinge 
in certeyne bulſhes: wherof the one, caſtynge hym ſelfe head 
longe into the ſea, eſcaped: and by the mouthe of the ryuer 
ſwamme oner to his coompanpons. The other beinge taken, 
declared that in the woodde on the other ſide the rpuer, there 
lap in campe ſyxe thouſande Lyguamans redp, vnwares to 


aTaple owre men paTpnge bye. Wherfoze the Lieuetenaunte 


kyndyng a ſhalowe place where he mpght paſCe ouer, he with 
his hole armp entered into the rpuer. The which thyng when 
the Ciguauians had eſpped, they came runnpnge owte of the 
wooddes with a terrible crpe and moſte hozrible aſpect, much 
lpke vnto the people cauled Age of whom the poete vir: 
gile ſpcaketh. Foz they were all papnted and ſpotted with 
ſund2p coloures, and eſpeciall with blacke and redde whiche 
they make of certepne fruites nooꝛpſhed fox the ſame purpoſe 
in theyꝛ gardens. with the ioyce wherof they papnt them fel: 
lies from the foꝛheade, euen to the knees: Hauing theyz heart 
(whiche by arte they make longe and blacke if nature deny it 
them wꝛethed and rowled after a thouſande faſſhions, J 
man wold thinke them to bee deuplles incarnate newlp bꝛoke 
owte of hell, they are ſoo lpke vnto helhoundes. As owre me 
waded ouer the ryuer, thep %otte at them and hurled dartes 
ſoo thicke, that it almoſte tooke the lyght of the ſonne from 
owre men. In ſo much that if they had not bozne of the fozce 
therof with thepꝛ targettes, the matter hadde gonne wzonge 
with them. pet at the length, many beinge wounded, they 
pad ed ouer the ryuec, which thynge when the enemies ſawe, 
they fledꝛe: whome owre men perſuinge, ewe [ume in the 
chaſe : but not many, by reaſon of thepz ſwpftenes of foote, 
Thus beinge in the wooddes, thep (horte at owre men moze 


* ſafelp, Fox they being accuſtomed to the wooddes and naked 


without any lette, paſſed thzowgh the bulſhes and chzubbes 
| as 
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as it had byn wylde b22es oꝛ hartes: wheras owre men were 
hyndered by reaſon ok thepz appareil, targettes, longe iane: 
lens, and ignoꝛante of the place. Wherfoze, when he had 
reſted there all that nyght in vapne, and the dape folowpnge 
ſawe none ſteringe in the wodes, he went (by the conncel and 
conducte of the other Jlande men which were in his armpe) 
immediatly from thenle, to the montapnes in the which king 
Muobanexius d his chrefe manſion place in the vylage cauled 
cipronum, by the which name alſo, the kynges palaice was can 
led, beinge in the ſame vplage. Thus marchinge fozwarde 
with his armp, abowte twelue mpyle of, he encamped in the 
vplage of an other kynge, which thinhabitantes had foꝛſa: 
ken foꝛ feare ot owrt men. pet makpnge dyligent ſearch, they 
fownde two, by whom they had kn2wleage that there was 
tenne kynges with Miobanexius in his palaice of Capromm, with 
an army of eight thouland Ciguamans. At the Lieuctenant es 
fyzit appꝛoche, he durſt not gyue them battaple vntpll he had 
ſumwhat better ſearched the Region pet did he in the meane 
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tyme ſkyꝛmpſſhe wit:3 them twyle. The nerte nyght abowte 


mp>nyght, he ſent furth ſcoutes, and with them guydes of 
the Jlande men which knewe the countrep. Whom the Cigua 
mans cſpyenge from the mountapnes, pꝛepared them ſelues 
to the battayle with a terrible crpe oz alarome after their ma⸗ 
ner: but pet durſt not coome owtt of the wooddes, ſuppoſing 
that the Lieuttenaunt with his mapne army had byn euen at 
hande. The day folowpnge, whe he bꝛaught his arp to the 
place where they encamped,lcaping owt of the wooddes, they 
twyſe attempted the foztunc of warre, fiercelp aſapling owre 
men with a mapne foꝛce, and woundinge manpe bekoꝛe they 
coulde coouer them with they targettes. pet owre men put 
them to flyght, lewe many, and rooke many. The reſydewe 
fledde to the wooddes, where they kept them ſtyll as in their 
moſte ſafe houlde. Of them which were taken, he ſent one, x 
with hym an other of the Jlande men which was of his parte 
to Muobanexivs with commaundement in this effect, The Liene 
-  tenaunt bzoughte not hether his army (O Mciob.mexivs) to kepe 
warre eyther ageynſt yowe oz powre people: Foz he greatelp 
delpꝛeth yowre frendeſhippe. But his entent is, that Guario- 
nexius who Hath perſuaded powe to bee his apde ageynſte hym 
to the greate deſtruction ok powre people and vndopuge of 
| J. ii. powre 
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powre countrey, map haue dewe coꝛrection aſ well foꝛ his dil 
obedience towarde him, as alſo foꝛ rayſing tumultes amonge 
the people. Wherkoze, he rcqupꝛeth powe and croztcth powe,. 
to delpuer ine into his handes. The which thynge pf 


powe ſhall perloꝛme, the 2 d mirall his bzother wyll not only 


gladly admitte porte to his frendeſbyppc, but alſo enlarge # 
defende powre dominion. And if herein powe refuſe to accom 


plyſ ve his requeſte, it wyll folowe, that powe all ſhoztclpe 


repent powe therof. Foz powre kyngedome (hall be waſted 
with iw9o2de and fper, and powe ſhall abpde che foꝛtune of 
warte wherof powe haue had experience with faudur, as pou 


ſtall further know here after to powre papne, pk with ſtober⸗ 
nes powe pꝛouokt hym to ſhewe the vttermoſte of his poure, 


when the mcſſcnger had thus doone his errante, M.iobne xi! 
anſwcred, that Guarionexivs Was a good man, indued with ma 
ny vertnes as all men knewe : And therfozc he thought hym 
woꝛthy his apde: eſpecially in as muche as he fledde to hym 
foz ſuccoure, and that he had made him ſuch pꝛomelle, whom 


alſo he had pꝛoued to bee his faithfull frendc. Ageyne, thie 


they were nawghtp men, violent and cruell, deſpzinge other 
mens gooddis, and ſuche as ſpared not to ſhecde innocentes 
bludde : In ſpne, that he wolde not haue to doo with ſuche 
mylcheuous men, noz pet enter into frendeſh ppe with them. 


when theſc-thpnges came to the Lieuetenauntes eare, he com 


maunded the vplage to be burnte where he hym ſelfe encam⸗ 
ped, with many other bplages there abowte, And when he 
dzcwe nere to the place where Miobrexivs lay, he ſent meſlen 
gers to hym agtpne, to common the matter with hym, and to 
wyll hym, to lende lume ont of his moſte fepthkul frendes to 
entreate with hym of peace. Where vppon the kynge ſent vn 
to hym one of his cheefe gentelmen, and with hym two other 
to waytc on hym, When he came to the Licuetenauntes pꝛe: 
ſcnce, he frendlp requpꝛed hym to perſuade his loꝛd and ma⸗ 
ler in his name, and crneſily to admonyſſhe hym, not to ſuk⸗ 
fer his floꝛpſhinge kyngedome to bee ſpopled, oꝛ hym ſelfe to 
abyde the haſarde of warre foꝛ Guaionexivs ſake ; And further 
to cxhoꝛte hym to delpucr hym, exrepte he wolde procure the 
deſtruction bothe of hym ſclfe, his people, and his cauntrep. 
When the meTenger was returned, Muobanexivs ailembled the 
people, declaring vnto them what was doone, but they — 

| | orotce 
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owte on hym to delyuer o ,̈: And beganne to curſe the 
dape that euer they had receaued hym, thus to dillurbe they 
guictnes. Miobancxius anſwered them, that Guarionexius was d 
good man, and had well deſerned of him, gininge hym many 

uncelp pzeſentes : And had alſo tawght both his wyfc and 
F m to ſpnge and daunce, whiche thynge he dyd not lyttle 
© - efteeme. And was therfoꝛt fully relolued in no caſe to foꝛſake 
hym, oz ageynſtc all humanitte to betraye his frende whiche 
fiedde to hym foz ſuccoure: but rather to abyde al extremities 
with him, then to minifter occaſ ion of obloqupe to launderes 


to rt poꝛte that he had betraped his gelle whom He tooke into 


his houſe with warranties. Thus diſmillinge the people ſigh 
inge and with loꝛowfull hartes, he canled Guarionexius befoze 
hym, pꝛomplinge hym agepnt, that he wolde bee partaker of 
his foxtune whyle lyfe laſted. In ſo muche that he thowghe 
it not beſte to ſende any further wooꝛde to the Licuetenaunt: 
but appopntcd hym whome befoze he ſent to hym, to keepe 
the way with a garryſon of men, to thintent that if any meſ⸗ 
ſengers ſhulde be ſenr from the Lituetenaunt, to {eye them by 
the way, and admitte none to comnumication oꝛ further entre 
tic of peace. Jn the meane tyme, the Lieuetenaunt ſent twoo, 
wherof the one was a captiue Liguanian, and the other an X 
lande man of them which were frendes to owre men: They 
were bothe taken and lapne, The Lieuetenaunt folowed the 
onely with ten footemen and foure hozſemen. Fyndinge his 
mellengers deade in the wape, he was further pꝛouoked to 
wꝛathe, and determpyned moꝛe extremelp to deale with Niobe 
xexivs, And therefoꝛe wente foz warde incontinentiy with his 
holt army to his checfe palaice of Copromwm where he pet lape 
in campe. At his appꝛoche, all the kynges ſledde, euer? man 
his wap, and foꝛſoske thepꝛ capitayne Maiobanexizs* who alſo 
with all his famelye, fledde to the rowgh mountapnes Sum 
of the Liguauians, ſowght foz Guarionexivs to flep hym, foz 
that he was the cauſe of all theſe troubles. But his feete ſa- 
ued his lyfe. Foz he fledde in tyme to the monntapnes where 
he lurked in maner alone amonge the dcſolare rockes. 
Whereas nowe the Lieuetenauntes ſouldiers were fozwe: 


- trycd with longe warre, with watchinge, laboure, and hun- 


ger, (foz it was nowe thice moonethes ſence the warres be: 
ganne) many delpꝛed leaue to departe to the towre of Concep 
J. dil, tion 
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tion, where they had graneges and crerciſed tyllage. De gate 
then thepꝛ pa ſepoꝛtes with alowance of vptaples, and oo 
that only thyztic remapned with hym.Theſe thice moonethes 
warre, they contpnued very papnefull and mplerablpe: S093 
tht duryng al th it epme,thep had none other mcate but onlp 
Caxibi: that is, ſuche rootes whereof they make thepz bꝛeade, 
and that but ſyldome to they? fpll : Alſo vſis, that is, lyttle 
beaſtes lyke Conpes, if by chaunce now and then, they tooke 
fume with thepꝛ haundes. Their dzinke was none other then 
water, ſuch as thep fowude, ſumtpme [weete, and ſumtyme 
muddy laueruige of the maryſhcs. Emonge theſe delicates, 
that lyttle ueepe that they had, was euer koꝛ the moſte parte 
abꝛode vnder the firmamente: And that not without watche: 
men, and in contpnual remoouinge as the nature of warre re: 
qupreth. With theſe fewe therkoꝛe, the Lieuetenaunt determi 
ned to ſearche the mountapnes, dennes, # caues, if he coulde 
in any place fynde the ſteppes of M ,Das O Guerionexius. In 
the meane tyme certepne of his menne (whom hunger enkoz: 
ced to 300 a huntinge to pꝛoue if they coulde take anp conies) 
chaunced vppon twoo of Miobmexius familpers, whiche were 
ſent to certepne vylages of his, to make pꝛouilion of bꝛeade. 
Thelc he enkoꝛced to declare where thepꝛ loꝛd lay hyd de. And 


. vſed the ſame alſo foꝛ guides to bꝛinge owre me to the place, 


Twelue of owre men tooke this enterpꝛple in hand, painting 
them [clues after the maner of thc Ciguauians. Soo that by 
this ſtratageme oꝛ policie, thep came ſodenlp vppon Mobex 
ws, and tooke hym pꝛiſoner with his wyfe., childꝛen, and fa 
milie, and conucighed them to the towꝛe of Conception to the 
Lieuetenaunt. Within a fewe dapes after, hunger compelled 
Ouarionexius to coome owte of the dennes: whome, certeine of 
the people fearinge the Lieuetenaunt, bewꝛapde to owre hun 
ters. The Licuetenaunt beinge certified hercof, ſent furthe a 
bande of foore men, commaunding them to lpe in ambuſhe vn 
tyll ſuche tyme as Gu:rionexivs- wente from the plapnes to the 
mountapnes, and then ſoodenlp to intrappe hym. They went 
as thep were com:mannded, tooke hym, and bzowght hym az 
wape with them. And by this mcanes were all the Regions 
nere abowte, pacified and qupeted. A certepne noble woman 
of nere kynred to Maobonrexizs, and wyfe to an other kynge 
whoſe dominion was pet vntouched, folowed hym in al —— 

4-4 - aduer⸗ 
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aduerlities. They affirme this woman to bee the fapꝛeſt and 
moſte bewetikull that euer nature browght foozrhe in the J 
lande. Whom, when the kpnge her hul bande who looved her 
moſte ardently (as her beweric delerued) harde ſape that ſhee 
was taken pꝛiſoner he wandered vppe and downe the defer: 
tes lyke a man owte of his wytte,not knowinge what to doo 
oz ſape. But at the lengthe, he came to the Lienetcnaunte, 
pꝛomyſinge moſte fapthtully that he wold ſubmirte Hymſelfe 
and all that he coulde make, under his poure, ſoo that he 
wolde reſtoꝛe hym his wyfe. The Licuetenant accepted the co 
dit ion · reſtoꝛed him his wife, with certeyue other rulers and 
gentelmen which he had taken pziſoncrs befoze : Lharginge 
them, and byndinge them with an othe, to bee euer redye at 
his commaundement. Shoztlp after, this kynge, of his owne 
free motion, came agepne to the Lieuetenaunt, bzingyng with 
hym fpue thouſande men withont weapons, fauypnge onelp 
ſuche inſtrumentes as they vle in tyllage of theyz grownde, 
De bꝛought with hym alſo, ſcedes to ſowe: wherwith at his 
owne charge, he cauſed ſuche plentie of thepz coꝛne and fruit: 
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tes to growe in ſundꝛp places of the large vale whereof wee 


ſpake befoze, that ſhoꝛtelp after, were ſeene manpe fapꝛe and 
fruitefull fieldes that came therof. And fo2 his gentelnes be: 
inge rewarded of the Licuctcnaunte with certepne of owre 
thynges, he departed toyfully. When the repozt hereof came 
to the Ciguauians, it mooned the myndes of the kynges to 
hope of clemencie. Where vppon they came togpther.to the 
Licuctcnaunt with humble lubmillion and fapthful pꝛomelſe 
cuer after to bee vnder his obedience: deſpzing hym to reſtoze 
bnto them thepꝛ kynge, with his famplic, At thepz requeſte, 
the kynges wyke and his houſcholde was kette at Libertie, 
but he kepte ſtyll as a pꝛiſoncr.Theſe thynges dyd the Lieucz 
tenaunt in the Jlande, not pet knowinge what his ab uerſa⸗ 
rics and accuſers had lapde to his charge befoze the kynge of 
S papne: who beinge diſqupeted with theyꝛ querel inges and 
accuſacions, and eſpeciallp foz that by rcaſon of they diſcen 
tion, of ſoo greate abundaunce of golde and other thynges, 
there was as pet but lyttle bꝛowght into Spayne, appointed 
a newe gouernour which ſhuld ſec a redꝛeſle in theſe thinges: 
And eyther to punyſhe ſuche as were fautie, oz elles to ſende 
them to hym. What was fownde ageynſte the n—_ — 
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toy rewarde his bꝛothet, 02 agent his aduerſaries whiche accuſed hym; 
for 105 greate J doo not wel knowe. But this J am ſure of, that both the 
paynco. bꝛethzene are taken, bzowght, and caſt in pꝛiſon, with their 
gaodes confiſcate, But as ſoone as the kynge vnderſtoode 

that thep were bzowght bounde to Lalcs, he ſent meTengers 

in poſte, with com naunde nente that thep chalde bee looſed 

and caome freely to his pꝛeſence: wherby he declared that he 

' tooke thepꝛ troubles greeuduſlpe. It is alſo ſapde, that the 

newe gouernoure ſent letters to the kynge, w2yttcn with the 

Ad miralles hande in ſtraunge and vnknowen ſppheringes, to 

his brother the Lienetenannt beinge abſente, wpllpnge hym 

to bee in a redpnes with a poure of armed men to coome and 

ayde hym ik the Gouernoure ſhulde pzofer hy:n anp violence, 

wherok the gouernour hauinge knowleage (as he ſaypthe) be: 

inge alſo aduertiſed that the Lcauetenaunt was gonne to his 

bzother befoze the men which he had pꝛepared were in a redf 

nes, appꝛehended them bothe vnwares, befoze the multitude 

came togpther, What wyl folowe, tyme, the moſte trewe and 

pꝛudent Judge, wpll declare, Thus fare pe well, | 
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Toe fiffe 992: on to pay hym faithfully his poꝛtion, which is the fyꝛ part. 
the kynze. But hycauſe emonge all other, one Perrus Alphonſus càuled Nig- 
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ſhippe, well kurnpſbed at his owne charges, after that he had 
his pallepoꝛte with commaundement in no cale to caſte anker 
paſte fyftie leaques diſtante from any place where the Admp⸗ 
tall hadde touched, ſapled fyꝛſte to Peri where the Admpꝛall 
fownde bothe the men and women {90 laden with chepnes, 
gatlandes, and bꝛalelettes of pearles, as wec haue ſapde be: 
foe. Loaſtpnge therfoze alonge by the fame ſhoze accozdinge 
to the kynges commaundement, (pet leauinge behpnde hym 
the Regions of cn and Manic ip nd) he came to the Region 
which thinhabitantes thercof,caule c: where he fownd 
a hauen (as he ſlapthe) muche lyke the pete of Ge og Cales, 
In to the which enteringe, he ſawe a farre of certepne how: 
ſes on the ſhoze, and perceaued when he dꝛewe nere, that it 
was a vylage of onelp eyght hawſes. j92oceadpnge pet fur: 
ther foꝛ the ſpace of thice mples, he eſpyed an other vplage 
well replenyſhcd with people, where there met hym fyftie na: 
ked men on a coompany hauinge with them a certeyne ruler, 
who deſp2ed Alphocus to coome to theyꝛ coaſtes. Be bzowght 
with hym at this tyme, many hankes belles, ppnnes, nedels, 
bzaſclettes, chepnes, garlandes, and rynges with counterket 
ſtones and glaſſes, and ſuch other tryfelles, the which with: 
in the momente ok an houre, he hadde erchaunged foz. xv. 
vnces of theyꝛ pcarles which they woꝛe abowte thepz neckes 
and armes. Then they pet mote erneſtly deſpzed him to ſaple 
td thepꝛ coaſtes : ꝛompſpnge hym that he chulde there haue 
as manp pearles as he wolde deſpꝛe. e condecended to their 
requeſte: And the dape folowpnge, came to the place where 
they appopnted hym : Lpinge there at anker, a great multy: 
tude of people reſozted to hym, inſtantelp requyringe hym to 
coome alande. But when he conſpdcred the innumerable mul 
tytude of people which was there aTembled, and that he had 
only. rrrii. men in his coompanp, he durſte not commpt hymn 
ſelfe to thepz handes, but gaue them to vnderſtand by ſignes 
and tokens that they ſhulde coome to the ſhyppe with theyz 


canoas. Fox thepꝛ boates (which the men of the Jland caule 
C1045) Are made only of one hole peece of woodde as in the 
landes: pct moꝛt rude, and not ſoo artificially as theyꝛs are, 
Theſe they caule Galliezs ; Thep ſwarmed thercfoze to the ſhyp 
as faſte as thep myght, bꝛynginge with them great plentic of 
pearles (which thep caule Tenoras) nn the lame — | 
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owre marchanndies. Be fownde this people to bee of genty! 
nature, ſ1mple and innocente, beinge conuerſant with them in 
thept hanſes, foꝛ the ſpace of. xx. dapes. They houſes are 
made of woodde, coonered with the leaues of date trees, 
Thepꝛ meate fo the maſte parte, is the ſhelfylſhes in ghe whi 
che pearles are engendꝛed, wherof thepꝛ ſea coaſtes are ful. 
They haue alſo greate plentie of wylde beaſtes, as hartes, 
wylde bo2es, and coonys lykc vnto hares, both in colour and 
byggencs. Socke doues allo, and turtle doues. Lykewpſe 
geeſe and duckes which they nooꝛy de in they houſes as wee 
doo. ÞPcacockes flpe abowte in maner in euerpe woodde and 
groue: but they are not diſtinct with ſundzp coloures as ours 
are: foz the cockes are lpke vnto the hennes. Theſe people of 
curiana, are craftie hunters and erceding cunning archers, loo 
that thep wyll not lyghtly mylle anp beaſt oz byꝛde that they 
ſhoote at, Owre men conſumed certepne dapes here very ple: 
ſauntelp. Durpnge which tyme, who loo euer bzought them 
a peacocke, had fo: the lame, foure pynnes. De that bought 
a pheaſaunt, had twoo ! Znd fox a ſtocke done oz turtle done, 
one: And foꝛ a gooſe, a (maul lookyng glaſTe oz a lyttle one 
of glaTe, Thus thep bought and ſoulde with pꝛoferpnge and 
byddynge, denpinge and refuſinge as it had byn in a greate 
market.

rpble nopſes and roꝛpnges of wylde beaſtes in the wooddes 
which are full of exceadinge greate and hygh trees of ſundꝛy 
kyndcs, But the beaſtes of theſe wooddes, are not nopſome 
to men. Foz the people of the countrep goo daply a hunting, 
naked, with thepz bowes and arrowes: yet hath it not byn 
harde of, that any man hath byn Layne of any wylde beaſtc, 
As manp hartes 92 wylde boꝛes as owre men woolde deſpꝛe 
them to biynge, they woolde kyll in the wooddes with their 
bowes and arrowecs, and not faple to bynge theim. They 
lacke kyne, goatcs2e ſheepe, Thepꝛ bꝛeade is made of rootes, 
128 as 
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os is thepꝛs of the Jlandes. This nation, hath blacke heare, grace md 
groſſe and ſumwhat curlde, yet longe alſo, They keepe thepz curtd? heare. 
teeth very whyte: And foz that purpoſe vſe to cary a certeine White tecthe, 
herbe betwene thep2 lyppes fo2 the moſt parte of the day, and 

to waſthe theyꝛ mouthes when they caſt it away. The women 

doo all thepꝛ byipnes at hom: in theyz yzowſes, and haue al: 

ſo the cure of tyllage of the grounde. But the men apply chem 

ſclues to the warres and hantpnge, to plape, ſin 3onge and Farthen veſs 
daunſing. They haue (und}p kyndes of water pottes, iugges, feio. 

and dꝛinc einge cuppes made of carthe in other places abawe | 
theym and bꝛought therher koz erch wnge of other thonges: 
Foz they vle fapzes and markettes toꝛ the ſame purpoſe: and

chandies. None of them wolde erchaunge anp of thoſe thin: 
ges which they had owte of other countreps: as nother the 
Curians golde, noz the Lanchictans pearles. pet amonge the 
Canchietans, they fownde but little gold redy gathered. They 
toke with the tro thenſe, certen very fapꝛe marmalets oꝛ mun 
keys,* many popingapes of ſundry coloures. Inthe monethe 
sf Nonember,, ehe aper was there moſt temperate, & nothyng 
toulde. The garden of the noꝛth pole, were owte of ſpght to 
bothe theſe people, they arc ſoo nere to the Equinoctiall. Of 
the degrees of the pole, they can gyue none other accoumpte. 
Theſe people, are wel diſpoſed men, of honeſt condicions, and 
nothinge luſpicious. Fox all moſt all the nyght longe, they rc: 


. forced to the ſhippe with they? boates, and went abooꝛde ſhip 


withowte feare, as dyd the Lurians. They caule pearles, co- 
iu. Thep are ſumwhat icipous. Foz, when any ſtraungers 
coome emonge them, they euer place theyz women behpnd the, 
In this Region of canchieta, the goſſampine trees growe of 
them ſclues commonly in manp places, as doo with vs elmes, 
wyllowes, and ſalowes. And therfoze they vſe to make bree 
ches of cotton, wherwith they coouer theyꝛ pꝛpuie partes in 
many other Regions there aboute. When they had pet ſapled 
on foꝛwarde by the lame coaſtes, there came fooꝛith ageynſte 
them abowte twoo thouſande men, armed after thepz maner, 
koꝛbydding them to coome aland. Theſe people were ſoo rude 
and laluage, that owre men coul de bp no mcanes allnre them 
to familiaritie. Owre men therkoꝛe, contented only with their 
pearles, returned backe the ſame way they came: where they 
remapned with the Lurians continually fo2 the ſpare of twen 
tie dapes, and fplled they bellpes wel with good meate. And 
here it ſeemeth to me, not karre from mp purpoſe, to declare 
what chaunccd vnto theim in thepꝛ returne, when they came 
nowe within the ſpght of the coaſte of pn. Thep happened 
therekoꝛe inthe way, at Os Draconis and the gou!fes of Pars, 
(wherof wee ſpake bekoꝛe) to meete with a nauie of, rviii. La 


noas of Cambales which went a roupng to hunt foz mf. Who

ſoone as they had elpyed owr men. alCailcd theyꝛ ſhippe fierce 
lp and without feave encloſed rhe ſame, diſturbing owre men 
on euerp ſpde with thepz arrowes. But owre men ſo fearcd 
them with thepꝛ gunnes, that they fledde immediatly, whom 
owre menne folowinge with the ſhippe boate, tooke one of 
theyꝛ Lanoas, and in it, only one Lanibal (foz the other had 
eſcaped) and with hym, an other man bownde : Who, with 
teares runninge downe his cheekes, and with gicſture of his 
handes, epes, and heade, ſignificd that ſpre of his coompa⸗ 
nyons had bpn cruelly cutte in pieces and eaten of that myſz 
cheuous nation: and that he ſhulde hauc bpn lpkewple hande 
led the day kolo wynge. wherfoꝛe they gaue hym poure ouer 
the Canpball, to doo with hym what he wolde. Then with 
the Can bales owne clubbe, he lapde on hym al that he might 
dꝛyue with hande and foote,grinninge and fretinge as it had 
byn a wylde boꝛe: Thinkynge that he had not pet ſufficiently 
reuenged the death of his companyons, when he had beaten

death, 


owte his bzapnes and guttes. When he was demaunded af- 


ter what ſozic the Canibales were woont to innade other con 
treys, he anſwered that they euer vled to carye with them in 
thepz Lanoas, a greate multitude of clubbes: The whiche, 
where ſoo ener they lande, they pitche in the grownde, and 
encampe them ſclues within the coompalle of the ſame, to lye 
the moꝛe ſafely in the nyght ſeaſon. In Curie, they fownde 
the head of a capitaine of the Canibales, nailed ouerthe dooze 
of a certepne gouernoure, fo a token of victozie, as it hadde 
byn the ſtanderde oz helmette taken from the enempe in bat⸗ 
ple. In theſe coaſtes of Paris, is a Region cauled Haraa, in 
e whiche, greate plentie of ſalte is gathered after a ſtrange 
ſozte. Foꝛ the ſta beinge there toſſed with the poure of the 
wyndes, dꝛpueth the ſalte waters into a large 7 by the 
ſea ſpde: where: afterward when the ſea wareth c iulme, and 
the foonne begynnethe to ſhyne, the water is congeled into 
moſlẽ pure and whyte lalte, wherewith inmmcrable ſhyppes 
might bee laden, if men doo reſoꝛte thether for the ſame bee⸗ 
koꝛe there kaule any rapne. Foz the rapne meltethe it, and cau 
ſeth it to ſynke into the lande, and ſoo by the pores of the 
earthe, to returne to the place from whenle it was dꝛyuen. 
Other ſay, that the plapne is not fplled from the ſca, but of 
certeine ſpzinges whole water is moze ſharpe and ſalt thẽ the

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water of the ſex. Thinhabitantcs doo greatlpe eftceme this 
bay of ſalte.

Such as meaſured their 
footeſteppes in the ſande, affirme with greate othes, that one 
of thepz fcete is almoſt as longe as twoo feete of owre men of 
the meane ſoꝛte. Saplinge on pet further, they founde an o⸗ 
ther rpuer, bur not of deapth ſufficient to btare the carauels. 
Thep ſent therfoze the foure ſhippe boates to lande, ful of ar:

nus the Admiral, who had fyrſt diſconered the ſame. They allo 
bꝛowght with them greate plentie of c. fiſtula: And fownde 
that pꝛecious medecine cauled ot the Spanpardes, Anime album, 
whole perfume is of moſt excellent effect to heale the reumes, 
murres, and heauines of the heade. As touchinge this vpage, 
as pet J knowe noo other newes that J thought woꝛthy to 
ccrtifie powe ot. Wherkfo ze, J wyl nowe make an ende of this 
booke, bycauſe pow put me ſo often in rememberance of pour 
departure, pet to accomplyſſhe the Decade, J wyll declare 
ſumwhae of the ſuperſtitions of HUνẽ,iẽe. . Powe ſhall nowe 
therkoꝛe vnderſtand the illuſions wherwith the people of the 
Jlande haue byn ſeduccd after the crrours of the owlde gen⸗ 
tilitie, and wandered in the ignoꝛance and blyndenes of hu⸗ 
mane nature coꝛrupted bp the diſobedicnce of owr fp2ſt pacen 
tes, which hath remapned in all nations vpon the face of the 
tarth, except where it hath pleaſed god by thc lyght of his ſpi 
rite by his wooꝛde, to poure vppon his electe the grace of re: 
nouation, by the Ipght wherof the naturall darkencs recca⸗ 
ueth ſume clearenes as in a glaile, vneyll imperfection ſhalbe 
abolpſhed. Owre men therefoze, were longe in the Flande of 
_ Hiſpenols, before thep kncwe that the people thereof honorede 
any other thyngc thẽ the lyghtes of heauen, oz had any other 
Kcligion, But when thepe had bpne nowe longe connerſante 
with them, and by vnderſtandpng their language, dꝛewe to a 
further familiaritie, thep had knowleage that they vſcd dy⸗ 
uers rytes and ſuperſtitions. J haue therfoze gathered theſe 
kewe thynges folowpnge, owte of a booke wzptten — one 
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Ramonus an herempte, whom colonus had lefte With certepne 
kynges of the Jlande to inſtruct them in the Chziſtian fapth. 
And bycauce in maner their hole religion is none other thing 
then g dolatrp, J wyll begynne at thepz Jdoles, It is 
therkoze apparente by the Images which they honour open: 
lp and commonly, that there appere vnto them in the nyghte 
ſcaſons certepne phantalies and illuſions of cupll ſptrices, 
ſcducinge them into many fonde and folpſhe errours. For they 
make certepne Images of gollampine cotton foulded oz we: 
thed after thepz maner, and harde ſtopped within. Theſe J: 
mages they make lptting, much lpke vnto the pictures of ſpyi 
tes and deuelles which owr paynters are accuſtomed to paint 
vppon waules. But fozaſmuc}) as J my ſclfe [cnt powe koure 
of thele Jmages, powe map better pzeſently lignifie vnto the 
kynge powre vncle, what maner of thynges thep are, & hawe 
lpke vnto papnted deuelles, then J can expꝛelſe the ſame by 
wꝛptpnge. Theie Images, thinhabitantes caule Zemes: wher 
of the leaſte, made to the lykenes of pounge deuels, they bind 
to thepꝛ fozhrcades when they goo to the warres agepnſt their 
enemies: And fo2 that purpoſe haue they thoſe ſtrpnges han: 
gynge at them which powe ſce. Of theſe, they beleue to ob⸗ 
tepne rayne if rapne be lackpng, and lpkewple fapꝛe wether, 
Foz they thinke that theſe Zemes are the mediatours and mel 
ſengers of the greate god, whom they acknowleage to be on: 
lp one, ctcrnall, withowte ende, omnipotent and inniſible, 
Thus cuery kynge hath his particuler Zenes which he honou 
reth. Thep caule the eternall god, by theſe twoo names, loc: 
na, and Cumuẽ˖Li con, a3 thepꝛ picdiceTours tawaght them. Acfir 
minge that he hath a father cauled bp theſe fpuc names: that 
is, Arthur, Mamont, Cu acurapita, Liclls, Guim.izo.z. owe ſhall powe 
heare what they fable on the earth as touchinge the oziginall 
of man. There is in the Jlande a Region cauled c, wher 
they fapnc that mankpnde came fyzſt owte of twoo canes of a 
mountapne: and that the byggeſt ſoꝛte of men, came fucth of 
the mouth of the byggeſt caue, and the leaſt ſoztc'owte of the 
leaſte caue. The rocke in the which theſe caues are, they caule 
Cauti, The greateſt denne, they name C.xib.cxagu., *and the leile 
Amaiauna, Thep lap, that beforc it was lawful foꝛ men to come 
kooꝛth of the cauc, the mouth of the cane was kepte and wat 
ched nyghtly by a man whoſe name was Mccboch.cd, This 2

bee the cauſe why that byꝛde lingeth in the night ſcaſon.But 

Vazoniond, beinge ſoze troubled in his mpnd foz the loſle of his 

familicr frende whom he loued ſoo intierlp, lcauinge the men 

in the caue, bzought fooꝛth onely the women with thepz ſuc⸗ 

kynge chyldꝛen, leauinge the women in one of the Jlandes of. The Jland of 
that tracte, cauled Macbizizo, and caryed the chyldzen awape Wathhinino. 
with hym: which pooze wꝛetches oppzeTed with famine,fain 

ted and remained on the banke of a certeine rpuer where they 

were turned into krogges, and cryed ton tor that iS, mm me}. Chilcten = 
m<, a chyldzen are wont to erpe foz the mothers pappe. And ges. 8 
hercof they ſay it commeth that frogges vſe to cry ſo pytiful: * 

ly in the ſpꝛynge tyme of the peare: And that men were (cat: 

tcred abzode in the caues of #/p.oiols withowte the companye 

of women. They lay alſo, that whereas Vagorions hym ſelfe, 2 ſpeciall 
was accuſtomed to wander in dpuers places, and pet by atpe grace. 

ciall grace, neuer tranſfoꝛmed, deſcended to a certepne fapze 

woman whom he ſawe in the bottome of the ſea, and recca⸗ 

ued of Her certepne pibple ſtones of marble (whiche they caule 

Cibis) and alſo certeine pelowe and bꝛight plates of laton, whi 

che thep caule Cuaniros. Theſe thynges to this dap are had in 

greate eſtimation amonge the kynges, as goodlp iewels and 

moſt * reliques. Theic men whiche we lapde befoze were voly renques 
lefte in the taues withowte women, went furth in the nyghe 


(as they lap) to waſche them ſclucs in a ponde of raine water 
| and (awe 
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and ſave a karre of by the wap a greate multitude of certeine 
beaſtes in ſhape ſumwhat lyke vnto women, creping as thicke 
as antes abonte the myꝛobalane trees: And that as they at; 
tempted to take theſe beaſtes, they lypped owte of their han: 
des as they had byn peles. Where vppon they conſulted, and 
determyned bythaduice of the elders, that al luche ſhulde bee 
ſowght fooꝛthe amonge them, as were ſcabbyd and lepꝛous, 
to thintente that with thepꝛ rowghe and harde handes, they 
myght thelelper take holde of them. Theſe men, they canle 
Carcaracoles: And ſente them kooꝛthe a huntinge to take theſe 
braſtes. But ot many which they tooke, they coulde keepe but 
only koure: The whiche as they wolde haue vſed koꝛ women, 
they fownde that thep lacked womans pꝛiuities. Wherekoze 
caulinge thelders agepne te counſaple, to conſult what were 
bcſte to bee done in this caſc,theyz aduice was that the byzde 
which wee caule the pe; ſhuld bee admitted with his byll to 
open a place foꝛ that purpoſe, whyle in the meane tyme theſe 
men cauled c curucoles, hulde hould faſt the womens thighes 
abꝛode with thepꝛ rowgh handes. Full wpſelp therkoze was 
the ppc put to this office, and opened the womens pꝛiuities, 
and hcreof the women of the Jlande haue thepꝛ oziginal and 
okſpꝛinge. But nowe doo J ceaſe to marueple that the owlde 
Grekes dpd fable and wꝛyte ſo manpe bookes of the people 
cauled Myrnidoncs, which they fapned to bee engendzed of an:

Fox 
they ſape that there was once in the Jlande, a man ok greats 
1 es name was 1. whole only ſoonne being dead, 
je burped hym within a greate gourde. This 1 greuduſlye 
takyng the death of his toonne, after a fewe moonthes, cane 
agepne to the gourde : The which when he had opened, there 
iſchewed foozth many great whales and other monſters of the 
ſca: where vppon he declared to ſuche as dwelt abowte hym, 
that the ſea was encloſed in that gourde. By which repozt, 

konte biethꝛen (bozne of one woman who dycd in her trauail 
beinge moued, came to the gourde in hope to haue many fpſ; 
bes. The whiche when thep had taken in theyꝛ handes, and 
cſpicd l comming, (who oftentymes reſozted to the gourd 
; to 
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eq vilet the boonecs of his ſoonne, fearing leaũ He ſhulde ſuſ- 
cte them of thefte and ſacrileage, ſodayncly let the gourde 
aulc owte of they} handes: which beinge bꝛoken in the faule 
the lea kurthwith brake owte at the ryftes therof, and lo fyl: 
ied the vales, & ouerflowecd the plapnes, that only the moun: 
tapnes were vncouered, whiche nowe conteyne the Jlandes 
which are ſcene in thoſe coaſtes. And this is the oppinion of 
theyꝛ wple men as concernynge thoziginall of rhe fea, But 
nowe (molt noble pꝛince) pou ſhall heare a mote pleaſaunt faz 
ble. There is a certepne caue cauled 1ouenboine, in the territo 
rpe of a certepne kynge whoſe name is Machinnech, This caue 
they honour moze religioully then dyd the Grekes in tyme 
paſte, Lozinth,Ly2rha,oz Nyſa : And haue adourned it with 
pictures of a thouſand faſſhions. Jn thenterance of this caue 
they haue twoo grauen Zemes, wherof the one is cauled Bir: 
thairel, and the other Mzrobu. Beinge demaunded why they had 
this caue in ſoo greate reuerence, they anſwered erneſtly, by⸗ 
cauſc the Soonne and the Moone came fyzſt owt of the ſame 
to gyue lyght to the woꝛlde. They haue religious concourſe to 
theſe caues, as wee are accuſtomed to goo on Ppylgramage to 
Kome oz Uaticane. Lompoſtcle, oz Mieruſalem, and moſt ho:

meth to actual deede, ſoodenlp to vanyThe away, If any doo 
ſuſpecte that a deade body lyeth by when he feclcth anpe 
lraunge thynge in the bedde, they lay hee ſhalbe owe of dont 
by fcelpnge of the belly therof : afirmpng that the ſpirites of 
deade men map take vppon them al the members of mans bo⸗ 
dy, ſauinge only the nauell.

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ttes at the mouthe of the rpuer nere vnto them both, where 


foodenly there came furthe ageynfte them a capitapne of the 
barbarians with ten armed men which in:loſcd them, # with 
terzible countenaunce bent thepꝛ arrowes ageynlte then, but 
ſhotte thepm not ok. One of owre men fledde: but the other 
remapned, caulpnge his felowe agepne and rebukpnge hym 
foz his fearcfulnes, Then he ſpake to the barbarians in their 
owne language which he had lerned beinge conuerſant with 
the captiues that were carped from thenſe longe befoze. Thep 
marucplynge to here a ſtraunger ſpeake in their natine tonge, 
put of they fiercenes and fell to frendly communication, de⸗ 
maundinge who were the capitapnes of that coompanic wht: 
che were arrpued in they lande. He anlwered that they were 
ſtrangers palſyng by: And that he maruepled why they wold 
attempte to dꝛyue them from theyꝛ coaſtes and diſturbe thepz 
ſhyppes: arguinge theim of follpe and crueltie, and furt her 
thicatinge their ruine and deftruction, except they woold vſe 
them ſclues moꝛt krendelp towardethem. Fox Hee aduertiſed 
them that there wolde ſhoztly coome into thepꝛ lande armed 
men, in nöber lpke to the landes of the ſea: And that to theyz 
ter deſtruction, not only if they reſpſtcd them not, but alſo ex 
tepte they receaued them and entertepned them honoꝛablp. In 
the meane tyme Auciſus was enfozmed that his men were de: 
teyned. Wherefoze ſuſpectinge ſunie deceatc, he bzowght 
furth al his target men fox feare of thepꝛ venemous arrowes: 
And ſcttinge them in battell arrape, he marched fozwarde to: 
warde them which Keped his men. But he which communed 
with the barbarians, gpuinge him a ligne with his hande to 
zocede noo further, he ſteped. And cauling to hym the ot ger, 
knewe that all was ſafe. Foz the barbarians pꝛotered him 
peace, bycauſe they were not they whom thep ſulpected them 
fo hauc byn : meanpnge bp Fozed« and Nicuſa, who had ſpop: 
ed the vyllage ſtandinge there by the ſea ſyde, and caryed az 
way many captiues, and alſo burnte an other vpllage further 
within the lande. And therefoze (as thep ſapde). the cauſe of 
thepꝛ comminge thether, was to reuenge thoſe ininries, if by 
any meanes they coulde. pet that they woolde not exereple 
theyꝛ weapons ageynſte the innocente. Foꝛ they ſapde it was 

vngodly to fepght agepnſt any, not beinge pꝛouoked. 
Lapinge a parte therekoze thepz howes and arrowes, they

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entertepned owre men gentelly, and gane them greate plentſs 
of ſalted fyſſhe and bꝛeade of they? contrep: And fylled theyz 
veſlcls with ſyder made of thepꝛ contrep krutes and ſeedes, 
not inferiour to wpnein goodnes, Thus Arcs hauinge en: 
tered into frendSpp and made a league of peace with thinha: 
bitantes of c, whiche were bekoꝛe ſoꝛe pꝛonoked by o: 
ther capitapnes, he lanched krom that lande, and directed his 
courſe to rab by the Jlande Fortis, Haninge in his Gippe a 
hundꝛeth and fyftie krelſhe men whiche were ſubſtitute in the 


place of ſuche as were deade. Alſo twelue mares, and manpe 


wine, and other beaſtes both males and females fox increaſe, 
Lykewyſc, kyftie pieces of oꝛdinaunce, with a greate multp⸗ 
tude of targettes, fwooꝛdes, tauc!pns, and ſuche other wea: 
pons fo2 the warres. But all this with cuyl ſpecde and in an 


euyll houre. Foz as they were euen nowe enteringe into the 


hauen, the gouernour of the ſhippe which latte at the helme, 
ſtroke the ſhyppe vppon the landes, where it was ſoo faſt cn: 


_ cloſed, and beaten with the waues of the ſea, that it opened 
in the myddeſtc, and al loſt that was therin. A thynge ſurely

This rpuer is cauled den, vp⸗ 
pon the bankes whereof, beinge verpe frucefull of trees and 
graſle, they entended to playnte their newe colonie oz habita⸗ 
cion. But thmhabitantes marnelynge at the bzygantine be: 
unge bogger then thcy2 canoas, and ſpecially at the ſaples 
therof. tp2ſt lente away theyꝛ chyldꝛen and weakeſte ſozte of 
thepz people with theyꝛ baggage and houſbolde ſtuffe,and al⸗ 
ſembled all ſuche togpther bothe men and women, as were 
meete foꝛ the warres: Thus beinge armed with weapons and 
delperate myndes, they ſtoode in a redpnes to feight, and ta⸗ 
ryed the commin ge of owre men vppon a lpttle hyl, as it were 
to take thaduantage of the grounde. Owre men iudged them 
to bee aboute ſpue hundꝛeth in nomber. Then axciſus the ca⸗ 
pit apne of owre men, and Licuctenaunt in the ſteede of Fogeds, 
ſettinge his men in oꝛder of battaple arrap, and with his hole 
coompanp kucelinge on his knees, thep al made humble pꝛap⸗ 
ers to god foz the victoꝛie, and a vowe to the Image of the 
blelled virgin whiche is honoured in Ciuile, bp the name of 
S.uncta Maria Antiqua, pꝛompſinge to ſende her manpe golden gyf- 
tes and a ſtraunger of that contrep : allo to name the vpllage 
Sancła Maris Antiqua After her name: lpkewpſe to lerecte a temple 
cauled by che lame name: oz at the leaſte to dedicate the king 
of that pꝛouince his palaice to that vſe, if it ſhulde plcaſe her 
to alliſte them in this daungeraus enterp2pſe. This doone, al 
the louldiers tooke an othe, that noo. man ſhalde turne his 


backe to his enemies. Then the capptapne commaundinge 


them to bre in a redines with thepꝛ targets and iauelens, and 
the ttumppter to blowe the battaple, they fiercelp a Tayled 
thepꝛ enempes with a larome. But the naked barbarians, 
not longe able to abyde the foꝛce of owre men, were putte to 
fpght, with thepz kynge and capitapne Cemiccvs. O wert men

Here the hole aCemble beinge carefull and 
diſquieted by reaſon of the gouernours erroure, after conſul; 
tacion, by thaduile of the capitapnes of the bzigantines, who 
had raſed nere vnto the coaſtes of Beragrs, ſapled direct: 
ly thether. Be7-g»s, in the language of chinhabirantes of the 
ſame pꝛouince, is as much to — as the golden ryuer. The 
region it ſelfe is alſo cauled by the ſame name, takynge name 
of the rpuer, In the mouth of this ryuer, the greateſt veſſels 
caſt anker, and conueighed al they} vytailes and other netel⸗ 
ſaries to lande with theyꝛ ſhippe boates: and elected L O- 
Lavs to bee thep2 gouernour in the ficede of Nic whom they 
had loſte, By thaduice therfoꝛe of olan and the other vnder 
capit aynes, that all hope of departure myght bee taken from 
the ſouldiers which they had nowe bzowght er, and to 
make them the moze wyllinge to inhabite that land, they vtz 
terly foꝛſooke and caſte of thoſe ſhyppes beinge nowe rotten 
foz age, and ſuffered them to bee ſhaken and b2oofed of the 
ſurges of the ſea. pet of theyz ſoundeſte plankes, with other 
newe, made of the trees of that Region (which they fap to be 
ercedinge bygge and hygh) they framed a newe carauel ſhoꝛt⸗ 
ly after, whiche they myght vle to ſerue koꝛ thepꝛ neceſTitſe, 
But Beragua was founde by the vnfoztunate defteme of Perrys 
de vmbria. Fo; he, beinge a man of pꝛompt wyttt and apt fox:

wyll beare a ſtroke notwithſtandinge owre pꝛomdence) tooke 
bpon hym thaduenture to ſcarche the ſhoꝛe to thintent to find 
a wape foꝛ his felowes where they myght beſte coome alande.

It thelt daungers wietehrd vnn w2elteled & while, 
But in choꝛte ſpace, a waue of the ſca almoſte as bygge as a 
monntapne. reboundinge from the rockes, ouerwhelmed the 
boace and deuoured che ſame with the men, cuen in the ſight 
of thepꝛ fclowes : So that of them all, oncly one eſcaped by 
rcaſonhe was experte in [wpmmpnge. For gettinge holde of 
the cozner of a rocke, and ſuſtepnpuge the rage of the ſea vn 
tyll the nexte dape when it wered-cantme, and the ſhoꝛe was 
dꝛpe by the faule ot the water, he eſeaped and reſoꝛted to his 
coompanpe.

ſed berg and lekte it behynde hym Eaſtwarde. Foz they ſe- 
inge Nicurſa and his felowes to conſume dapelp by fampnne, 
thowght they woolde pꝛoue koꝛtune with that boate, if their 
chaunce mpght bee to fynde Ber:ggvs, as in deede it oss. De: 
bat inge therefoze with thepꝛ felowes, of theſe matters, they 
declared howe Nicueſa erred and loſie the carauele by tempeſt, 
and tha! he was nowe wanderinge amonge the maryſſhes of 
vnkno wen coaſtes, full of mpſcrie and in extreeme penurie of 
all thynges, hantnge nowe lpued for che ſpace of thiee ſcore 
and tenne dapes, only with herbes and rootes, and ſpldoome 
with frutes at the countrey, contented to danke water, and 
pet that often tpmes faplynge, bycauſe he was infant to tra⸗ 
nayle weſtwarde by foote, ſuppoſing by that meanes to come

And pluckcd vp by the rootes al that euer was bzowght into 
the goulfe of Beragus, and commaunded them to directe theyz 
courſc towarde the Eaſte, After they had ſaylcd aboute the 
ſpace ot. x vi. mples, a certepne pounge man whoſe name was 
* Bregozie, a Genues boznezand of achyldc bzowght vp with 

Colonzs, Cauled to rememberance that there was a hauen not 
karre frome thenſe : And to pzone his ſayinge trewe, he gaue 
hrs kelowes theſe tokens : that is, that they ſhulde fpnds vp; 
pon the (hoze, an anker of a loſte pe halfe couered with 
lande: And-vitder a tree nexte vnto the hauen, a ſpꝛynge of 
deere water, They came to the lande: founde the anker and 
the ſpꝛynge, and commended the wytte and memoꝛpe of the 
Who P, ii. pounge 
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pounge man, that he only amonge * the marpnes wht: 
che had ſearched thoſe coaſtes with colonus, boꝛe the thynge 
ſoo well in mpnde. This hauen, Colonzs cauled portus Bells, 
wheras in this vyage fo: lacke of vytaples they were ſume: 
tymes enfoꝛced to goo alande, thep were cuel entreated of the 
inhabitantes. By reaſon wherof, thepz ſtrengthes were ſoo 


| weakenes of wekened with Higer, that they were not able to keepe warre 
ageynſt naked men, oz ſcarſely to beare thepꝛ harnes on their 


backes. And therfoze owre men loſte twentie of theyꝛ coom: 
anic, which were lapne with venemous arrowes. They con 


dulted to leane the one halfe of theyꝛ felowes in the hauen of 


portus Bellus: And the other parte Nicuſa tooke with hym to⸗ 
warde the Eaſte : where abowte twentie and eyght mples fro 
Portus Bells, he intended to buylde a foztreſe harde by the ſeg 
ſpde vppon the poynte oꝛ cape which in tyme paſte colon na: 
med Murmor. But they were ſoo feeble by reaſon of longe hun 
ger, that theyꝛ ſtrength ſerued them not to ſuſtepne ſuche la: 
boure. pet he erected a lyttle towre able to reſpũ the yꝛũ al: 
ſaute of the inhabitantes. This towre he cauled Nomen bei. 


From the tyme that he left Beragua, what in the ioꝛnep among 


the ſandie plapnes, then alſo foz Hunger whple he buylded 
the towre, of the fewe which remapned a lyue, he loſe twoo 
hundꝛeth. And thus by lyttle and lyttle, the multitude of ſe: 
uen hundꝛeth foure ſcoꝛe and fpue men, was nowe bꝛowght 
to ſcarſely one hundꝛeth. Whyle Nicueſ Ipucd with theſe few 
miſerable men, there aroſe a contftion amonge them of vrabe, 
as concerninge the Lieuetenantſhippe. Foz one Vaſchus Nunnex, 
by the iudgemente of all men, truſtynge moze to his ſtrengthe 
then wytte, ſtourcd vp certepne lyght felowes agepnſt Anc/us, 
ſapinge that Arci/xs had not the kynges letters patentcs foz 
that office : And that it was not ſufficient that he was auto: 
riſed by Fogeds, And therfozefozbodde that he ſhulde execute 
the officc of the Lieuetenaunteſhippe: And wylled theym to 
chuſe certepne of theyꝛ owne coompanpe, by whole coun: 
ſaple and anthozitie they myght bee gouerne. | 
Thus beinge diuided into factions by reaſon that ——— 
capitapne came not agepne, whom they ſuppoſed to bee nowe 
deade of his venemous wounde, they contended whether it 
were beſte to ſubſtitute Niceſs tn his place. The wyſeſte ſoꝛte

But v 

chus Nunnex , ecaringe leafte at the commyng of Nicveſs he ſhulde 

not bee had in autozitie emonge his felowes,ſapde they were 

mad men to thinke that Nicueſa lyued: And althowgh he were 

alpuc, pet that they hadde noo neade of his helpe. Foz he 

auouched that there was none of his felowes, that were not 

as mecte to rule as Niceſs.

As he dzewe u eere towarde owre men, he ſeemed krendly 
to admonyſlhe theym to take none of the water of that rpucr, 
affirminge it to bee vnholſome koz men: And ſhꝛewed theym 
that not karre from thenſe,there was a rpuerof good water. 
They came to the rpuer. And endeuouringe to coome nere rhe 

choze, they were dꝛpuen backe by tempeſte. Alſa the burbulinge 

of the lande, declared the ſea to bee but ſhalowe there. They 

wert therekoze enkozced to returne to the fyzſte rpuer where 
they myght lafcly caſte anker. This Kinge lapde wapte fox 
owre men, Foz as thep were fyllinge theire barrelles, he ſet 
on thepm with abowt ſeuen hundzcth men (as owre men ind: 
ged) armed after theire maner, alt howgh they were naked. 
Foz onlp the kynge and his noble men were appareled. They 
tooke away the ſhippeboate, and bzooke it in maner to chips: 
ſoo ficrcely aſaylpnge owre menne with theyz venemous ar: 
rowes, that they ewe of them foztic and ſcuen beekoze they 
coulde couer them ſelucs with they targettes, Foz that pop⸗ 
ſon is of ſuch fozce, that albeit the woundes were not great, 
pet they dyed therof tmmediaely. Foz they pet knewe noo re⸗ 
medic ageyuſte this kynde of popſon;, as after lerned of: 
thinhabitantes of ol. Foz this Jlande bzingeth kooꝛth 
an herbe which quencheth and moztifiech the vioſenc poyſon 
of the herbe wherewith thepꝛ arrowes are infected, ſoo that 
it bee naimftred in tyme. pet of owre.caompany: whiche went 
foz water, ſcuen eſcaped that condicte, and:hpd them ſelucs 
in a hollowe tree, lurkynge there vntyll nyghit. pet eſcaped 
they not the h andes of theyz enemies. For the hippe depar⸗ 
ted from thenſe in the nyght ſeaſon and lekte them there, ſup⸗ 
poſinge that they had byn apnc. Thus bp manpe. ſucht pe⸗ 

rels and daungers (which J lyghtly ouerpaſſe bicauſe J wpl 
not bee tcdzous to powre holynes) he acrpucd at the length at 
the hauen of vr, and caſt anker at the raſte ſyde therof, frõ 
whenſe not longe bef92e, owre men departed to the weſt ſyde 


hy reaſon of the barennes of that ſople. When he had conty: 


nued a whyle in the hauen, and ſawe noo man ourynge, mar 


neplinge at the lilente of the places (foꝛ he ſuppoſed there to 
haue fowunde his fclowes} he coulde not couiecture what 
this chalde meane : and there vppon beganneto ſuſpecte that 


eprher ther wert drade, 02 that they had chaunged the pia 
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of theyꝛ habitacion. To knowe the certentie hercof, he com: 
maunded all the greate ozdinaunce and other ſmanle gunnes 
which he had in his chippes, to bee charged: And fpers to bee 
made in the nyght vppon the toppes of the rockes.

This nopſe was harde 
ok thepz felowes in P-riexs: Aud they aunſwered them agepne 
with mutual fyers; Wherfoze, by the kolowynge of theſe fy: 
tro, Colmenaris byowght his (ippes to the Weſte ſyde. Here 
choſe wzetched and miſerable men of oe which nowe tho 
rowgh kamen and fecblenes helde theyꝛ wery ſowles in thepꝛ 
tecthe redp to departe from they bodies by reaſon of the cala 
meies which beefcll vnto them after an"ciſ#s ſhippcw2acke.lpf 
tinge-vp thepꝛ handes to heauen, with che teares runnynge 
downe 17 —— bothe foz iope and ſoꝛowe, embꝛaſed N 
dericus and his

jeſente necellitie ſeemed to requpze. Foz whereas they were 

oze his comminge, withowte vytaples and almoſte naked, 

he bzought them abundance of meate, dzynke, and apparell.

They 
tlected therfoꝛe colnenaris (of wham we ſpake befoꝛc) to rake 
this matter in hande: wpllynge hym to make diligent _ 
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The ſeconde decade. 
koꝛ Nicveſs in thoſe coaſtes where they ſuppoſed he erred. Foz 


they harde that he had koꝛſa den Berg, the region of an vn: 


frutcfull grounde, They gaue hym therfoze commaundement 


to bꝛynge Nicweſs with hym, and further to declare vnto hym

rpnge alſo that his commpnge was looked fox and greatelpe 
deſp2cd of al the good men of vrala, fot that they Hoped that 
by his autozitie, thepꝛ diſcozde and contention ſhulde bee fy: 
nylſhed. Nicueſa thanked his frende Colmeners. after ſuch ſoꝛte 
as his cilamitie requpzed.

Foz Nicueſa, after thus many teares and weeppnges 
af: er dyuers bewaplinges of his inkoꝛtunate deſtenp, after io 
many thankes geuynge, pe afterthat he had faulen downe to 
the grounde and kpTcd the keete of Colmenwis His ſauioure, he 
beganne to quarcl with hym befozc he came pet at vr, repo 
uinge hym and them all foz thalteracion of the ſtate of thyn:

not to them whole foztune yowe knowe not. Foz when he at 
pues 
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rpued in eb, thinhabit an es ewe him with al his felowes, 
and leftc the carauell wherin they were caried,tozne in pieces 
and halfe couered with lande on the choꝛe: where Qidus and 


Colmenarit fpndpng the fragmentes therof. bewapled their ke: 


lowes mpſfozrume. But they kounde none of thepz carkeſes: 
ſuppoſinge that thep were cyther dꝛowned, or denoured of 
the Canibals, which oftentpmes make incurſions into that J 
lande to hunte foꝛ men. But at the lengch, bp twoo of the J: 
lande meu which they had taken, they had knowleage of va 
dizis his deſtructian: And that thinhabitantes the moze gree: 
dcly attempted the ſame, foꝛ that they had harde by the bab: 
lynge of one of his felowes that he had great plentie of gold, 
Foꝛ they alſo take pleaſnre in the bewtie of gold, which they 
foꝛme artificially into ſundry ouches. Thus owre men rp: 
ken with penſpuenes foꝛ the cruell deſtenic of thepꝛ kelowes, 
and in vapne ſcckynge reuenge foz they? iniuries, determpned 
to foꝛſake that vnfoꝛtunate lande, departpnge from thoſe co: 
uctous naked barbarians with morc ſoꝛowe and neceTitie 
then they were in bekoze. O2 euer they had paſſed the South 
ſpdc of ca, they fel into a thouſande mylfoztunes: and had 
intcllygence that rogel⸗ arrpued thereaboute, lcadynge a my: 
ſerable lyfe, tolled and turmopled with tempeſtes and vered 
with a thouſand perplexities: Soo that departing from thenſe 
almoſt alone, his felowes beinge fo2 the moſt parte all conſn2 
med with maladies and famyn, he came with much di kicultie 
to Hiſpaniola, Where he Dyed by foꝛce of the popſon of His vene: 
mous wound which he had receaued in vrabe as we haue ſaid 
befoze. But Anci/us elected Lieuttenaunt, ſapled by all thoſe 
coaſtes with much better fo2tune. Foz as he hym ſclfe toulde 
me, he founde pzoſperons wyndes in thole patties, and was 
well entertepned of thinhabitantes of cbs, But this ſpecial: 
ly in the dominion of a certepne kynge whole name was Com- 
mend. tor. Fo wheras he deſpꝛed of the Chziſtian men whiche 
paſled by, to bee baptiſed, demaundpnge the name of the go: 
nernour of the Jlandc next vnto iſpoxiols, beinge a noble man 
and a knyghr of thoꝛder of 'Calatravs of which oder al are cau 
led commen iatores, this kynges deſpite was to bee named aftes 
bpm. Nynge Commendator therfoze, frendelp teceaued Anc/vs, 
and gaue hym greate abundance of al thynges neccTarie.Bue 
what aq lerned of thepꝛ religion durpnge the tyme of his 
| remapnpnge 
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temapnynge there, J haue thowghe good to aduertyſe yowre 
holpnes. Vowe Wall theretoze vnderftande, that certepne of à maruelons 
owre men ſaplinge by the coaſtes of ca, lefte with kynge hiſtone howe 
coumendator & Cert cyne pode matpner beinge diſeaſed: Who in —— 
ſhore ſpace recoueringe his health, and hauynge nowe lum: {0c 
what lerned theyꝛ language, beganne to growe into great eſti fayth of a 
mation with the kynge and his ſubicctes, in ſoo muche that maryncr. 
he was oftentymes the kynges Lienetcnaunt in his warres a | 
gepnſt other pzinces his boztherers. This mans foztunc was 
oo good, that all thynges pꝛoſpered well that He tooke in 
hande, And albeit that he wert not lerned, pet was he a ver 
tuous and well meanpnge'man acco2dpnge to his knowlcage, 
and dyd religion{phonoure the bleiſed virgin, bearpnge euer 
about with hym her picture fapꝛe papnted vpon paper #:0wd Be not raſhe 
in his apparell nere vnto his bzefte : Sigmnifpinge vneo the iu iudgement 
kyng, that this holynes was the cauſe of al his victozies:perz , . 
ſuadynge hym ta dos the lyke, and to caſt away all his Zeus : 
which were non other then the ſymihitudes of cuyll ſpirites, 
moſte cruell cnempes and deuourers'of owre fowles : And to 
take vnto hym the holy virgin and moother of god to bee his 
pattoneſſe if he deſpzed all his affapzcs at well in warre as in 
peace to ſuecede pꝛoſperouſiy. Alſo that the bleſſed virgyn 
woolde at noo tyme faple hym, but bee euer redy to helpe him 
and his, if they woolde with deuonte hartes caule vppon her 
game.

The fourth day after that 
he departed frome Dominics, the hyghe mountapnes couered 
with ſnowe (wherof we haue ſpoken in the ſeconde decade) 
appercd vnto hym. They ſape that there the ſeas runne as 
ſwpftely towarde the weſte, as it were a rpuer faulpng from 
the toppes of hyghe montapnes: Although they ſapled not 
directly toward the weſt, but inclined ſumwhat to the ſouth, 
From rheſe montapnes fauleth the rpuer of Gr, famous by 
the laughter of owꝛe men at ſuch tyme as Rodericus Colmenares 
palTed by thoſe coaſtes as we haue ſayde befoze. Lykewyſe 
many other fap2e rpucrs haue their oziginall from the ſame 
montapnes, This ptoupnce (in the whiche is. alſo the regp⸗ 
on of Cæram dri) hath in it two notable hauens, of the which 
owre men named the one cr 02 Carhegene, and the other 
zancta Martha, thc region wherof, thinhabitantes caule sur- 
n, The poꝛte of Sand Martha, is nearer to the montaines co: 
uercd with ſnowe cauled Montes Niuales: for it is at the rootes 
of the lame mont aines. But the hauen of carthigo, is moze 
weſtewarde aboute fyftie leaques. He wziteth marneplous 
thynges of the hauen of $4: Mt, whiche they alſo con: 
firme that came lately frd theſe: Of the which pounge vet ur 
is one to wh Americus Veſputius his vncle (being a Flozetine 
bozne) left the exact knowlege of the mariners facultie, as it 
were by inheritance after his death fox he was a very expert 
maiſter in the knowledge, of his cardc, his compalle, and 
the elcuation of the pole ſtarre with all that pertcineth ther⸗ 
to. This pounge Ve/putixs was allygned by the kyng to bee 
one of the maiſters of the gouernours ſhpppe, bicauſe he was 
cunninge in iudgyng the degrees of the eleuation of the pole 
ffarre by the quadzante. Foz the charge of gouernpnage. the 
rudder, was Chiefelp coommptted to one lobarmes Scrranus & 
Spaniarde, who had oftentymes ouer runne thoſe coaſtes. 
 Veſpurivs is mp verpe familpar frende, and a wyttie pounge 
man in whoſe coompany I take great pleaſure, and there: 
kozc vle hym oktentpmes foz my geſte. De hath alſo made 
many vpages into rheſe coaſtes, and diligently noted ſuche 
thinges as he hath ſeene. Petrus Arias therfoze wꝛiteth, and 
pe conkpꝛmeth the lame, that thinhabitantes of theſe regy⸗ 
a | ons tooxe

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ons tooke their oꝛiginall of the Caribes oꝛ Canibales. as ap: 
peared by the deſperate fiercenes and crueltie which they of: 
tentpmes ſhewed to owꝛe men when they palled by their coa: 
ſtes. Suche toucenes and foztitude ok mynde is naturallye 
engendered in theſe naked Barbarians, that thep feared not 
to a Taple owꝛe hole naup # to foꝛbyd them to coome a land, 
They fepght with venemans arrawes as we haue [ayde bc: 
foze. Pcereeaupnge that owze men contempned their thꝛeat⸗ 
nynges, they ranne furioulp into che ſea, euen vppe to the 
b:cates, nathpnge fearinge epther the bygnes oz multitude 
of owe ſhyppes, but ceaſed not continually beinge thus in 
the water, to caſt dartes and ſhute their venemous arrowes 
as thicke as haple: Jn ſa muche that ſowꝛe men Had bynne 
in great daunger if they had not byn defended by the cages 
o2 pa:nTes of the chyppes and their targettes. pet were two 
of them wounded whiche died ſhoztelp after. But this con: 
flycte continued ſo ſharpe, that at the length owze men were 
enfoꝛced to ſhute of their byggeſt pieces of oz dinaunce with 
hapleſhotte: At the laughter and terrible nopſe wherof the 
barbarians bepnge ſoze diſcomfited and ſhaken with feare, 
thynkynge the ſame to be thunder and lpghenynge, tourned 
their backes and fledde amapne. They greatelp feare thun: 
der bpcauſe theſe regyons are oktentpmes vered with thun: 
der and lyghtnpnge by rcaſon of the hyghe montapnes and 
neareneſle of the ſame to the region of the aper wherin ſuch 
kierie tempeſtes are engendered which the philoſophers caule 
Meteora. And all be it that owie men had nowe dzpuen their 
enempes to fiypght,and ſawe them diſparcled and owte of 02; 
der, pct dowted they and were of dpuers opinions whether 
they ſhulde purſue them oꝛ not On the one partie, ſhame pꝛic⸗ 
ked them foz warde, and on the other ſpde feart cauſed them 
to caſte many perelles, eſpecially conſpderpnge the venemous 


arrowes whiche theſe barbarians canne direct ſo certepnelp. 
To departe from thepm with a dzpe foote (as ſaithe the pꝛo⸗ 


uerbe) with ſo great a naupe and ſuche an armpe, thep repu⸗ 


ted it as athpnge greatelp ſoundynge to their repꝛoche and 


diHanour. At the length therkoꝛe Game ouercommpng feare, 
they purſued them and came to land with their ſhippe boates,

names inuented bp other kyngcs, Beuchicus Anacuchoa the 102d

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auchions his ſpſter, we haue ſpoken largely in the fyꝛſte De: 
cade) was cauled by all theſe names kolowpnge: Tureigus Ho- 
bin: whiche is as muche to ſape, as, a kynge ſhpnynge as 
bzyght as laton.

buibeynequen, @ ryche kludde. With all theſe names and moze 


then fo2tpe other luche, dooeth kynge Beuchius magnifye hym 


ſelfe as often as he commaundeth anp thynge to bee doone oz 
cauſeth any pꝛoclamation to bee made in his name. Ik the 
cryer by neglygence lcaue owte anp of theſe names, the king 
thynketh it co ſounde greatly to his contumelp and repꝛoche.

They 
take as many wpnes as them lpſteth. They ſuffer the beſt be⸗ 
loued of the kynges wpues, and concubpnes to bee burped 


with hym. An chaona the ſpſter of Benchivs the kpng of x t.t 


being a woman of ſuche wiledome and cunnpnge that in maz 
kynge of rhymes and balettes ſhce was counted a p2ophetiile 
emonge the beſte, commaunded, that emonge all che wpues 
and concubpnes of the kinge her bzother,the fayzcreſt(whole 
name was Guerchattabenechins) ſhulde be buried alpue with him, 
and two of her waptpng mapdes with her. Shee woolde alſa 
haue appointed dyuers other to that ofyce, if ſhec had not 
byn otherwiſe perſwaded by the pꝛapers of certepne krpers 
of ſaincte Fraunces ozder whiche chaunced then to bee pꝛe⸗ 
ſente.

{o in this Jlande, Ppne trees of the beſte kynde, and ſuche 
other depntie dyſſhes of nature, wherof wee haue ſpoken 
largely bcfoze. pe, they thyncke that thinhabitauntes of o⸗ 
ther Jlandes, had their ſcedes of ſoo wany plealaunt frutes 
from henſc. Fo: the Canibales beinge a wylde and wande: 
rpnge people, and oucr runnpnge all the countreps aboute 
them to hunte foz mannes ficſhe, were accuſtomed to bꝛynge 
home with them what ſo cuer thep founde ſtraunge oz pꝛokp⸗ 
table in any place. Thep are intractable, and wyll admptte 


no ſtraungiers. It ſhall therfoze bee nee dekull to duercoome 


them with great poure. Foz as well the women as men, are 
experte archiers, and vſe to inueneme their arrowes. When 
the men go fooztheof the lande a man huntpnge, the women 
mankullp defende their coaſtes agepnſt ſuche as attempte to 
inuade the lame.

They ſpopled his 
pallaice tn his abſence. 'Syxc leaques from heute, they came 
to an other kyng named Tabor. From thenſe thep came to the 
kyng of cher, De frendlp ent ertepned owre men, and gaue 
them foure thouſande- 5% of golde. e Hathe in his do: 
minton many goodly ſaſte dapes: the region allo aboundeth 
with golde. About twelue mples from hende, thep came to an 
other kyng cauled Aut, of whome they had, rv. thouſande 
Peſos of golde whiche he had gotten of the kinges his dorthe: 
rers whom he had vanquiſſhed by warre. A great part of this 
golde was in rude fozme bycauſe it was molten when he let 
the kpnges houſes on fper whom he ſpopled. Foz they robbe 
and ey the one the other, ſackyngec and fpꝛpng their villa: 
ges, and wallinge their countreys. They ket pe warre barba- - 
rouſtp and to vtter deſtruction, exccuting extreeme cruelt ie az 
gcinft them that haue the ouerthzowe. Conſalvs Badaiocivs with 
his fclowes, wandered at lpbertic vntpll they came to this 
kyng: And had gathered great heapes of gold of other kin⸗ 
ges. Foz, what in bzaltetecs,collers,caringes, bꝛeſte plates, 
helmettes, and certeine barres wherwith women beate vppe 
their bzeſtes, they had gathered together in gold che ſum of 
foureſcoze thouſande Laſtcilans, whiche thep Had obtcpned 
partlp by exchaunge oz owre thinges where thep founde the 
kinges their krendes, a otherwiſe bp foꝛceihle meanes where 
they founde the contratp. They had gotten alſo fozty lanes 
whoſe helpe they vſed both foz cariage of their vicailes and 
daganies in the ſteade of moiles 02 other beaſtes of burden, 
and alſo to reliene ſuche as were ſpcke and fozwerled by rta⸗ 
ſon ok their longe lozneps and hunger. Akter theſe pzoſpe- 
rous viages, thep came bythe dominion of kynge scoria, to 
the palaice of a kynge named Prize: where (fearyng no ſuch 
thing) Prize encloſed them with a great armpe, and afTapled 
them ſtraggelyng and vnwarcs, in ſuche ſozte that they had 
no leaſure to put on their armure. De llewe and wounded a⸗ 
bout fytrie, and put the reſpdue to klyght. Thep made ſuchs 
haft,that they had no reſpect epther to the gold they — 
. thcred, 
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ed, oz to their lanes: but lefte all behynde them. Thoſe

In ſume of theſe (beinge no 
deaper then men map wade outer them) are ſeene great multp⸗ 
tudes of water foules: as wel fax that in the bottome of theſe 
lakes, there growe many herbes and weedes, as alſo that by 
reaſon of the heate of the ſonne pearceingeto the naturall 
place of generation and cozruption, where beinge donblev in 
fozce by rcaection and pzeſerued by moyſter, there are cngen- 
dered of the l mines of the earth and water, and by the pꝛo 
uidence of the vniuerſall creatoz, innumerable lpttle ſpies, 
with a thouſande ſtind2p kyndes of frogges, wozmes, knat⸗ 
tes, flyes and ſuch other. The foules which vſe theſe lakes, 
are of dyners kyndes: As duckes,geclſe,ſwannes,ſeemcwes, 
guiles, and ſuch other, We haue ſapde alſo that in theyꝛ oꝛ⸗ 
chardcs they noꝛyſhe a tree which. beareth a kynde of greate 
gourdes. Of thele gourdes therefoze well topped leaſte any 
water ſbulde enter in at thepꝛ rpftes and cauſe them to linke, 
thep caſt many in the walowe pooles: where, by theyꝛ centi- 
nuall wanderpnge and wancrpnge with the motions of the 
wynde and water, they put the fonles owe of ſuſpection and 
feare, The fouler in the meane tpme, diſgupſinge hym ſelfg 
as it were with a viiour, putteth a great gourde on his head

late. And with theſe two qupet and peaceable thpnges, we 
wyl make an ende of the tragical affapzes of the Ocean: and 
therwith byd powre holpnes fare wel. o it is therfoze,thac 
Andreas Moralis = py!ot, and Ouiedvs (of whom we haue made 
mention befote) repapzed to me, at mp houſe in the towne of 
Matrite, As we met thus togyther, there aroſe a contention 
betwene them two as concernpnge this courſe of the Ocean.

of the lande lo bendynge and crookpnge, the water ſhulde as 
it were rebounde in coompaſre, and by foꝛce therof be dꝛpuen 
about the nozth ſyde of Cub and the other Jlandes excluded 
without the circle caulcd Tropics £axcri, where the largenes of 
the ſca mape receaus the waters faulynge-frome the narowe 
ftreames, and therbp repteſſe that inozdinate courſe, by rca- 
ſon that the ſea is there very large and great. J can compare 
his meanynge to nothynge moze apteip then to the (wyfte 
fireame commpng foozth of a mylle and faulyng into the myl 
poolt. Foz in al ſuche places where waters runnc with a vp⸗ 
olent faule thzough narowe chanels, and arc then zeccaued in 
large pookes,thep are ſoodenly diſparcicd and theyꝛ violence 
dzoken : So that wheras befoze they ſcemed of ſuch fozce as 
to ouerthꝛowe all thynges deinge in thepꝛ wape, it can not. 
then be perceaued which way they runne. The Admiral him 
ſcife Diegus colonus, {cnne and hepꝛe to chrſopborus Colonus the 
ſpꝛũ fynder of thefc landes (who had nowe in commpng and 
goinge, foure tymes paſſed thꝛonghe theſe ſeas) beinge de⸗ 
maunded of me what he founde oꝛ perceaue d in ſaplyngeroo- 
and fro, anſwercd that there was muche difficultie in retur⸗ 
nynge the lame wap dy the which thep go. But wheras they 
kyzſt take the waye by the mapneſca towarde the Nozth be: 
foze they directe thepz courſe to Spayne, he ſapthe that in

But ſaith 
that hc hath diligently conſpdered, that the waters runne 
from the deepeſt and myddell of the maine lea, towarde the 
Yer. giſo that ſaplinge nere vitto the Tote with ſmanlc vel⸗ 
ſ:iics, he founde the lame waters to returne ageme towards 
the Eaſt. So that in the ſame place, they runne together with 
contrary courſe, as weoftentimes ſeec the lyke to channce in 
rites wherbp the obiecte of the bankes, diners whirlepooles 
and turnpnges aryle in the water. By reaſon wherok, if any 
£hafc, ſrawe, woodde,oz any other thyng of lyght ſubſtance 
be caſte in any ſuthe places in rpuers, it foloweth that al ſuch 
as runne with the water in the myddet of che chanell, pꝛo⸗ 
cede well foxwarde: But ſuche as faule into the bendpnge 
Koulfcs and indented margentes of the crooked bankes, are 
carped ouerthwarte the chancll, and lo wander about vneyli 
they mecte with the ful and directe courſe of the rpuer.

Owre men recompenſed 
them with veſtures of ſplke and woolle, counterfecte tones, 
of coloured glaſſe and chiftall, haukes belles of laton, and 
ſuche other rewardes whiche they greatly eſtcemed fog the 
firaungenes of the lame. Thep lettc nowght by lookynge 


This nation is apparelcd after a thoufande falſbpons with 
veſturcs made of goſſamppne cotten oz bombage of dpuers 
toloures. The women are coucred from the girdle to the heele 
dpuers faſſhions of veles aboute their heades and 
zeſtes, with great cautele [caſt any parte of their legges 03 
feete bee ſeene, Thep reſozte muche to their temples : vnto 


the which the chieke rulers haue the wayes paued from their 


owne houſes, Thep are Idolateurs and circumciſed. They 
occuplie cheir maner of exchaunginge, with muche kpdelitie. 
is to adourne the heares ot their heades, being deman 
ded by thinterpꝛetours of wham thep receaucd their circum: 


tilpon, they anſwered that there once palſed an cxceadynge 


kapze man by their coſtes, who lcfte them that in tooken to 
remember hpm. Other (ape that a manne bzighrer then the 
ſoone, went emonge them and executed that oTpce. But there 
is no certentie hereof, When owre men had remapned there 
certepne dapes, they ſeemed to bee molcſious to thinhabitan⸗ 
tes accoꝛdynge to the common ſapinge. The longer a geſte ta: 
rieth, the woozſe is his entertepnement. The whiche thynge 
owre men uyng, - they made the moze hut aw ape. Be: 
pnge therkoꝛe pzoutdcd of all thyuges neceTary, they tooke 
their vpage y towarde che we by the pꝛouidence wh. 
6 777—799—— caule con and Mam, Th:p auer palled 
theſe regions takpng onely fte ſbe water and fuel in the ſame, 
The barbarians hoth men, Women, aud chldzen docked to 
the ſea ſpde, aftonpſſþ:d greatly to behold the huge bygneTe 
of the &yppes,, Owre men marucpled in maner na lcile to 
viewe their bu ges and eſpecially chcir temples ſptuate 
neace vnto the ſca, and crected after the maner of towers. 


glades, bycauſe they haue certcyne ſtoones muche bztghter, Appareles 
people. 
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Thus at the length hauyng layled abont a hundꝛeth and ten 
mples, they thought it good ts ley anker in aptonince named 
campechium, whoſe chiefe towut conſyũeth of thice thonfande 
honſes. Thinhabitanntes came fwymmypnge to the ſhyppes: 
marueplyng cxcedynglp at the maner of ſaplinge, and at the 
ſayles and other tackelynges But when they hard the thun: 
der of the gunnes, ſawe the ſmoke, and ſmelte the ſattonr of 
dꝛimſtone and fper, they pored that thunderdoultes any 
tyghtnpnges had dyn ſcnte from god. The kynge receaued 
owre men honoꝛablp and bzonghee them into his pallapce: 
where he feaſted them well after His mancr. They are acculo: 
med to tate ſleq e, and haue great plentie of beaſtes and fou: 

kes: as ptatockes, and other whiche they krancke and fecde 
in their houſes: Alſo dyners kyndes of wylde fonles of the 
mountaines, wooddes, and waters: Likewiſe partriches, 
quailes, turtle dooues, duches, andgeeſc. Of beaſtes, thep 
haue connies, woolaes, lyons. tigers, foxes, wpldeboozes, 
hartes, and hares. After this banquet, the kyng with his 
trainc and famplic dzonght owre men into a bꝛode crofſe way 
where many fkreates do meete. In this, they (cwed them as 
tt were a great and highe aulter buplded foure ſquare of mar: 
ble compacte together partly with the toughe clepe of Babi: 
ton cauled Bir-mcm, and partlp with (manle ſtooncs. It had 
on cuerp ſpde foure ſteares. n the altare was an Jmage 
of a man made ot marbie: and kaſt by it the Images of two 


© beaſtes of vnknowen ſhape, whiche ſeemed as thoughe they

wolde with vanynge mouthes haue toznem ſander the bealp 
of the mannes Image. On theother ſpde ſtoode a great ſer: 
pent compacte of the ſapde toughe clepe and \ſmanle ffoones; 
This ſerpent depnge in length. xl vii. foote, and of the byg- 
nelle of a large ore, ſcemed to deuour a lpon of marble, and 
was al by ſparcled with freſhe bludde. Harde by the altare, 
were thꝛe poſtes faſtned in the ground the which three other 
trauetſted and were ſuſttined with ſtones. In this place offen 
ders were put to death: In token wherof awe innume⸗ 
rable arrowes ſteined with bludde, ſam ſcatered, ſum lpinge 
on hcapes, and ſum bꝛoken: Alſo a great number of mennes 
bones lping1n a coutt oꝛ parde nere vnto this funeſtal place. 
Their houſes are here alſo builded of lime and tone, They na 
wed this king, L bicauſe thep arvined i — 
„ | ſaincte- 
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faint Lx dap. Departing frb hene & directing theyz courſe 


ward the Weſt foz the ſpace of. xv. myles, they came to a 
—— named Aquazil, whole chiefe towne is cauled Moſro, & 


the kynge thereof, cvpoton. He dehelde owre men with a fro⸗ 


warde countenaunce, and fought occaſion to doo them ſune 
pꝛiuie miſchieft whylt they ſought for freſſhe water. For he 
made ſignes vnto them that on the further ſpde of the nerte 
hyll, they ſhulde fynde ſpzynges of water. intendyng to haut 
allapled them in that narowe paſſage. But by the colouryng 
of theyꝛ fozheades (as they are accuſtomed in thepꝛ warres) 
and hy the bearynge of thepz bowes and other weapons,owr 
men perceaue d thepp wylynes, and refuſed-to go any further. 
pet a thouſande of the Barbarians aſlapled theym vnwares 
and vnpꝛepartd. Byreaſon wherof, they were put to flpghe, 
and dpuers of them llapne in the chaſe. Manp that ficdde to 
warde the ſhippes, were entangeled in the mudde and mary: 
thes nere vnto the ſhoꝛe. Twentie and two, were lapne with 
arrowes, and the reſydewe fox the moſt parte, wounded, Fr 
eiſcus Frrnandes the gouernour of the nauie, receaucd in this con 
ſucte thee and thirtie woundes. And in maner none eſcaped 
without hurt. If they had gonne to the hylles whiche were 
appopnted them, they had byn lapne euery man. They ther 
foze that cfcapcd, returned to the Jlande of fernardina frome 
whenle they came, where they were receaued of thepꝛ fclows 
with heauie chert. But when Diegur Velaſquen the gouernoure 
of the lande, had intelligence hereof, he tm mediat lp furnp⸗ 
ſhcd a newe name of koute Cataueles with tee Hundteth 
men. Of this nauic he appopnted John Griſalua his neuie, 


to be the goucrnour : And aſſigned foz vnder capit aputs, At: 


phons Auila, Frances Montegio, and jSetcr Aluarado, Foz 
the pylot he alligned Antonie Alamino who had the regiment 
of the fꝛſt nauie. They attempted the ſame vpage agepne; 
dut declyned lumw hat moꝛe towarde the South about the: 
ſcoꝛe and tenne mples. Befoze thepſawe any lande, they ef: 
pyed a tome afarre of, by the viewe wherof, they came to an 


Jlande named Coz»nells, from the whiche they ſmeſte [weete 
ſauours pzoceadpnge with the wynde, bekoze they appꝛoched 


to the lande by the ſpace of thzeemples, They founde the J 


lande to be foꝛtie and fine mples in cirenite: It is plapne and 
of maruclous frutefull ſgylc. There is alſo golde in it, — it 
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is not engendered there, but bzought thether from other regt 
ons. It aboundeth with honp, fruites, and herbes: And hath 
allo great plentie of foules and foure footed beaſtes, Ther 
oꝛdet and maner of lpuyng, is in al thynges lyke vnto theyꝛs 
of lucatens, Lykewpſe theyꝛ howſes, teniples, ureates, and ap 
parell. In many of thepz houlcs, arc great poſtes of marble 
after the maner of owre bupldpnge. They founde there, the 
folidations of certepnt owlde towres ruinate: And one elpeci 
ally with.rviii. cares aſcendpnge to it, after the maner of ſo 
lemne temples. Thep marneyled greatly at owre ſhippes and 
maner of [aplynge. At the fpꝛſt, thep wolde admpt no ftraun: 
gers: but ſhoztly after, receaued them gentellp. Thepꝛ chiefe 
ruler (whom owre men ſuppoſed to bee a pꝛeeſte) led them vp 
to the toppe of the towre, where they erected a banner and 
addicted the Jlande to the dominion of the kynge of Laſtple, 
nampnge it $-x> crux, hycauſe thep entered into the ſame in 
the nones of Mape beinge then the feaſte of the Holpe crolle. 
They lape that it was cauled Cozunells of kynge cexumellaus, 
whoſe aunceſtours were the kyꝛſt that inhabited the Jlande, 
In the towre, they founde many chambers — — with I 
mages, made both of carthe and marble to the fimilptude of 
beares, Theſe they cault vppon with a houlynge and lamen 
table ſonge, perfunpng them with ſweete odours, and other 
wple honourpnge them as theyz domeſticall goddes Thep 
are alſo circumciſed, The kpnge was in fay1e apparel made 
of gollampine cotton curioully wionghe. De was laune on 
the one foote by reaſon that as He once erercpſed hom ſelte in 
\wpmmpnge, a deuourpnge fyſbe cauled ruberon, bpt of al the 
toes, of one of h's feete. He entreated owre men very frend: 
ly and made them great chiere. After they had bpn here this 
dapeg, thep departed. And ſaplynge ſtyli towarde the Weſte, 
they elpped great mount apnes a farre of. But as they dꝛewe 
neare, they perceaued it to dee the Jlande of luca beinge 
diſtant from Coxumell« onelp fyue myles. Direct pnge therfoze 
thep2 courſe towarde the ſauth ſyde of 1c, they compa: 
ſed it on that ſyde which lytth ucareſt to the ſuppaſed conti⸗ 
nent: Pct coulde they not ſaple rounde about it by rea on ot᷑ 
the multitude of rockes, ſhalowe places, and ſhelfes of ſande. 
Then Alaminas the pplot turned his ſailes to the Roꝛth ſide 
wherof he bad better knowlcage, Thus at the length, they 
| came 
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came to the towne Campecbium and kynge La with whom 
chep had bin that attempted the kpz}t vpage the peare defoze. 
at the [pant thep wert gentellp receaued, and requpꝛed to te: 
ſoꝛt to the towne. But ſdoꝛtip after, they repented that they 
had dydden them: and there vpon wylled them to ftap about 
a ſtones caſt from the towne, and to pꝛoctade no further. 

when owre men del pꝛed that they mpght make pꝛoniſion foz 
freche water befozc t heyꝛ departure, they alligned them to a 
certeynt well which they had lekte behynde them. Declaringe 
further, that it ſhulde be lawfull foꝛ them to take water there 
oz els no wheare. Owre men reſted that nyght in the kyelde 
adioynynge to the well. The which thynge the Barbarians 
ſuſpectinge, aſſenibled an army of thꝛee thoufande men, and 
encamped not farrt from them. Bothe partes paTed awape 
the nyghi without leepe, They fearynge leaſte owre menne 
ſhulde dꝛeake into the towne: nd owre men, leaſt the Bar:

barians ſhulde inuade them ſoodenly, on the one parte with 


trumpett es, and on the other ſyde wih the nopſe of timbꝛels 
kt pt them ſiyll wakpnge that were diſpoſed to Neape, At the 


ſpꝛynge ok the day, the Bardarians appzoched to owre mens 


tampe a caule d fox thinterpꝛetours of cbs, whoſe lan 


guage 
is much agreable vnto theyzs. Thep had diuiſed to lyght a 
toꝛche of frankenſence and to place the ſame betwene bothe 


tharmies to thint ent that if owre men dyd not depart ow A conflicte, 
The 


the toxche were conſumed, to fande to they} perell. 

toꝛch was walled and the matter came to hand ſtrokes, Z hey 
llewe onelp one of owre men with an arrowe bycauſe his tat 
get fapled hym. But many were wounded. After this con: 


klicte, owre men reſoꝛted to thep2 oz dinaunce which they had 


planted ncare vnto the well. When they had diſcharged cer 
teyne peeccs, the Bai barians fledde backe into the towne, 
Owre men were of fierce and greedy courage to haue puriued 
them, but that Griſalua the gouernout wolde not ſuffcr the, 
From thenſe they pꝛoceaded to the lau ende of I=catevs, Which 
they founde to rcache moze then two hundzeth myles frome 
the Eall to the Weff. Dire they founde a comodious hauen 
and named it pertut diſ deraus. From henſe thep ſapled to other 
landes, and came to the region nexte to 16 , Welwarde, 
whiche they doubt e Whether it be an ande oꝛ parte ot᷑ the

courſe and faule, dꝛiueth freſhe water two mpics into the ſea. 
This they cauled onſalus after the name of the gonernoure. 
The barbarians marueilpng at the huge greatneiſe and mo: 
uynge of owre ſhyppes, came [warmpng the bankes on bothe 
ſydes the rpuer, to the number of ſyxe thauſande men armed 
with targettes and bell plates of gold, bowes and arrowes, 
bꝛode lwooꝛdes of heauy woodde, and longe tauelens harde: 
ned at the endes with fper : Thus ſtondynge in battaple rape 
to defende their cooſtes, and with pzoude countenaunces foz: 
byddinge owre men to coome alande, Bothe parties watched 
al that nyght in armes. In the dawneof the dap, owr men ef 
pied about a hundꝛeth Canoas (whiche we haue ſaide to be 
their boates) full of armed men, Dere alſo the language at 
thinterpꝛetours of Cs agreed well enowghe with thers, 
When thep had admitted the peace pzofered them by thinter: 
precours, al the Lanoas ſlated excepte one whiche appꝛoched 
toward the ſhipptes. A certepne ruler that was in this Lanoa, 
demaunded of owre men what they ſought in other mennes 
landes. Thep anſwered, gold. And that, foz permutation of 
other ware, and not of gift oz vpolently. The e returned 
and the ruler certified the kyng hereof, who came gladlye ta 
the ſhyppes. When he had (aluted the gouernour, he cauled 
his chamberlen vnto hym, commaundynge him to bzinge his 
armure and other oznamentes of golde wherwich he armed 
oriſalua from the toppe of the heade tothe ſoule of the foote'? 
In ſo muche that, what ſo cucr anp man of armes armed at 
all partes, is cmong vs accuſtomed to weare of Iren oz ſteele 
when he commeth in to the fielde, all ſuche kynde of kurni⸗ 
tures made of golde and wzought with woonderfull arte, the 
kyng gaue to the gouernour. De recompenſed hym with vel⸗ 
tures of ſpche, clothe, ipnen, and other ot owre thinges. In 
the beginning of this lac, when thep ſapled ta Cormnals, 


ye bokes t hey chaunced vppon a cu of kyſſher men to the number of 


npne, fyſſhpng with hookes of golde. Thep cooke them all 
priſoners, One of them was knowen to this kyng, who pꝛo⸗ 


myled the daye folowpng to ſende the gouernour as my 
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golde fo? his raunnſome as the man hym ſclfe waſed, But the 
gouernour denyed that he conldereleaſc hym withowee the 
conſent of his kelowes: And therfoze kept hym ffyll to pꝛoue 
what he could further knowe of hym. Departing from henſe 
and ſaplynge ſtyll weſkwarde, they founde a great gonlfe in 
the which chzec [maule Jlandes were ſpruatc. Df theſe, they 
went to the byggeſt. But oh abhominable crueltie : oh moſt 
cozrupted mpndes of men, and deuelyſhe impictie ? Let eu 
godly man cloſe the mouth of his ſtomake leſt he be deſturbcd, 
They offer pounge childzen of bothe kyndes to their Jdoles 
of marble and earth. Emonge their Jdoles of marble, there 
ſtandeth a lyon hanpnge a hole thꝛowgh the necke, into the 
whiche they poure the bludde of the miſerable ſacrifpce, that 
it mape from thenſe runne downe into a ſyncke of marble, 
Attte vs nowe declare with what ceremonies thep ſacryfyce 
the bludde of theſe poze waerches, They cutte not their thio 
tes, but open the verp bꝛeſtes of thele ſelye ſoules and take 
owte their hartes pet pantynge, with the hotte bludde wher⸗ 
ok, they anopnte the lpppes of their Jdoles, and ſu ter the 
xeſpdue to faule into the ſpnke. This doone, they burne the 
harte and bowels, ſuppoſynge the ſmoke therof to be accep- 
table to their goddes. Of their Jdolcs, one is made to the 
ſhapc of a man, bowynge downc his heade and lookynge to- 
ward the ſpnke of bludde, as it were acteptyng the offeringe 
of the Lapne ſacrifpcc, They eate the fleſhe of the armes, 
thighes, and legges, eſpetially when they Lacrifpce an cnemp 
taken in the warres. They foundc a ſtreame ot᷑ congeled blud

as thoughe it had ranne from a boucherp. Foꝛ this myſche: | 


uous purpoſe, they buinge theſe wtetches krom the nexte J 
landes. They ſawe alſo innumerable heades, and trunkes of 
bodies thus mangeled, beſpde other pet remaining hole 
and couered with cecteine mattes. All the trackes of theſe re⸗ 
gions abounde with golde and pꝛecious lones. One of owre 
men wanderpnge in the Jlande, chaunced to fpnde two wa⸗ 
ter pottes of alabaſter-arcifpciailly wzought and full of lyttle 
ſtones of dpucrs colours. They ſape alto that thep founde a 
ſtone of the value of two thouſand Caſtilaus of gold, whiche 
they ſcnt to the gouernour. This Jlande they named the J: 
land of ſacrifpce. T hinhabita.mites art circumciſed, There are 


allo ather Jlandes ſyruatc ee — or cada.

great Pic, 
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the whiche are inhabited onely with women lpuing without 
the coompanpe of men after the maner of the Amazones, But 
they that ponder the matter moze wiſelp, thinke them rather 
to be certepne women whiche haut vowed chaſtitie and pto- 
felled a ſolptarie lyft as the nunnes doo with vs, oz as the 
virgins cauled veyales 02 Bone Dee, Were accuſtomed to do a: 
monge the gentiles in oulde tyme. At certepne tymes of the 
peart, men of the other Jlandes reſozte vnto them. But not 
koz thintent of generation, but moued with pitte to helpe 
them to dꝛelle their gardens and tyll their grounde. The re: 
pozte goeth lpkcwile that there are other Jlandes of coz: 
tupte women to whom men rcſozte foz carnall copulation : 
And that thep cutte of ont of the pappes of theit women chil 
den leaſt it i uld hinder their ſhootpng. Alſo that they kepe 
onely the women childꝛen and ſende awape the men childzen, 
Owr men therkoze dꝛewe nere to the ſhoze of colluacana where 
they qupetlp cxerciſcd marchaundies wu thinhabitauntes. 
The kyng gauc them a great potte of gold: Alſo bꝛallettes, 
chapnes,bzouchcs, with many other itwelles, and al of gold. 


- Owre men ageyne on the other parte ſatiſfped Him with ſuch 


ſtuffc as they had done other befozce. Here wolde thep gladlp 
haue planted a ncwe colonie oz Habitation, but that the go⸗ 
nernour wolde not permptte them, wherat they gruged not 
a lpttle. The houſes and other edifyes of this pꝛoupnce, are 
buplded like vnto towzes. It hath alſo, rv. great townes in 
it. Of thelc they affirme that they haue ſcene ſum conſiſting 
of moze then. rx, thouſande houſes, not iopning together, 
but deſcuered with courtes and gardens, They haue alſo cer⸗ 
tepne large market places cncompaſed with waules, and 
reates well paued. Likewiſe foznaccs and ouens made of 
lyme and bzicke. Furt hermoꝛe al ſoztcs of handy crattes men 
E vcrp cunning artificers. This kinges name was potanchanus: 
e the region is cauled pi. The towne where the king ke 
pcth his court, ct eineth.xv.thouſand houſes. When they re: 
ceaue any ſtraungiers and make a leage of frendchyppe with 
them, they are accuſtomed with a knife made of a ſharpe ſtone, 
to let them ſtlues bludde in the toonge, hande, arme, oꝛ ſum 
other parte of the body: And this euen in the ſpght of them 
whom they admitte to frend\bpp.,in token that thep are ready 
to ſbedde their bludde in their fryndes cauſes, Their pzieſtes 
pzofcXe a vertuous lyfe, and liuc vnmaried. What it is to 


. garlandes 
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haue to do with women, no man knoweth bekoze he be ma 


ried. Foznication and adulterp (which ſelde chaunce cmonge 
the) they counte abhomination.The women are of maruelous 
chaftitic, Furey noble mIafter that he haue had one wife, may 
haue as many concubines as hym lpſteth, But a maried wo⸗ 
man taken in adulterie, is ſoulde of her huſbande. But this 
onelp to the pzince : at whole handes it (hal be ſawfull foz her 
kynſefolkes to redeeme her. It is not lawkull foz ſuche as 


are not maried, to ſptte at theſame table with them that are b 


maried, oꝛ to eatc of the ſame dyplhe oz dꝛinke of the ſame cup. 
In the moneth of Auguſt and September, they abfteine, xxxv. 
dapes not onelp from fleſhe wherof they haue great plentie, 
but alſo from fphe and al other thinges that lyue by bludde: 
And durpnge theſe daies, lyne onelp with herbes and frutes, 
They rcken twentie dayes to the moncth, and twentie mo: 
nethes to the peare. Owre men conſumed certepne dapes 
verye pleaſauntlp. When they departed, coaſtpnge ſtpll 
yp the ſame ſhoꝛe, they came to an other kyng whom thep na⸗ 


med Ou. When he had intellpgence that owre men deſi: 4 


red golde, he bzought fooꝛth certepne plates of molten gold. 
But wh# the gouernour ſignified vnto him by chinferpzecors 
that he delpꝛed great plentie of that metal, the dap folowing 
he brought hima mannes Image of golde beinge a cubette 
in length: Alſo a fannec of golde, and an J dole of one of his 
— — of curious woozkeman hyppe. Likewyſe 
ſtones of fundzy colours, with manp bzeſte plac 
tes, bzooches, and other kyndes of oznamentes, and all of 
golde, De gaue hym furthermoze aboundaunce of delpcate 
meates well ſalted and poudzed with ſpices. When he had 
required owre men to coome alande, he commaunded his ler: 
uaunt es with all ſpeede to pꝛepare a great multitude of bzanz 
ches of trees and to waite vppon owre men to his pallapce. 


Chaſtitie. 
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As they went thus in o2der, lum behyndec and ſum befoze on 


bothe lydes, they ſeemed lo to ſhadowe owre men with the 


bouwes as th e they had gonne in a continnall arbour. 
The kynge hym kelfe haupnge a ſenter in his hand, dyd lette 
them in their arrape, and ſumtymeſtrike ſuche as were negli: 


gent in bearpng their bouwes. They ſhewed them ſelues obe: 


dient in all thynges, and with graue tountenaunce, humbled 


them ſelucs to receaue his ſtripes, When he was demaunded 
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| The thyrde decade 
gold in moun where he had ſuche plentie of golde, he pointed with his 


eoynes and fpnger to the next mount aynes, and to the ryuers delcen ng 
Mo from the ſame. They are lo accuſtomed to the riners and exer⸗ 
They: maner giſed in lwymming, that it is al one to them to lime in the wa: 
or CEL reg ter and onthe lande. When they deſyzetogather gol de, they 
. plunge theym ſelues in the ryuers and bzynge from the bot: 
tome therof, dothe their handes full of fande, whiche ſpf- 
tynge from hande to hande, they gather owte the grapnes 
Sweeteſa: bk golde. And by this meancs in the ſpace ot twoo houres, 
yours, they fyll a ree de as bygge as a mannes kynger. Of the ſweete 
| ſauours of theſe landes, many thinges myght be ſpoken. the 
whiche bpcanſe they make rather co rhefeminatpnge of the 
myndes of men, then foz any neceſlarpe purpoſe, J haue 
thought delt to omytte them. The kynge alſo gaue the go: 
nernour a pounge virgine of ttotluc ptares of age, adourned 
Aden. with ryche and fayzetewelles. Of the ones whiche he had 
great bir» of this kynge, one was valued at twoo chouſande Laftellang 
of golde. Thus at the length they departed from this kyng, 
laden with golde and precious ſloones. orie the goucr: 
nour, ſcnte one of the Carauelles to his vncle Diego veliſquen 
. - goucrnour of the Jlande of c, with meſſengers to delp⸗ 
uer hym the golde, iewelles, and other oꝛnamentes. The 
rcſpdue in the meane tyme fiyll folowed the tracte towarde 
the Weſt, One of them in the whiche Frauncis Montegius 
the vnder gouernour was carped, ſapled harde by the ſhoze: 
and the other twoo kept aloofe within pꝛoſpecte of the land, 
Thinhabitauntes of theſe coaſtes alſo, no leſſe marneplpnge 
at the ſhyppes then dyd the other, came with twelue Lanoas 
to Zontegius, deſpzinge Hym by thinterpꝛersurs to coome 
alande, pzompſpnge. in the name of their kynge, that hee 
choulde be honozablp entertapned. But Nontegidus anſwe⸗ 
19! red that hee coulde not allente to their requeſt! bycauſe his 
Wh; - coompanions were ſo farre from hpm. per dyd he apuc them 
14 cettapne of owre thpnges ſlraunge vnto them, and thankes 
foz their gentplneſle. Shoztly after eſppinge a great towne 
ü chey directed their courſe thither. Thinhabitauntes p2ohi- 
it byted them to coome alande;'and came foozthe: ageynſt then 
1 with bowes e qupuers ful of arrowes, bꝛode ſwooꝛdes made 
of heaup woode, and Jauclens hardned at the ende with fier, 
|} Thcy ſpatte at owre men a farre of ; And owre men 1 
is gc 
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des ok moſte foztunate and frutcfull ſople, whereof thgee are 
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ged terteyne pieces of oꝛdinanute ageynlt them. The Barba⸗ 
rians aſtonyſſhcd at the nopſe of the gunnes, fledde amayne; 
and delpꝛed peare. {Here owre mens vpraples began to faple 
them, and theyz ſhyppes were bꝛooſed with longe vyages. 
Danypnge therefoze founde and doone theſe'rhpnges whereof 
we haue ſpoken, cſv returned ti the Jlande of ferm 
well contented; but ſo were not his companions. We nifty 
nowe diuerte ſumwhar from this matter, and ſpeake of an o⸗

piegus Velaſquen t he gonernour of the Jland of Fernazdins, about 
the Came tyme that he had ſent kooꝛth this nauie of foure Ca- 


taueles, he pꝛepated an other nanigatidn of otrely one Cara⸗ 


utll and one bzygantine with foztie and fyue men. Theſe ex: 
erciſch vpolent handes agtinſt thinhabitauntes of choſe regi⸗ 
ons where they arrpucd, thynkynge that chep myghe fozcea: 
bly dzawe them tothe dyggynge ot golde bycauſc — 
Cattranite Idolaters and ciccumciſed. There art at the ſea 
lyde not karre from the ſuppoſed continent; manp lyttle Ilan 


thus named: pn, Cuungu, aud Quizilla, Owte of one of 
theſe (which they named $nct« 447i") they vinlenteip caried 
awap three hundꝛeth men and women which they thzaſt-in- 
to the Carauell and returned immediatip to Fernerdine, len- 
upnge the bzigantine with. xx v. of theyꝛ felowes to thimtent 
to hunt foz moze men. The hauen where the Carauell fpzfte 
arrpued, is cauled cerenas, beinge diſtante from the angie of 
cuba and t he chiete citie of San, two hundzeth and fyftic 
myles. Foz this ande of c, is very longe, reachpng in 
length from the Ea to the Wet; and ſituate. directly vader 
the circle cauled Tropicus Cancri as we haue ſapdebefoze. Mow 
ſhall you heart how foztune ſonght the reuenge of theſe poꝛe 
wꝛetches. Therkoze as they? kepers went aland and-icw re 
mained in the Tarauel they perceuing occaſiõ miniſtred wher 
by they myght recofier theyz hbertie;ſoodepnelpinarchcd vp 
owr mens weapons and licwe ſyre of them which yet remap 
ned in the Larauel, whyle the reliTuelepre into the ſea. And 
by this mcanes the Barbarians poſſeſled the Caraueli which 
they had ſoone learned to rule, and thus returned to thepz 


aut cauntreps. But they {apled fyze. to the nexte Jllande.

The thyrde decade; 
where they burnte the Laranel and caried awap the weapong 
with them, From henſe they conueped them ſelues to th 
owne countreps with the Lanoas of this Jlande. Deare in 
Ipke maner they pꝛpuilie aTaplcd them that were lekte with 
the bzigantyne, and flewe many of them alſo. The reſidne 
that eſcaped, ſtedde to the bzigantine where they bewapley 
thepꝛ felowes deathes and counted thepz owne eſcape a vic: 
tozie. On the \oze not farre from the place where they lu te⸗ 
red this miſkoꝛtune, there is a tree, in the toppe wherof they 
ſet vp a croſle, and graued this inſcription in the barke of 
Eye chiefe ci the tree: Vonnvis Ald cieri. There is a ryuer named orie, on the 
ele of the ſup⸗ banke wherof ſtandeth the chieke citie of the ſuppoſed conti: 
poſed conti- nent. The gouernour thertoze hauing intelligence herof., ſent 
nent. with all ſpeede two ſhippes of warre well furnphed, to the 
apde of them that were lefte. But they were wyle to late. vee 
folowpnge the viewe ol the croTe, they came to the hoze and 
redde the letters grauen on the tree, but durlte not attempte 
koztune. Thus wtih all thepz hardie ſouldiers departinge 
from henſe with deſpayze, they (apled to the nexte Jlande, 
out of the which they caryed away by violence fyue hundꝛeth 
men and women, luppoſpnge lykewyle that they myght law 
fully ſo doo bytauſe thep were Ndolaters and circumciſed, 
| But the like chaunce happened vnto them when they landed 
The Spany: at fernandina. o the Barbarians eſppinge opoꝛtunitie, ſctte 
— * * vppon the Spaniardes.in one of the ſhippes with theyꝛ owne 
With ther! weapons and ewe they keepers, The reſidue that eſcaped, 
owne wepõs. caſtynge them ſelues into the lea, ſwamme to the nexte cara- 
yell, and with they: felowes aapled the caranell that was 
taken from them. This conflicte was ſo ſharpe, that foꝛ the 
ſpace of foure houres, it was doithtfull whether parte ſhulde 
obtepne the victozie: The Barbarians both men and women 
fought verpe fiercely, aſwell to recouer thepꝛ libertie, as alſo 
to holde faſtc the pꝛape whiche they had gotten, But in fine, 
z the Spanpardes had the vpper hande by reaſon they were 
— —— moe experte in handelpnge of theyꝛ weapons and rulyng of 
_ — „ thepꝛ Larauell, The Barbarians beinge thus ouercoome, 
flz ght, epte into the lea: but the Spanypardes tooke thepm ageyne 
with the ſhippe boates. About a hundzeth of the Barbarians 
perpched, beinge partely dzowned and partly apnc with the 
ſwoozde ; And but fewe of the Spanpardes. Theſc 1 
thus 
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thus pacificd, the reſydue of the Barbarians wert caryed to 

the towne of sanctage and condem.nedto laboure in the golde 

mynes- Shoztly after they made owte a newe vyage to an o⸗ 

ther of the Jlandes, whiche lye there about ſo thicke, that 8 vrs 
they commonly cauic the number of them Archipelages, as they — clugur 

in owre ſea of Ionic are caultd $Symplegeades, tre owremen 2 — 
were cruelly handeltd: and as many of them as came alande of Zlandes, 
tyther lapne 02 wounded. This Jlande thep named florida, 

bycauſe they arrpued there on Eaſter — whiche the Sponp⸗ 

at des caule the flozyſtpnge dap of the reſurrection. They ſap 

allo that in this tracte they ſawe xv. landes which colo- Trvi. Jiandes 
us had duerpaſſtd: And the ſame ſo to lye aboute Hiſpeniol« & — Hiſpant 
Cuba, as though they warded them from the kurie ot the Occ: 3 
an. In many ok theſe they kounde natiue golde of lpke good⸗ 

ncs to that which is founde in Cum. Thinhabitantes al: 
lo weart many iewels, and haue manp Images of thepz do: wages of 
meſticall goddes made both of golde artificially wzought and golde, 

alſo of woodde gylted. Francis Lheregatus bzowghr one of 

they J doles with hym, wherby map bee conſidered of what 

wytte and aptenes they are, It is a matuelous thynge to ſee qc... of 
what maner of raſers they haue, made of certepne pelowe ſtone. 
llones cltare « tranſparent lpke vnto L2yſtal.With theſe the 

ſbaue and carue as though they were made of fine ſteele. whe 

the edges are blunte with longe excrciſc, they ſharpen them 

not with a whetſtone, oꝛ powder, oꝛ any other ſtone, but tem Jnſttumentes 
per them onelp with water, They hane allo athouſande kin * tooles. 
des of inſtrumentes oꝛ tooles and ſuch other thynges of tpne - 

dcuiſe, which were to longe to rehearſe, Let vs therefoze re 

turne from whenſe we haut digrelled, as to Cozumellz, Iucatana, 

Colluacan O; Olloa, beinge al landes lately founde, and ſo rich — 
fruteful and plcaſaunt, that they map in maner be compared iy Paradyle.“ 
to the earthlp Paradypſe. Therfoze,after that it was know- 

en to owre men of howe greate momente theſe trattes were, 

the Spanyardes which inhabited the lande of cab. Anunc: an other vy⸗ 
tus beinge the gonernonr of the Jlande furnpſhed a newe na age of ex. Cara 
nie of ten Carauelles and kpue hundzeth mennt, with twoo dels and a. 
ſmaule bꝛigantines, as it weart in the ſteade of lyght hozſe: Hundlettz me, 
men oꝛ fozerunners whoſe apde thep nipght vſe as lcoutes to 

ſearche the wapts foz daunger of rockes and ſhalow ſandes deiſes [and 
03 Felfes, They ſhipte allo certepne hozſes;' as fpue loned 

hozſes 
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Horſes and, rvl. marcs aptr fot the warres, Fo! their gene 
rall gouernour and Admiral of the naup, chey elected Fernands 
Corteſus who at that tyme was the chiefe ruler of the citie ot 
sanctiago. Fo vnder capitaines, they appointed Alfons »Portw 


carerius, Francis AJontegius, Alfons Aua, Aluerado Spatenſe 


John Velen, & Diegvs Ordafus. They ſtyll folowed the ſame 
wynde from the laſt angle of cu toward the weſt. As ſoone 


as Frauncis Fernandes of Coꝛduba, and then John Gri⸗

ſalua came within pꝛoſpecte of the Jlande of Sacrifpces 
(whcrof we haue made mention befoze) ſoodenlp a tempeſt of 
contrary wynde pzohibited theym to take lande and dzowe 
them backe warde to Ccounels lyinge on the Eaſt ſpde of 1. 
bana. This Jlande hath onely one hauen named ſainte Johns 
poꝛte. Ind hath in it, onelp ſyre tomnts. Allo none other 
water then in welles and ceſterns, bycauſe it lacketh riuers 
and ſpzinges by reaſon it is plaine, contepnynge onelp. xlv. 
mples in circuite. It the coommynge of awre men, thinha⸗ 
hit auntes ffedde to the thicke woods, #fezſoke their towncs 
for fcarc. Owre men entered into their houſes where they 
founde plentie of vpttaples and many oꝛnamentes pertep- 
nynge to the furnylbpnge of their houles, as hanginges and 
carpettes of dpuers colours, ſheetes alſs of goſlampine cot⸗ 
con (whiche they caule Am) and muche apparell. They 
haue furthermoze innumcrable bookes, of the whiche with 
many other thinges lent to owre newe Emperqur, we wpll 
ſpcake moe largely hereafter. The (ouldiers wandered a: 
bout the Jland & viewe althynges diligently, keppng them 
celues ſtyll in battell rape leaſt thep myght be ſodenlp inua⸗ 
ded. They kounde but a fewe of thinhabitauntes and onclp 
one woman in their coompanie. Bp thinterpretours of Cubs 
and other whiche the Spaniardes tooke fp2ſt from Lucent, 
they perſwaded the woman to caule the kynges that were 
abſente. They came gladly & made a leage of frendſhyp with 
owre men, wherby they were reſtoꝛed to their houſes and a 
great parte of their ſtuſte. They are circumciſed Idolatours, 
and ſacrifyce childzen of bothe kyndes to their Zemes, which 
are the Images of their familiar and domeſticall ſpirites 


They Sacri: whiche they honour as goddes. When J enquired of Alanin 
fice Chyidien the pilote,alſo of Frances Montegius and portucarerius, from 


whenle they had the childzen thep offered in ſacrifyce, they

anſwered that they bowght them in the Jlandes theraboute 
by erchaunge foz golde and other of their trafycke. Fox in al 
this ſo large a ſpace of land, che denelpſhe anxietie fo2 the de⸗ 
ſpze of wicked money, hath not pet oppreilcd thinhabitantes. 
ey ſape the ſame alſo of the Jlandes lately founde, wher⸗ 

of two are named dem and su, whoſe inhabitauntes go 
naktd: and foz ſcareneſſe of childꝛen, ſacrifice dogges whi⸗ 
che they nouriche aſwell foz that purpoſe as alſo to eate as 
wer do connies,Theſe dogges are dumme and can not barke, 
haupnge ſnowtes {yke vnto fores. Suche as they deſtinate 
to eate, they geld while they are whelpes, wherby they ware 
very kat m the ſpace of foure monethes. They relerue al the 
bytches foz4ncreaſe, and bur fewe dogges. Owre men diſ- 
ſwaded them from theſe ſuperſtitions, declarpnge how they 
were abhominable and deteſted of god, were ſoone per: 
ſwaded and deſpzed a law whiche they myght kolowe Owre 
men therkoꝛe declared vnto them that there was onelp one 
god which made heauen & earth, the geuer ot al good thyn: 
ges, bepng of one incompꝛehenſpble ſubſtaunce vn der triplt⸗ 
citic of pexſon. As ſoone as they Hardethefe wooꝛdes, they 
bꝛoke their Zeus, ano pared, ſcraped, and waſhed the paue⸗ 
mentes and waules of their temples. Owre men gaue them 


a painted picture of the bleed ne whiche they placed The p 


rtuerently in their temple; and aboue it a Croſſe to be hono-: 
red in the remembzaunce of god and man and the ſaluation 
df mankynde. They erected alto an other great croiTe of wod 
in the toppe dt the temple, why: her they oktentymes reſo2te 
togither to honour the Image of the vyrgine. Thinhabitan⸗ 
tes ſignified by thinterpꝛetours that in the Jland of Lucene 
not far from them, there wert ſeu? Chꝛiſtians captives which 
in tyme paſt were dxpuen thither by tempeſte, The Jlande 
of Coxumella, is onely fpuc miles diſtant from lvcatn;, The go⸗ 
nernour cort ſts being aduertiſed her f, furnyſhed n. Caranels 
with fyftie mẽ, wpllyng the incontinent to direct their viage 
thither t make ſerch koꝛ theſe me. They toke with thẽ the 
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in:e:p2ctours of Cor (whoſe lãguage agreeth with theirs 


with letters to the Chꝛiſtians if anp myght be found. He fur: 
ther declared vnto they n howe goodly a matter they ſhoulde 
bunge to palſe if they coulde bzinge away anp-of them. Foz 
he no wages doubted but that by their inkoꝛmation he ſhuld 
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de fully certified of the commodities of all thoſe traetts, am 
the maners of thinhabitauntes. Thus they departed with 
commaundement to retourne within the ſpace of ſpxt dapes. 
But when they had remapned there now. viii. daps, and hard 
no wooꝛde of their Lozumellane interpꝛetours whome they 
had ſcnt alande with the meſſage and letters, owre men re: 
turned to Coxumells Without them, ſuſpectpng that they were 
other Haie 02 detepned. And where as the hole naupe was 
now determpne d to depart from Cozumells but that they were 
hyndered by contrary wynde, they ſodenly eſpicd towarde 
the weſte a Canoa coommynge from 1zcataxe andin it, one of 
the Chziſtian captiues (named Hieronimes R quillaris) who had 
lpued ſcuen peares in that Jlande. With what iope thep em: 
bzaſed the one the other, the chance map declare. They were 
no leſſc deſpꝛous to heare, then he to tell of the myſfoztnne 
whiche befell co hym and his coompanions.. And herejic ſhal 
not bee greatly from my purpoſe bꝛecfelp to rehearſe how the 
thynge chaunced. In my Decades J haue made mention of a 
cettapne noble man named valdiuia, whome the Spanpardes 
whiche inhabited danien in the ſuppoſed coutinente of the 
goulf of vrabe, {cnt to the Jland of Hiſpaniola to Colous the ad 
miral and vicerop with the reſidue of the Senate and counſel 
there (to whom pertepneth the redzeſCe and oz derpnge of all 
thinges in theſe newe landes) to lygnikyt vnto them in what 
extreme neceſlitie and penurie thep lyued. Unhappy Valduis 
therfoze, takpn ge this matter in hand in an cuell houre, was 
with a ſudden and vyolent whirlewinde, dzpuen vppon cer: 
tapne quickeſandes in the pꝛolpecte of the lande of Imi, 
lpinge on the South ſpde of Hippariole and C Thele blind 
and lwalowypng ſandes, the Spaniardes caule vppers.: And 
that by good reaſon, bycauſe in them manp ſdyppes are en: 
tangled, as the [pcertes are implpcatt in the taples of the vi- 
pers. While the Caranell thus wzcſteled with the water, it 
was ſo bruſte in ſunder, that valdizi« with: thirtie: of his fe: 
lowes, coulde ſcarſcly with muche difficultie deſcende into 
the ſhyppe boate: where, without oers, and without ſaplcs, 
—— caried awape by the vpolence of the water. Foz ( as 
we haue ſaid befoze in owre Decades) the eas do runne there 
continualip with a vyolent courſe towarde the Welt. They 
mandered thus,.xiil, daycs not knowpng whyther ther 1 


- reſydue lykewiſe in maner conſumed by kamen and faulpnge 
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to eate. Famen conſumed ſeuen 
22 in the lea to feede the fyſdes. The 


m one calamitie into an other, wert dꝛiuen to luca and 
fell into the handes of a cruell who llewe v4divis the ED 
ur with certapne of his felowes. And when hee had 340tes, 
fy1}t ſacrifyced them to his Zener, ſhoztely after he eate them 
with his frindes of that conſpiracie. Foz they cate onelp their 
enemyes and ſtraungiers: And doo otherwiſe abſteyne from 
mannes ficſhe, In this meanc tyme, while Hicroninus Aqullraris vo we Yquil: 
with ſpreof his felowes were reſerued to be ſacrifyced the laris eſcaped 
thirde dape, they bzooke their bandes, eſcaped the han: 
des of that crueil tpranne, and fledde to an other kynge be⸗ 
pnge his enempe, who reccaued them, pet onelp as bonde⸗ 
men. It is a ſiraunge thinge to heare of the moother of this 
Agilleriz, Foz as ſoone as ſhe harde that her ſoonne was fau⸗ 
len into the handes of the nations that cate mannes fleche, 
ſhee fell madde incontinent : So that when ſo euer after, ſpee 
fawe any meate roſipng at the fpcr, oz onelp ready ſpytted to 
{aye to the kper, ſhec ceaſed not to crpe out in this manet. O 
me moſte wzetched moother : 1Bchold the members of my lon, 

But to returne to owre —— When Aguillaris had now re: 

ceaued the gouernours letter ſente by the Cozumel lane me(- 

ſengers, hee declared to the kynge his mayſter (whole name kynge Toro 
was Tenne) what was their erraunt thither, and wherfoze marus, 

they were ſent : vlyng in the meane tyme many large diſcour: 

ſes in expꝛeſſynge the great poure and magnikpcence of their 

kynge who had of late arriued in choſe coaſtes, Alſo of their 

humanitie and gentilnelle toward their krindes and ſuche as 

ſubmptted them ſelucs tothem, and againe their rygour and 

kierceneſle agepnſt luche as ſtoobernlp eyther contemned them 

92 denyed their requeſtes. With theſe woozdes he bzoughte 

Toxmirvs into ſucht feare, that the maiſter was now fapne to 

deſpꝛe his ſcrnaunt ſo to handeli the matter that they myght 

gupetip enter into his dominton as his freendes and not as 

his enemies. Aquillaris promiſed in their behalte that they ſhuld 

not onely coome in prace, but alſo to apde hym ageynſt his 
enempes if neede ſhulde io require. Whervppon hee dilmilled 
Agxilaris and with hym thzce of his fam-liers and coompani⸗ 
ons, Thus they laplcd together from _— to waar 
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the rpuer whiche they had kounde bekoꝛe in the kpꝛite 
thither by the gonernance of Alaminus the pilot. — 
the mouthe of the rpuer ſtopped with fande, as wee reade of 
the ryuer of Nils in Egipte when the wyndes (cauled ert) 
blowe in ſummer and cſpecially in the tanicular dapes. Ther: 
fozꝛe where as they coulde not enter into the ryuer with the 
biggeſte velſelies (although it bee otherwiſe apte to receaue 
great ſhyppes) the gouernour cauſed two hundꝛeth men to be 
ſette alande with the bꝛigantynes and ſhyppe boates: wyl: 
lynge Aquillwis to offer peace to thinhabitaantes. They de; 
maunded what owre men required. Aquillaris anſwered, vyt: 
taples. There was a longe ſpace of ſande by the ſpde of the 
towne, whither they wplled them to reſazre, pompſpngt 
to bꝛynge them vyttaples tyithcr the dape folowpnge. Owre 
men wente and thep caine accoꝛdynge to their momiſſe and 
dꝛought with them epght of their hennes bepnge as bygge 
as peacockes, ot bzownyſhe coloure, and not inferiour to pea: 
cockes in pleaſaunte taſt They bꝛought alſo as muche b:ead 
made of Marin (whiche is a graine not muche vnlyke vnto 
panpke) as wolde ſcarcely ſexue tenne hungry men: And here 
with deſpꝛed them ro depart. But when they perceaued that 
owre men made no haſt awap, immediately there came a great 
coompanpe of armed men towarde thepm demaundpng what 
they had to do thus to wander in other mennes landes. Owr 
men made and were by Aquillaris, t hat they deſpꝛed peace, vyt: 
taples, and golde foz exchaunge of other thinges. They ar: 
ſwered agepne, that they wolde nother peace no warre with 
them. But thteatned them to auopde the lande excepte they 
woolde bee diſtroped cuerp manne. Owre men ſapde that 
thep woulde not departe withowte ſuckpciente vpttaples 
to mayntapne their ſonldpcrs. | 

They appopnted the day folowpnge to bꝛynge them mo2e vy⸗ 
taples : but they bꝛooke pꝛomeſſe. pet perceauing the ſecond 
day that owre men were encamped on the:ſande and had re⸗ 
poſed there that nyght, they brought them as much moꝛe vy 
taples, and commaunded them in the name of thepz kpnge to 
departe, O wre men ſapde that thep were deſpꝛous to ſee the 
towne, and to haue pet moze ſtoze of vytaples. The Barba⸗ 


rians denped thepz requeſt, and therewith departed whilpe⸗ 


rynge and mutterpnge amonge them ſelues. In the meane

they fied and diſparcled lyke wylde beaſtes : whom owre men 

perluinge, entered into the towne which thinhabitantes foz- ;. 

fooke-in maner koꝛ feare of thepꝛ one men whom they 

ſo dilmayde. On the banke ot this ryuer there is a:tomne-of tb 
ſuch poztentous byggenes as J dare not ſpeake. But Nn The great 
nus the pylot . ſapth that it conteyneth in cirtuite fpue hun: — Pas 
dꝛeth myles, and that it conſiſteth ot᷑.rx v. thouſande houſca. wiccoua. 
Sume make it ſumwhat leſſe: But they all agree that it is à te wne of 
erceadpnge great and notable. The houſes are diuided with ry. thou: ũd 
gardens, and are buplded of lyme and fone verye arciticiallp Houſes, 
Aemanſbippc. To thepꝛ haules, cham: 
bers, parlers, 92 othet K ee, they aſcende 
tenne oz twclne ſteares: And haue certepne\ſpaces betwene 
tuerp houſe : ſo that it is notlawtul fox any to lade his neigh 
bours waules with rafters oʒ beames. Thepꝛ houſes are ſeps 
rate one from an other hp ine of ther houſes : And are 
koꝛ the moꝛt parte coueted wit 1 and thetche: And ma: 
ny allo with flate 93 other nout. The 1. dankend den elues 
confeiTed that they were that dap foztie thouſa 


i e men at the Sunnes 
battaple, which were vanquiTed of a fewe by reaſon of the Verſes. 
newe and vnknowen kynde of feyghr with gunnes and hozs 


bes. Foz the gouernour had vnbark ed. xvi, hozles wahle 
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alſo at the battayle, and ſo fiercely aſſayled che Barbariang 

on the backehalfe, that thep bzake they arrap and ſcattered 

them as it had byn flockes of ſheepe, ouerth;owing, woun: 

The man dyngc, and kyllynge them on enery ſpde. Whiche thpnge the 

choughte co Ceelp wietches lo tmputed to a miracle, that they had not the 

be one beaſt. poure to occupie thepʒ wepons, Foz wheras befoze they hay 

neuer leene any hozſes, they thonght that the man on hoſe: 

backe and the hozſe, had byn all one beafte, as the antiqui: 

tit dyd fable of the monſter ce. Owr men polſelled the 

towne. xxu. dapes where they made good chere vnder conert, 

whplc the owners of the houſes lap vnder the firmament and 

durſt not aſſaple owre men who had placed them ſelues in the 

ſtrongeſt parte of the towne, where ſume kepte continuall 

watche (leaſt che Barbarians ſbulde ſoodenly innade theim 

 whylc other gaue them (clues to reſte and Neepe. 'Thinhabi: 

tances caule this towne potanebaus: But owre men foz che vic 

tozie which they obteyned here, named it vicroris, It is a mar 

aclous thynge to conſider the greatenes, magnificence and 

finenes of the bupldinge of certeyne palaices they haue in the 

g dstces of Countrep to the which they reloꝛte ſumtymes fox thepꝛ ſolace 

maruelous and paſipme., Theſe are curioullip buplded with many plea- 

bygnes _ ſaunt diuiſes, as galeries, ſolars;turrecees,poztals; gutters 

wel ur with chambers boozded after the maner of owre wapnſcotre 

and well flowzed. Foure of owr Spanpardes went into one 

_ of them of ſych greatnes, that they wandered in the ſame foz 

the ſpace of foure houres befoze they coulde fpnde che waye 

owt. At the length by thinterpꝛetours and certepne capt iues 

owre men ſent fo} the kynge and ſuche rulers as were nexte 

vnder hym in autoꝛitie, wyllyng them to ſubmpt them lelues | 
and to coome into the towne vnarmed. Gpuinge the mellen- 

gers further in commaundement to certifie them that in their 

Co doinge, they wolde commen with them as concerupnge con 

ditions of peace, and reftoze them thepz towne. They came 

"gladly, and cntcred enery man into his owne houſe vppon 

condition that they hulde euer thereafter abſteyne from ſuch 

cerimonies and hozrible ſacrifices of mans ffcſhe to deuils the 


Chey receyc moztal tuemies to mankynd, whoſe Images they honoured, 
@WIC religis. And to directe the epes of chep? myndes to Lhziſte owre god 

the maker of heauen and earth, who was bozne into this 
wozld of a virgin, and ſ\ufcred death on the croTe poten — 
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dempt ion of mankynde. And fpnally to pzofeſſe them ſelues 1 
ſubiectes to the great Lhziſtian kpynge of Spapnt. They pꝛo⸗ | HEE 
myſed both, and were inſtructed as karre as the ſhoztenes of 1 
tyme wolde permitte. Beinge thus reſtozed, they tecompen⸗ 
ſed owre men with many rewardes: Suppoſpnge ſuche men 
to be ſent from heauen, which being lo fewe in number, durft 
attempte battayle ageynſt ſo great a multitude, They gaue 
owre men alſoccrtepne golde and twentie ſlaues. Departing 
therefoze from hene, and coaſtpnge ũpil alonge by the ſame 
ſ$o2e, they came ageyne to the gonlfe whiche Al miaus the pp: 
tot founde befoze vnder G/alvs, This they named Bin Santi 
Jobennis, that is, Sapnt Johns goulfe: Foz nien in the Spa: 
nyche tonge ſignifiet h a goulfe, Here thinhabitantes reſoz- 
ted to them peaceablp, Aboute a mplc frome the <02e, was a — 2 ofs 

rowne of a/thouſande andfpue hundzcth houſes ſiruare vp; fe sag 11 
pon a hyll. They p2ofered owre men halfe the towne if they houfes, Wit. 112 
wolde dwel with them fox citer. This perhaps they dyd the 11 | 
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rather epther fearpnge ther emt le of thinhabitantes of Potan- 
a4, the fame wherof myght haue coome to theyz eares, oz 
els hopynge that vnder the ſhadowe of ſuche valiant menne, 
they myght obtcyne ayde and ſuccour ageynſt thepz enemies 
and boztherers. Foz (as I haue ſapde befoze) thep dyſtrope 
one an other with continuall warre foz the deſpze to inlarge 
they; dominions. Owre men refuſed perpetuall habitacion, 
and accepted theyz frendelp pzofer foz a tyme. As thep came 
alande, the peoplc folowed them on cuery ſyde with bouwes 
in theyꝛ handes which they helde outer owre mens heades to 
dcfcnde them from the raynt as though they had walked in a

But wee tzuſte it (half 
once bee better knowen, While Alaminus and Montegius 
ſearched: theſe ſecreates, the kynge of the pꝛouince (whoſe 
name was Multoxwmam) ſent owre men bp one of his chicfe of: 
Rych toe: fycers (bepnge alſo his Licucrenaune of the ſayde towne) ma: 
nd ocous AP rpche and goodly preſentes of golde, ſplucr,and precious 
Neves,  Coones, ſette and wzoughte after a marueplous ſtraunge de⸗ 
upſe and with no lefTe cunnynge wootkeman\bpp. Here they 
determined to ſende meſſengicrs to owre newe Emperour 
to knowe his pleaſure that they myght in this pꝛouince plant 
a nicwe colonie oz habitation. And this dyd they withowte 
thaduile of biegt velſquen the gouernour of the Jland of £b» 
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prracufins, Who kpꝛſle ſente them foozth with commaundeme ut 
to returne agepne after they had ſearched theſe regions and 
obteyned plentie ol golde, While they conſulted hercof, they 
were of dyuers opinions. But the moſte part alleaged that in 
this caſe it was not requiſpte to make the gouernour of there 
counſaile. Fozalmuche as the matter ſhulde be referred to a 
higher Judge, as to the kyng of Spaine him ſelft. When they 
were thus agreed, they receaued vyttaples of the gentle kyng 
of the pꝛouince, and alligned the place of their colonie twelue x newe colo⸗ 
myles from the ſayde towue, in a kruteful and holſome ſoile, me. 
Fox their generall gouernour, they elected corteſus the gouer⸗ 
nour of the naupe, againſt his wpll as ſum ſape. Foz other This Loxer 
magiſtrates to gouerne the citie which they intended to build 15 dee Was 
he choole Pozrucarerius and Montegius of whome we haue ten a booke of 
made mention bekoze. They choſe alſo certepne meTengicrs theſe thinges 
to lende to the kyng by the conduction of Alonizvs the pylot. 
Furthermoꝛc, foure of the pꝛinces of this pꝛouince offered the 
lelues wpilpngly to go with owre men into Spaine to thin: 
tent to lee wre landes and that kynge whoſe poure is ſoo 
great and whole auctozitie reacheth ſo karre. Thep bꝛought 
lykewiſe two women with them, which ſerued obeied the in 
all thinges after the maner of theyꝛ countrey, The people of 
this nation is of bzoune oꝛ pelowplhe colour. Bothe the men 
and the women haue pendauntes of. gold and pꝛecious ſtones 
hanginge at their eares. The men alſo, booze their nether 
lpppes full of holes from the vp ſte parte of the lyppe They weare 
euen vnto the ncthermoſte parte of the gumme. At theſe they. Auges and 
hange ccrtepne rynges and plates of golde and ſpluer faſtned — — 
to a ſmaule and thynne plate lyinge within betwene the lippe 
and the gumme.

Dyggynge mattockes allo, and ſpades foz they haue 
nother Jren noz fteele, But lette vs nowe ſpeake of the pꝛe: 
ſentcs lent into Spapne to the kyng: and kyꝛſte of the bokes, 
Theiep2ocuratours therfoze of the newe colonie of the pꝛo⸗ 
uynce of collu«6ans, emong other their prefentes, dzought al: 
fo a great number of bookes, the leaues wherof are made of 
the inner ryndes 02 barkes of trees, thinner then epther that 
of the elme oꝛ of the ſalowe. Theſethep ſmere oꝛ annoint with 
the pytche of molten Birzmen, and while they be ſofte, ex: end 
them to what fozme them lyſteth. When de coulde and 
harde, they rubbe them ouer with a certepne playſter. It is 
to bee thoughte that they beate the playfter into fine floure, 
and ſo tempcryyge it with (ſum byndpnge moiſter, to make 


a cruſte therwith vppon the leaues , wheron thep wayte- 
with anp ſharpe inſtrument, and blotte the ſame againe with 
a ipunge oz ſum t uche other thynge, as marchaunt men and 


noble mens ſtewardes are accuſtomed to do with their w2y- 


tpnge cables mave of the woodde of fpgge trees. The leaues 


of their bokes arc not ſet in o2der after the maner of owres, 


but are extended manp cubettes in length. The matters whi: 


che they wꝛite, are contepned in ſquare tables: Not looſe, 
but ſo bounde togither with the toughe and flexible clep cau⸗ 
led kitumen, that thep ſeeme lpke woodden tables whiche had 
byn vnder the handes of cunnyng bokebynders.

Here and thece betwent the lpnes, are p'/crured the chages of 
men « dpuers beaſtes: And eſpecially the Images of kynges 
and other noble men. Wherby it is to be thought tha: in ſuche 
dookes, the kactes of their kynges are conteyned, as wee ſee 
the lpke emonge vs howe owrc p2inters expꝛeũe the ſumme 
pk hiftozies in pictures, that men map therby vc the mote at: 
lured to bye ſuche boo es. The couerpnges of their bookes 
are allo artifpcially wꝛought and papnted. When they are 
bbutte, they leeme to differre nothynge from owres in kozme. 
In theſc bookes are kurthermoꝛe compꝛehended their lawes, 
dptes of ceremonies and (acrifpces, annotations of Aſtro⸗ 
nomie, accomptes, computations of tymes, with the maner 
of grakpnge, lowyng, and other thynges perteinpng to huſ: 
bandzy, They begynne the peare from the goynge downe of 
theſenen ſtarres cauled Vergile oz Pleiades: And counte t hepʒ 
monethes accoꝛdyng to the moones. Thep name a moneth, 
Tons, of the moone. Foz in thepz language, thep caule the 
moone ron, thep reken the dapes by the ſoonnes, Therfoze 
as many daies as they name, they ſape, ſo manp ſoonnes, 
The ſoonne in their tonge, is cauled ro aq Thep deſtribute 
the peare (with dut any reaſon why) into twentie monethes: 
And the moneth into as manp dapes. The temples whiche 
they frequent, thep adourne with golden hangynges and o⸗ 
ther oznamentes of golde and ſpluer with precious ſtones in: 
termixte. At the ſpꝛinge of the dye, they perkume their tem: 
ples with frankenſence and make their p2aters befoze thep 
take in hande any other buſpneiſe. But oh hozrible crueltie. 
Foz thinhabitauntes of all theſe tractes alſo, doo ſacrifyce 
childzen to their Jdoles in lpke maner as wee haue ſapde be: 
foe. At ſuche tyme as the leedes Iye in the ground, and when 
the cozne begynneth to ſhewe foo2th the eare, they deſtinate

cled with bludde, wherby they thincke tha? their goddes are 
well pleaicd, From the newe colonie (cauled- ville Kicca) nyne 
mples diſtante, there is a towne of. xv. thouſande houſes, 
whiche thinhabitauntes caule Cemobd, but owre men named 
it Syhills, The kpnge of this towne had fpue men whichc he 
reſcrucd to be ſacrifpced, Whom when owre men wold haue 
delpucred, the kyngt made humble requeſt to them, ſapinge 
that if they tooke awaye ſuche men as he had. conſecrated to 
be offered to the goddes, they ſhulde bzpnge vtter deſtruction 


to hym and all his kyngdome, Foz if owre [acrifpces (ſapd 


he) do ceaſe, owre Zemes wpll take ſuche diſpleaſure with vs 
that they wpll ſuffer owre coꝛne, grafes, and frutcs, to bee 
conſumed of woozmes, ſcoztched with dꝛowth, deſtroyed 
with tuddes, oz blaſted with lyghtnpnge. Owre men per: 
ceaupnge his erneſtnclle herein, thought it beſte to choſe: the 
leaſt enel, perceanpnge that it was pet no tyme to diſqupes 
their mpndes, and therkoꝛe ſuckered them to ererciſe their ac: 


. euſtomed ceremonics. And althoughe their pzieſtes pzomplla 


che yꝛ pꝛie ſto

theym immoꝛtall glozte, cternall fclicytie, and perpetuall 
conuerſation with the goddes after the ſtozmye dapes of this 
Ipfe, pet do they with heauy countenaunces giue eare to their 
pꝛomiſſes, and had rather be ſettc at lpbettie. The pzieſtes 
are named Quizes in the plurell number, and Quz in the ſpn: 
gular, They leade a pure and chaſte lpfe: And are honoured 
of the people with feare and reuerence. They make kagots of 
the bones of their enempes which thep haue taken in the war 
tes, and hange vppe the ſame at the feete of their Zemes, a9 
tokens of che victozics obtcyned bp their fauour, To theſe 
they adde certayne titles and ſuperſcriptions as teſtimonies 
of the ſame; This is ſtraunge and wooꝛthp to be noted, that 
when their childzen are a peare oulde, the pꝛieſtes in their 


templeswith deuoute ceremonies and murmurpnge woozdts,

peint water in fozme of & croſte vpon their heades with a 
cruct, wherby they ſceme to baptiſe them. Neyther do th 

as the Jewes and Turkes, thinke their temples polluted if 
any of a ſtraunge relpgion bee pꝛeſent at their ſacrifyces and 
other lolemnities. Wee haue nowe ſpoken ſuffycientely of 
their bookes, templcs, and ſuperſtitions. 'Tette vs nowe 
therkoꝛe coome to the other pꝛeſtntes which were bꝛought 
to the kynge. Emonge theſt, there were twoo bꝛoode and 
rounde plates ( whiche fumme haue named the Images of 
the ſoonne and moone) the one of ſiluer and the other of gold 
in largenellt and roundnelle muche lyke to the ſtones of hand 
mylles: pet but thynne, and in maner dothe of one circumfe: 
rence, that is xx vin. ſpannes in circuite, 7 ' 

That of gol de is of the weyght of thꝛee thouſande and. viii. 
hundꝛeth Caſtellaus, where as wee haue ſayde befoze that a 
Caſtellane ts a copne of golde which wepeth moꝛe then a Du 
cate by a trient, that is the thyꝛde parte ot a pounde. In the 
tenter of this, was the Image of a kynge ot halfe a te 
tonge, ſptmnge in a trone and appareled to the knee, lpke vn 
to a maumette, with ſuch countenaunce as owre papnters are 
wonte to papnte fapzies oz ſprites.

And thyꝛdelp iopned to the ſame hyſtoꝛie, ſuch thynges as he 
hym ſelfe had ſcene as moſte certepne teſtimonie. Whoſe exem 
ple J folowpnge, wyl in this my bzeefe ſummarie reduce and 
repꝛeſent to powr maieſties memozie ſuch thynges as J haue 
ſeene in powre Emppꝛe of the Weſt Indies aſwell in the J-

Colonus (as it is well knowen) beinge the kpꝛſte Admpꝛall of 
this India, diſcouercd the ſame in the dapes of the Catho⸗ 
Ipke kynge Don Ferdinando and the ladpe Elpzabeth his 
wpfe, graundfather and graundmother vnto powre maicſtic: 
In the peare. 14 91. And came to Bxlona in the peare 
14-9 2. with the fyꝛſt Indians and other ſhewes and pꝛofes 
of the great ryches and notice of this weſt Empire. The whiz 
che gykte and benefpte was ſuche, that it is vnto this dape, 
one okt the greateſt that euer anp ſublect oz leruant Hath done 
fot his p2ince oꝛ countrep, as is manifeſte to the Hole wozlde, 
And to (aye the trewch, this ſhall doubtleſTe bee ſo commodi⸗ 
ous and pzofptable vnto the hole rcalme of Spapne, that 
J reputc hym no good Caſtilian oz Spanparde that doothe 
not recogniſe the ſame. And (as J haue ſapde befo2e) foraſ: 
much as in mp layde generall hiſtozie J haue moze largely in 
treated of theſe thynges, J intendat this pzeſent only bziefe 
ly to rehearſe certepne eſpeciall thynges, the whiche ſucply 
are verpe fewe in reſpecte of the thouſandes that myght bee 
ſayde in this behalfc. Fy2ſt therfoze I wpl ſpeake ſumwhat 
of the nauigation into theſe parties. Then of the generati- 
on of. the nations whiche are founde in the lame, with their 
| xptes 
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tytes, cuſtomes, and cerimonies. Allo of beaſtes, koules, 
beides, woozmes, fyſſhes, ſeas, rpuers, ſpzynges, trees, 
plantes. herbes, and dpucrs other thinges which are engen⸗ 
dered boothe on the lande and in the water. Aud fozaſmuche 
as J am one of thozder and company of them that are appoin 
ted to returne into theſe regions to ſerue yowre maneſie, pf 
therfoze the thynges contepned in this booke ſhall not bee di 
ſincte in ſuch oꝛder as J pꝛomiſed co perfozme in my greater 
woozke. J deſpꝛe powre maieſtie to haue no reſpecte herevn 
to, but rather to conſpder the noueltie of ſuche ſtraunge thyn⸗ 
ges as J haue herein declared, whiche is the chiefe ende that 
moued me to wiite, Pꝛoteſtpng that in this Hummarie F 
haue wꝛitten the trewth of ſuche thynges as coome to my re: 
memb2aunce : wherof not onelp I mp lelte can teſtifpt, but 


alſo diuers other woozthy and credable men which haue bin 
in thoſe regions, and are nowe pꝛeſente in powre maieſlies 


tourte. And thus it ſhal ſuffyce to haue ſaide thus much vn: 
to powre maieſtie in maner of a pꝛoheme vnto this pzeſene 


woꝛke which J moſt humbly deſyze powre maieſticas thank.

any other that are within that courſe vntpll they coome to 
the Jland of $a Iobannis O; Hipaniola, 0} Iamaics, O; cuba, whi:

But this chaunceth when the pplote is 
not well practiſed in this nauigation oz not perkecte in the 
trewe carde. But makynge this viage with experte maryners 
(wherof there is nowe great plentie) one of the ſapde fpꝛſte 
Jlandes ſhall euer ber knowen. And from the Nandes of 
Lanarie to one of the kpzſte of theſe, the diſtaunce is nyne 
bundꝛeth leaques by ſaplynge, 02 moe. And from henſe to 
the citie of lapnte Dominike which is in the Jlande of Hiſp« 
' niola, is a hundzeth and fpftie leaques : So that from Spayne 
Hitherto, is a thouſand and thꝛee hundꝛeth leaques. pet fo 
aſmuche as ſumtimes the nauigation pꝛocedeth not ſo direct:

Fter my vniuerſall deſcription of the hiſtoꝛte 
Wok the Indies, there commeth to mp remem⸗ 

| 8 beraunce two thynges chiefelp to be noted as 
ee touchpnge thempire of this weſt Indies per: 
nynge to the dominion of powre maieſtpe. 
And thece beſpde the ot her particulars wher- 
a ok J haue ſuckycient lp ſpoken, are to be con: 
ſydered as thinges of great impoztaunce. Wherok, the one is 
the ſhoꝛteneſte of the wap & with what expedition powr ma: 
ieſties ſhyppes maye palle beponde the mapne fyzme lande of 
theſe Indies into the newe Suuthe ſea cauled Marede sur ly; 
pnge beyond the lame. And this to thintent to coome to the

Jlandes where the ſpices growe,beſyde the other innumera⸗ 


ble rychellt of the kingedomes and \1gniozies whiche confing 
with the ſapde fea where ate ſo many people and nations of 
dpucrs toonges and mancrs. The other rhinge, is to conſp⸗ 
der howe innumerable treaſures are entered into ra 


theſe Indies,aſwell that whiche commeth dayly from theufe 

as alſo that is continually to bee looked fot, bothe of golde 

and perle + other marchauntics which are firſt bzought into 
this yowre realme of Spaine bekoꝛe they are ſeene of other 

nations oꝛ ttaded into other realmes, Wherby not onelp this 
powrerealme is greatly inriched, but alſo the benefyte ther: 
ot tedoundeth to the great pꝛofpte of other countreps which 
are neare thervnto. A teſtimonpye of this, are the doable dy: 
cadcs whiche powre maieſtie haue cauled to bee copned, and 
are diſparſcd th.oughowtre the hole woꝛlde. But after they 

are once pa Ted owt of this powre rtalme, they neuer returne 
agem bycauſe they arc the beſt curraunt money of the wozld, 
' Andtherfoze if after thep haue byn in the handes of ftraun: 
gers they chaunce to be retourned agepne into S paine, they 

coome dil guiſed in an other habite, and art diminiſſhed of 

the goodneclle of their golde, with the ſtampe ok powre maie⸗ 

ie chaunged: So that if it were not foz their ſache defa: 
cynges in other realmes foz the cauſe afozeſapde, there ſhulde 
not bee founde ſo great quantitie of fpne golde of the copne 
of any —— in the woꝛlde as of yowre maieſlies. And the 
cauſe of all this, art yowre Indies.

But the greateũ parte of the 
wꝛought gold whiche the Indians haue, is baſt and holdeth 
ſumwhat of copper. Ot᷑ this they make bzalletces and chames 
and in the ſame they cloſe their iewels whiche their women 
arc accuſtomed to weare and eſteeme more then all the richeſſe 
of the wozide, The mancr howe golde is gathered, is this, 
er of ſuche as is founde in Zz unn, that is to ſape in the 
plaincs and riuers of the champian countrep being withowt 
trees, whether thc earth be with gra Je oz without. Oꝛ of ſu:- 
che as is ſumtymes founde on the land without the rivers in 
places where trees growe, ſo that to coome bp the ſame, it 
hal be requiſite ta cutte downe many and great trees. But af- 
ter whiche ſo euer of thele two maners it be founde, cyther 
m the riners oz ruptures oꝛ beaches of waters, oz elles in the 
earth, I well ſhewe howe it is founde in bathe thele places, |

and howe is is ſeperate and pourged. Therfoze when the 
mpne 02 veine is diccoucred. this chaunceth by ſerchyng and 
pꝛoupng in ſuche places as by certepne ſygnes and tooken do 
appeare to ſaplfull men aptt fox the generation of golde and 
to holde golde. And when they haue kounde it, they folowe 
the myne and labour it, whether it be in the ryuer oz in the 
plaine as J haue ſapde. And if it dee founde on the plaine, 
kyꝛũ thep make the place verye cleane where they intende to 
dygge. Then they dygge eyght oz ten foote in length and ag 
muche in bzeadth : but chey goo no deeper then a ſparing z 
two, oz moze as ſball ſeeme beſt to the maiſter ot the mynt, 
dyggynge equally. Then they wa he all the earthe whiche 
thep haue taken owte of the ſapde ſpace, And if herein they 
kynde any golde, thep kolowt it. And ik not, dygge a 
ſpanne deeper, and wache the earth as they dydbefoze. And 
if then alſo, they fpnde nochynge, they continue in d 
and walſhyng the tarth as defoze dutil they come to the hard 
rocke oz ſtone, And if in fyne they kynd no gold thert, they fo: 
lowe no further to ſeeke golde in that place, but go to au o: 
ther parte, And it is to be vnderſtode, that when they haue 
kounde the mynt, they folowe it in digginge in the tame mes: 
ſure in ltuell and deapth vntill they haue made an ende of al 
the myne which that place comteyneth , i it appete co de richt, 
This myne ought to conſylt of certen keete oꝛ paſes in length 
oz breadth accozdpnge to certepne oꝛders determined. And 
wit hin that compaTe of earth, it is not lawfull for anp other 
to dygge foz golde. And where as endeth the mpne of hym 
that fp2ſte kounde the gold, immediatlp it is lawkull foꝛ any 
ot her man that wb a ſtaffe to aſſygne hpm ſelfe a place 
by the lyde of che ſame, incloſynge it with takes oz pales as 
his owne. Thelc mpnes of 24: (that is ſuch as ate found 
in the plapnes) owght euer to bee ſought neare to ſum ryner 
oꝛ bꝛooke oꝛ ſpʒinge of water, oꝛ dykt, o2 ſtandpug poole, to 
thende that the golde mape bee waſſhed, fox the whiche pu 
poſe they vſe the laboute ot certepive Judſans as they doo o: 
ther in dygginge of the mpnce, And when they haue dygged 
owte the myne, they fpl certeine crates with that garth. dohi: 
che other Indians haue the charge immediatly*to receaue at 
their handes, and to carpe choſe trepcs of earth to the water 
where it mapt bee waſhed, pet do not they harren = 
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Wache ſe, but delpuer it to other, puttpnge it owte of their 
owne trapes into theirs which they haue ready in their han 
des to receaue it. Theſe wal ſhers foꝛ the moſte parte, are the 
Indian women, bpcauſe this wootke is of leſſe paine and 


trauaple then anp other. Theſe women when thep wache, are 


accuſtomed to ſptte by the waters ſpde, with their legges in 
the water euen vppe to the knees oz lefTe as the place ſerueth 


their purpoſe. And thus holdpnge the traps with carth in 


cir handes by the handles thcrof, and puttpnge the ſame 
into the water; they moue them rownde aboute after the ma: 
ner of ſpftpnge, with a certepne apteneſte in ſuche ſozte that 
thert entreth no moe water into the trais then ſeructh their 
turne: And with the ſelfe ſame apte mouynge of their trais 
in the water, they euer auopd the foule water with the earth 
owteof the dne ſpde of the vellell, and reccaue in cleane waz 
ter on the other ſide therot. So that by this meancs by little 
and lyttle, the water walcheth the earth as the lyghrer ſub: 
ſtannce owte of the trais, and the golde as thc heauier mat; 
ter reſteth in the bottome of the ſame, beyng rounde and hoz 
lowe in the mpddeſt lpke vnto a barbars baſen. And when 
all the earth is auopdcd; and the golde gathered togither in 
the bot tome of the trape, they putte it aparte. and returne to 


take moze earth, whiche they waſhe continnallp as defoze. 


and thus they that laboure in this wooꝛke, do gather daplp 
ſuche poꝛtion of golde as (hal pleaſe god to graunt to the pa⸗ 


trones of theſe Indians and ſuche other as trauaile in the 
ſame. Furthermoꝛe, it is to bee noted that fo euerp two Jn; 
dians that wade, it is requiſite that two other ſerue them to 


Nynge tarthe from the myne ; and other twoo to bzcake the 


labourers; it is neteTarpe that there bee other pcople in the 
place where they wooꝛke and reſte in the apghte. Theſe are 
ſuche as make their bzeade, and p2on>de foz vyttaples and o: 
ther nec eſlarpes. So that to conclude, there are in all, fpue 


- perſons ozdinartiyaſſigned to tuerp trape of waſſhecs, 


There is an other matter. of woozkyng the mpnes in rivers 
0} bꝛookts of runnpuge waters. And this is, that in auop: 
dynge the water of his courſe, att er that the beddes of the 
rpuers are dꝛpt and vtterlpe empticd, cthep fpnde golde e⸗ 


mongyshohreaches cliftes, and ryftcs of ones, and among

ſame ĩmanit and fplir their erats therwiths. Allo beſpd: theſe 
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all is in the bottome of the chanell, and where natutaity

ep kynde in it great quantitre of golde. And therfoze pow 
ma: eſte ought to vnderſtande foz a generall rule, as it appe: 
reth in facce, that all golde is engendered in the toppes and 
hyghclt places of the montaines : And in continuance of time 
is bp lyttle and Ipttie bzowght downe to the vales and plai: 
nes by ſhowzes of rayne, and the faules of ſpzpnges, ryuers, 
and btookes hanpnge their oziginall in — — — and 
deſcendpnge from the lame, not withſtandpuge it bee often: 
tymes founde in the plaines farre from the mountapnes. 
But when it chaunceth to be kounde in great quantitic, it is 
foz the moſte parte amonge the mountapnes and in the riners, 
oꝛ their branches, moze then in any other parte of the plaint. 
And in theſe two mancrs is it commonly founde moſte abun: 
dauncly, And foz the better pzofe that golde is engendered 
on hyghe, and is bought downe into the lowe places, J haue 
one great tooken therof whiche cauſeth me to beleue it fo) 
cert eine. And this is to.conſpderchat coles neuer putrifie no 
cozrupt vnder the ground, if thep be made of ſtronge woodde, 
Wherbp it chaunceth that diggyng the earth by the fouldes 
oꝛ indented places of the mountapnes, 03 on the ſpdes, and 
bzrakpnge a mpue in the carthe where it hatnost/hpn dnoken 
befozc, and haupng newe dpgged one oz two oz chere poles 
in meaſure, the mpners founde certepne coles of wood undes 
the lame lcuel where they found gold. And this J ſayt in che 
earth whiche was taken foz a vpꝛg:ne: that is to ſape, ſuch 
as had not befoze byn opened fo any mynt. The which cales 
coulde not naturally bet engendzed there, oz ent et in by any 
meanes. But when the ſuperficial part of the carth was equat 
with the lcucl where the coles were fonnde, it is lyke that the 
colcs were left there by ſum occaſion of fpze,@ that they faſt; 
ned there in tyme, and that afterwarde in longe continuance 
of tyme, thep were by ipttle-and lyttle couered with the carth 
which the often ſhowers of rapne waſhed kremthe mountap⸗ 
nes, ſo that by the courſe of peares the earth douergrewe the

them. And they kynde ineuerp of thepym pearlcs other great 
oi maul, two 02 thzee oꝛ fouce,and ſumtpmes fine and ſpre, 
and many ſmaule graines accozdypng co the lyberalitic ot᷑ na 
turc. Thep ſaue the pearles bothe ſmaulc and great whiche 
they haue founde!: And epther eate the opſters if they wyl, 
oz caſte them awap, haupnge ſo great quantitie therot᷑ that 
they in mauer adhozre them. Theſe opſtcrs are of hard flcſhe, 
and not fo pleſaunt in eatyng as are owres of Spapne. This 
Alande of c-b:zv« where this maner of fyſſbing is exerciſed, 
is in the Nozthe coaſte, and is no bygger then the land of 
zelande.

83 .Bcragus, it is Contrary. Foz the ſommer and tyme of grea⸗ 
telt dꝛowght and withowt rapne, is at Lhzyſtmas and a mo⸗ 
neth befoze and a moneth after. And the tyme when it rap⸗ 
neth mot, is about midſommer and a moneth befoze and a mo 
neth after. And this ſeaſon whiche they caule wynter, is not 
faz that it is any coulder then, then at any other tyme of the 
tare, oꝛ hotter at Chꝛiſtmas then at other ſeaſons, the tyme 
thelt regions being euer after one maner, but foz that that 
in this tyme which they caule wynter, the ſoonne is hyd from 
theyꝛ ſyghtes by reaſon of cloudes and rapne moze then at o⸗ 
ther tymes. pet koraſmuch as foz the moſte parte of the peare 
lpue-in a cleare,open,and temperate aper, they ſumwhae 
:pnke and fecle a lyttle coulde durynge the tyme of the ſaid 
moiſt andcloudy aper, alt howgh it bee not coulde in deede, oz 


' K the leaſt ſuche coulde as hath any ſenſible ſharpenes. 


C Of dpuers particular thynges, as woozmes, ſer: 
pentcs, bcaſtes, foulcs, trees. ac. 


Anp other thynges myght be ſapde, a much

But to lette paſſe che multitude of thynges 
whiche are as variable as the power of na⸗

ges as coome chietelp to my rememberauncs

tpeake of tertepne lyttle and troubelous beaſtes whiche mays 
ſeeme to bee engendered of nature to moleſt and vere menne, 
to ſhewe them and gyue them to vnderſtand howe ſmaul and 
vyle a thynge may ockende and diſquicte them, to rhende that 
they mape remember the pꝛyncipall ende koꝛ the whiche they 
were created, that is, to knowe they maker and pzocurer of 
thepꝛ ſaluation by the wape whiche is open to all Chziſtian 
men and all other whiche wyll open the eyes of they vnder: 
landynge. And although the thynges whereof wee entende 
nowe to ſpeake map ſeeme vyple and lyttle to bee eſteemed, pet 
are they wooꝛthp to bee noted and conſpdered to vnderſtand 
the diferencc and variable vooꝛkes of nature, $0 it is ther 
fo2e,that whereas in many partes of the firme lande by the 
which aſwell the Chꝛiſtians as Indians doa traucl, there are 
ſuch marplhes and waters in the — that they are fapne to 
go withowt bzceches amonge the herbes and weedes, by rea 
ſon wherof, certeyne ſmaule beaſtes oz woozmes (which they 
caule 6:repete) much lpke vnto tpkes, cleaue faſt to thepz leg; 
ges. Theſe woꝛmes are as little as the pouder of beaten kalt: 
And cleaue ſo faſt that they can by no meanes de taken away 
except the place bee nopnted with ople, And after that the 
legges bee nopnted awhyle with ople, oz the other partes 
where theſe lottle tpkes are faſtened, thep ſcrape the place 
with a knyfe and lo take them away, But the Indi ins whi 
che haue no ople, ſmoke them and burne them with fper, and 
abyde great pepnes in takynge them awape by this meanes. 
Ok other lyttle beaſtes which trouble men and are engende: 
in they hcades oꝛ other partes of thepꝛ bodies, J ſape that 
the Chꝛiſtian men which trauell into theſe partes, haue then 
but ſeldome tymes, and that not paſt one oꝛ two, and this al 
ſo very ſel dome. Foz paTpnge by the lyne of the Diameter 
where the compaTe makethe difference of ſaylpnge by the 
wpnde cauled Greco, (that is Noꝛth Eaſt) and A. g, (that 
is ſouth weſt) which is in the courſe of the Jlandes of Axor, 
they ſaple but a lyitle wap folowing owre vpage by the weſt, 
but that all the ly e which the Chꝛiſttans cary with them, oz 
are engendered in thepz headcs oꝛ other places of thepꝛ bo: 
dies, dye and vttcrlp conſume by lyttle and lyttle, and ars 
not engendered in India ercepte in the heades of lyttle chyl: 
dien in thole partes alwel amonge the cheldzen ok the — 
| | 1a; 
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ſtians which are boꝛne there, as alſo amenge the natural In. 
dians who haue thepm commonlp irithepz heades and ſume⸗ 
mes in other partes of theyꝛ bodyes, and eſpecially they of 
the pꝛouince of cena, which, is a region contepnpnge moe 

then a hundꝛeth lcaques in length, and embzaſeththe one and 
the other coaſt of the Nozth lea and of the Eaſt. When theſe 

Indians are infected with this fylthynelle, they dzeTe and 
clenſe one an other. And they that ererciſe this, are foz the 

moltc parte women who eate all that theptake: And haue 
herein ſuch derteritic by reaſon of thepꝛ crerciſe, that owre 
men can not lyghtly attepne therunto. There is alſo another 
thynge greatly to bee con pdered. And this is how the Lhd 
ſian men beinge there cleane frome this fplthpnes ok India, 

alwell in theyꝛ heades as the reſte of they bodyts, pet when 

they rcturne to coomme agepne ito Europe and begyn to ar⸗; 
tpue in that place of the Ocean (ca where wee ſavde befogs 

that the lyle dyed and fozſoke them, ſuddenly in thepz. repaſz 

ſynge by the ſame clyme (as thoughe the lpſc had tarped foz 
— in that place) they can by no meancs auopde theym fo 
the l pace of certepne dapes although they change thepz cher: 
tes two 02 thee tymes in a dap. Theſe lyſe are at the fpꝛue 
as lyttle as uyttes, and growe by lyttle and lpttle vntyl they 
bet of the byggene le that thep are in Spapne. This haue 
often tymes pꝛoued, haupnge nowe foure tymcs paded the 
Ocean lea bp this vpage, 

Beſpde theie woozmes and vermpn wherof we haue ſpoz 
ken, there is another lyttle nuſchenous wooꝛme, whiche we 
map number amonge the kpndcs of fleas, This peſtiſcuce the 
Indians caul Nigzs; And is much leſle then a-fiea. It perſech 
the fleſbe of a man, and ſo launſeth oz cutteth the lame (while 
in the meane tyme it can not her bee leene noz taken) that fr6 
ſame it hath cutte of thepꝛ handes, and from other they? ficte 
vntpll the remedp was founde to annoynt the place with oyle 
and lcrape it with a raſoure, 

In the kirme lande in golden Caſiple oz Beragxs, there are 
many vypers lpke vnto them of Spayne, They that are bye: 
ten of them, dye in ſhozt ipace. Foz ewe lyuc to the tourthe 
dap except pzcient remedp, Of theſe, ſume are of a led e kind 
then other: And haue thepꝛ taple ſumwhat rounde, and leape 
in the aper to allaple men. And fox this cauſe, lume caule

this k ynde of vypers y. They? bytyng is moſt vettemons, 
and koꝛ the moſte parte incurable. One of thepm chaunced to 
byte an Indian mapde whiche lerued me in mp houſe, ta 
whome J cauſcd the ſurgians to mpniſter they oꝛdinarpe 
eure, butth ey coulde doo her no good, no? pet get one dꝛoppe 
of bludde owt of her, but only a pelowe water, ſo that chee 
died the thyꝛd dap for lacke of remedp as the like hath chaun 
ced to dyuers other. This mapde was of thage ot. xiiii.peares 
and ſpoke the Spanpſche toonge as pf (hee had byn boꝛne in 
Caſtple. Shee ſapde that the vyper whiche bpttc her on the 
koote, was two ſpannes longe oz lpttle lee. And that to 
byte her ſhee lepte in the ayer for the ſpace of moze then ſpre 
paſcs, as J haue harde the lpke of other credible perſons, 

F haue alſo ſcene in the firme lande, a kynde of adderg 
berp ſmaule and of ſeuen oꝛ eyght foote longe. Theſe are ſo 
redde that in the nyght they appeare lpͤe burnpnge cooles, 
and in the dap ſeeme as redde as bludde. Theſe are allo ven: 
mous, but not ſo much as the vppers. There are other much 
leſſe and ſhoꝛter and blacker. Theſe coome ow! of the rpuers 
and wander ſumtpmes karre on the lande, and arelykewpſe 
venemous. There arc alſo other adders of a ru Tet coloure. 
Theſe are ſumwhat bygger then the vppers, and are hurtful 
and venemois. There are lpkewpfe an other ſozte of manye 
coloures and very longe. Of there J ſawe one int he peare of 
Chꝛiſt 15 15, in the Jland of Kiſpniols nert vnto * coſtes 
at the foote of the mountapnes cauled pedern des. When this 
adder was llapne, J meaſured her and kounde her to be moꝛe 
then. xx. foote longe, and ſumwhat moꝛethen a mans fyſt in 


 byggencs, And althoughe ſhe hadde three oz koure deadelp 


woundes with a ſwooꝛde, pet dyed Hee not noz ſtoonke the 
ſame dape, in ſo much that her bludde continued warme alk 
that tpyme. There are alſo in the marpThes and deſcrtcs of 
the firme lande many other kyndes of lylertes, dꝛagons, and 
other dyuers kyndes of ſerpentes wherof J entende not here 
to ſpeake much, dycauſe N haue moze particulerlp entreated 


ok thele thynges in mp ge nerall hiſtoꝛte of the Weſte Jndyes, 


There are alſo ſpiders of marueplous bygne ke. And J 
haue ſcenc ſumme with the bodp and legges, bygger then a 
mannes hande extended euerp wape, And Jones ſawe one 
of (uche bygneTe; that onelꝑ her bodpe was as 1 2 — 
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tparowe, and full of that laune wherof they make their web⸗ 
des. This was of a darke rulſette coloure, with eyes greater 
then the eies of a ſparo w. They are venemous and of terrible 
ſhape to beholde · There ate alſo ſcoꝛpions and dpuers other 
ſuche venemous wozmes. Wherby we mape ſee, that where 
as natural cauſes and influence of the planet tes are of ſtron⸗ 
gclt actiuitie, t hep ceaſe not to engender and bꝛynge foozche 
dothe good and badde accoꝛdynge to the diſpoſytion of the 
matter, whiche they alſo doo partely diſpoſe as the phyloſa 
phers alfy2me, h 
Furthermoze in the fpꝛme lande, there are manpe toades 
deyng very nopous and hurteful by reaſon of their great mul: 
titude. Thep are not venemous. They are ſeene in greate az 
doundance in dien where thep are ſo bygge that when they 
dye in the time of dꝛonth, the bones of ſum of them and eſpe; 
cially the rybbes) are of ſuche greatneſle that they appere too 
dee the bones of cattes oz of ſumme ot her beaſtes of the ſame 


byggeneſle. But as the waters dyminiſhe and the mopſture 


conſumeth in the tyme of dꝛouth (as J haue ſapde) they alſo 


conſume therwith vntyll the peare nexte folowing when the 


tapne and mopſturt increaſe, at whiche tyme they are ſcene ? 
geync. Neuerthelclle,at this preſent, there is no ſuch quan⸗ 
titie of them as was wonte to bee, by reaſon that as the land 
is better cultured dy the Chꝛiſtians, as well by the fellpnge ce 
wooddes and ſhꝛubbes as alſo by the paſture of kine, hozſee, 
and other beaſtes, ſo ts it apparent that this popſon dimini⸗ 
ſbeth dayly, wherby that regyon becometh moze holſome and 
pleaſannt. Theſe toades ſynge afrer thꝛee oz foure ſoꝛtes. 
Foꝛ ſumme of them ſynge plcaſauntly: other, lpxe owres ot 
Spapne. Summe allo whiſtle: and other ſumme make an c⸗ 
ther maner ol nople. They arc lykewyle of dpucrs colours: 
as ſumme gree ne, ſumme ruTette 03 grep, and ſumme almoſt 
blacke. But of all ſoꝛtes, they are great, and fylthpe, and 
nopous by realou of their great multitude: pct are they not 
denemons as J haue ſapde. 


There are alſo a ſtraungt kynde of crabbes, whiche coome Crabbes⸗ 


kooꝛthe of certeyne holes of the earth that they them ſelues 
make. The head and bodye of theſe, make one ronnde thing 
muche lyke vnto the hoode of a fawkon: hauynge foure fecte 
conunyng owt of the one ſpde and as many owt of che other.

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' They hane alſo two mouthes like vnto a parre of ſmaule pins 


fers, the one bygger then the other, wher with they byte. but 
do no great hurte bycauſe they are not venemeus. Z heir ſkyn 

and bo dye is \ſmoothe and thynne as is the lkynne of a man, 

ſauynge that it is ſumwhat harder. Their colour is ruſlette 

o2 white, oꝛ blewe, and walke ſydelonge. They are very good 

to hee eaten: In lo muche that the Chziſtians trauayling by 

the fyꝛme lande, haue byn greatly nurplſhed by them bycauſe 

they are founde in maner cuerp where. In ſhape and koꝛme, 

they are muche lpke vnto the crabbe which we paynte foꝛ the 

ſpgne Cancer, and like vnto thoſe which are found in Spaine 

in Andaluſi in the rpuer Guad.ichiber where it entereth into the 

ſea, and in the ſca coaſtes therabout, ſauynge that theic are 

of the water and the other of the lande. They are ſumtpmes 
hurtcfull.ſo that they that cate of them dye. But this chaun⸗ 
ceth onelp when they haut caten anp venemous thyng, oz of 
the venemous apples wherwith the Canibale archers poyſon 
their arrowes wherof J wyll ipeake hereafter. And fox this 
caucc the Chꝛiſtians take hede howe they cate of theſe crab; 
bes if they fſpnde them neare vnto the ſapd apple trees. 

Furt hermoze in thele Indies, aſ well in the fpzme lande as 
in the Jlandes, there is kounde a kynde of ſerpentes, which 
thep caule v. v. nas, Which ſumme caule l, Theſe are 
terrible and fcarefull to ſpght, and pet not hurtefull, They 
arc verp delicate to bee eaten, and it is not pet knowen whe: 
ther they be beaſtes of the lande oz fyſhcs, bycauſe they lyus 
in the water, and wander in the woddes and on the lande. 
Thep hauc fourec feete, and are commonlp bigger then connies 
and in ſummc places bygger then otters, with taples lpke li: 
cartes oz cutes, Their ſkpnne is ſpotted, and of the ſame 
kynd of ſmothncllc oz barencſſe, although of dyuers colours. 
Upon the ridge of their backcs,they haue manp long pꝛickes. 
They? teeth: are verp charpe, and eſpecially thepꝛ fanges ot 
dogge teeth. Their thzotes are longe and large, reachpnge 
from their beaides to their bzeaſtes , of the lpke ſkynne to 
the tel pdewe of their bodpes. They are dumme, and haue 
no Vopce oz make anp nopſe oz crye although they bee kepte 
tyde to the foote of a cheſte oʒ anp other thynge foz the ſpace 
of. xx. 02. xx v. dapes withowt anp thyng to cate 02 dipnke, 
ercepte they gyue them nowe and then a lpttle of the * 

. : 
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of c, 02 ſumme lucy other thyng. They haue fonre keete, 
and their foe feete as longe as a mans kynger with clawes 
ſpke the clawes of a byꝛde, bur weaker, and ſuche as can not 
graſple oz take holde of any thynge. They are muche better 
to bee eaten then to beholde. Foz fewe that lee them, wyll 
haue deſpꝛe to tate of them, by reaſon of their hoꝛrible ſhape 
excepte ſuche as haue byn accuſtomed to the beaſtes of theſe 
regyons, whiche are moze hoꝛrible and fearefull, as this is 
not but onely in apparence. Their lleche is of much better tant 
then the lleſhe of connyes and mote holſome, Fot it hurteth 
none but onely ſuch as haue had the frenche pore. In ſo much 
that if thep haue onelp byn touched ok that inkpꝛmitie, al: 
though thep haue byn hole of longe tpme, neuertheleTe they 
feele hurte and complapne of the eatpnge of theſe 1, as 
hath byn often tymes pꝛoued by experience. 

There are kounde in the kyꝛme lande certepne byꝛdes ſo lyt⸗ 
tle that the hole bodp ok one of thepm is na byg ger then the 
toppe of the byggeſt fpngcr of a mans hande: and pet is the 
hare body withowt the ferhers not paſtc halte ſo bygge. This 
bpꝛde, beſpde her lpttlenes, is of ſuch velocitie and (wpftncs 
in lying that who lo ſecth her leing in the aper, cã not ſe her 
flap oꝛ beate her winges afrcer anp other tot then do the doz 
res 02 hüble bees oꝛ betels: ſo that there is no man that ſee-h 
her die, that wold think her to be any other rhe a doꝛre. T hep 
make their neſtes accozdpng to the pꝛopoꝛtid of their bignes. 
And J haue ſcene that one of theſe byꝛdes with her neſt put 
in a paire ofgold weights, altogether hath ward no moe thẽ 
ii. Tonini, which are in poiſe.2 . grains, with the fethers with 
out the which be ſhulde haue waped ſumwhat le le. and gondt 
lelle when J conſider the fynencTe of the clawes and keete of 
theſe birdes, Jknowe nat whervnto J map better liken them 
then to the lpttle byꝛdes whiche the lymmers of bookes are 
accuſtomed to papnte on the margentes of churche bookes 
and other bookes of deuine ſeruice. Their fethers are of ma⸗ 
ny faire colours as golden pelowe and greene beſide other va⸗ 
riable colours, Their brake is verye longe 103 the ptopartion 
of theyꝛ bodies: and as kyne and ſuhtile as a ſowpng nedle. 
They are very hardye: fo that when they ſec a man clyme the 
tree were they haue they neſtes, t ey Aye at hys face and 
arypze hem in the eyes, commęng, gopuge, — 
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with ſuch ſwyfenes, that no man wolde lightly delcne fe thay 


bath not ſcene it. And certenlp theſc byꝛdes are ſo lyttle, that 


I durſt not haue made mention hereof if it were not that di⸗ 


uers other which haut leene them as wel as J, can beare wit 
nes of mp ſaptng, They make their neſtes of flockes and heare 
ok cotten wherof there is great plentic in theſe regions, and 
Cerueth wel foz theyꝛ purpoſe, But as rouchyng the byꝛdes, 
foules, and beaſtes of theſe Indies, bycauſe chey are innume: 
rable bothe lyttle and greate, J intende not to ſpeake muche 
heare, bycauſe J haue ſpoken moze largely hereot in my gene: 
ral! hyſtozype of the Indpes. 

There is an other kynde of beaftes ſcene in the firme land 
which ſeemed very ſtraunge and marueilous to the Lhzyſtian 
men to beholde, and muche differynge from all other beaſtes 
which haue byn ſcene in other partes of the wozlde. Theſe 
beaftcs are canled Rd: And are foure footed, hauing their 
taile and al the reſt of thepz bodies couered onelp with a ſkyn 
lpke the coperture of a barbed hozſe oꝛ the chekered ſkpnneof 
a lyſarte oz Lrocodyle, of coloure betwene whyte and ruſlet, 
inclynynge ſumwhat moꝛe to whyte, This bean, is of fozme 
and ſhape much lyke to a barbed hoiſe with his barbes and 
flankettes in all poyntes, And from vnder that which is the 
barbe and coperturt, the taple commeth foozth, and the feete 
in theyz place, the necke alſo and the earcs in thepz partes, 
and in kpne all thynges in lpke ſozte as in a barbed courſer, 
They are of the bygnes of one of theſe common dogges. They 
are not hurtfull, They arefplthy, and haue thepz habitation 
in certen hillockes of carthe where digginge with there fcete 
thep make their dens verp deepe & the holes therof in like mg 
ner as do connpes. They are verpe excellent to be eaten, and 
are taken with nettes and ſum alſo killed with croſbowes, 
They are lpkewile taken often tymes when the huſband men 
burie the ſtubble in ſowpng time, oꝛ to renewe the herbage fog 
kyne and other beaſtes. J haue often times eaten of theirflcſhe 
which ſemeth to me of better taſt then kyddes leſhe,and hol: 
ſome to be eaten. And if theſe beaftes had euer byn ſcene in 
theſe partes of the woozlde where the firſt barbed hozſes had 
their oziginal, no man wold indge but that the fozme and faſ⸗ 
{ion of the coperture of hozſes furniſhed fog the warres was 
tyrlic dcuyled by the lyght of theſe beatles, — hes 
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here is alſo in the firme lande an other brafte caulcd or Ecares, 


v Formizaro. that is, the Ante beare, This beaſte in hearc and 
coloure, is much lpke to thc bcare of Spapne, and in mancr 
of the ſame makynge ſauc that hc hath a much longer \nowe 
and is of tuyli ſpght. They are often tymes taken only with 
faucs without anp other weapon, and are not hurtful. They 
arc alſo taken with dogges bycaule they ate not naturally ar: 
med althowgh they byte ſumwhat. They are founde foz the 
moſte parte about and ncare <0 the hyllockes where art great 
abundaunce of antes. Foz in theſe regions is engendered a 
certepne kynde of ant es very lyttit and blacke, in the kyeldes 
and plapnes where as growe no trees, where by thinſtince of 
nature theſe antes ſeparate them ſelues to engender far from 
the wood des foz feare of thele beares: The whichc bpcauſe 
they are fcarcfull, vyle, and vnarmed (as J haue ſapde) th 
kecpe cucr in places full of trees vntyll very famen and neceſ; 
{1tie,02 the great deſire that they haue to fiede of theſe ances, 
cauſc-them to coomme owt of the wood des to hunte fox them, 
Theſe antes make a hyllockeof carth to the hepght of a man, 
oz ſumwhat moe oꝛ lefſe, and as bygge as a great chtu, and 
Cumtpmes as bygge as a butte oz a hogges head, and as hard 
as a ſtone: So that thep ſteme as thoughe they were ſtones 
ſet vp to lymptte thendes and confines of certepne landes. 
Within theſe hpllockes made of moſt harde earth, are innu⸗ 
merable and infinite lyttle antes, tht which may ber gathered 
by buſſhclles when the hyllocke is broken, The which when 
it is ſumtymcs mopũi d by rapne and then dꝛped agepne by 
the heate of the ſoonne, it bzeaketh and hath certtyne maul 
tyktes as lyttle and ſubtyle as the edge of a knyfe. And it le⸗ 
meth that nature hath gynen ſenſe to theſe Antes to fynde 
ſuch a matter of earth wherwith they map make the ſayde hil 


Antes. 


locke of ſuche hardenes that it map [ceme a ſtronge pauement 


made of lpme and ſtone. And wheras J haue pꝛoued and can 
ſed ſum of them to bee bzoken, I haue founde theim of ſuche 
bardenes as if Jhad not ſeene J coulde not haue belcaucd: 
In ſo muche that thep coulde ſcarſelp bee boken with pykes 
_ of Iren: So ſtronge koztreſſes doo theſe lpttle bealſes makes 
koz t ſaucgarde ageynſt thepz aduerſaric the beare, who 
is chiefclp nuryfThed by them, and gynen them as an enemie, 
Alcoꝛdynge tothe common prouerhe which ſayth, Non e alen 
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that hath not his perſccatour oꝛ pꝛyuie enemie. And here wh# 
N conſpder the marueloas pꝛouidence which nature hath gy⸗ 
uen to theſe lyttle boddies, Ncaule to remembzaunce the wie 
tie ſentence of pPlinte, where ſpcakyng of ſuch lpttle beaſtes, 
he [apth thus. Why doo we maruapyle at the towzebearpnge 
ſhoulders of Elephantes, and not rather where nature hathe 
placed ſo many ſences and ſuche induſtry in ſuche lyttle bod: 
dies? where is hearpnge, ſ\mellynge, ſeeinge, and feelpnge, 
pe, where are the vaynes & arteries (without which no beaſte 
can lyue oz moue) in theſe ſo lyttle boddies whereof ſume are 
ſo ſmaule that thepz hole boddies can ſcarſtip be ſene of owr 
epes, what ſhall we then ſape of the partes of the lame? pet 
tuen amonge theſe are there many of ſuch ſagacitie and indy. 
ſtrye as the lyke is not ſcene in beaſtes of greater quantitie, 


no no pet in man. ac. But to returne to the hyſtoꝛie. This 


enemic which nature hath gyuen to theſe lyttle beaſtes, vſeth 
this maner to aſſaple them. When he reſozrethe to the hyl- 
locke where the antes lye hid as in theyꝛ fozrreTe,he putteth 
his toonge to one of the ryftes wherof we haue ſpoken being 
as ſubtyle as the edge of a ſwooꝛde, and there with continn⸗ 


all lyckpnge, maketh the place mopſt, the fome and froth of 


his mouth beinge of ſuch pꝛopertie that by continual lycking 
the place, it enlargeth the rpfce in ſuch loꝛt bp lyttle and lyt 
tle, that at the length he ealelp putteth in his toonge whiche 
he hath very longe and thynne, and much diſpꝛopoꝛtionate 
to his bodpe. And when hc hath thus made free pallage fox 
his toonge into the hyllocke to put it eaſcly in and owt at his 
pleaſure, then he thꝛuſteth it into the hole as karre as he can 
reache, and ſo letteth it reſte a good ſpace vntyl a great qu an 
titie of the antes (whoſe nature reiopſeth in heate and _ 
fter) haue laden his tonge and as many as he can contepne in 
the holownelle thcrof : at which tyme he ſuddepnlyp dꝛaweth 
it into his mouth and tateih them, and returneth agepne to 
the ſame pꝛactiſe immedſatly vnepl he haue eaten as manpe as 
hym lyſteth,o2 as longe as he can reache anp with his tonge. 
The geThe of this beaſte, is fplchp and vnſauery. But by rea 
ſon of thertreme ſhpftcs and neceſTitie that the Chꝛiſtian men 
were put to at thepꝛ fp2lt commpnge into theſe partes, rhcp 
were infozced to pꝛout al thynges and lo kel to theatyng dale 
| [ 
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. thefe beaſtes. But when they had founde moze delycate mea⸗ i. 
tes, they fell into hatred with this. Theſe antes haue thap⸗ _ FLRE 
peraunce of the place of thepꝛ entcraunce into the hyllocke, 
/ bnder the-grounde. And this atſo lyttle a hole that it could 
hardely be founde pk certepne of them were not ſeenc to paſſe g 
in and owt. But by this wap the beares coulde haue no ſuch 1 6 
poure to e them as about at the ſapde ryftcs as J haue 3 ſtrounge 1115 
de. There is an other lirange beate whiche by a name of beaſt whiche e

contrary effecte, the Spanpardes caule cagnuolo leggiero, that ſeemeth a 
is the lygbt dogge, wheras it is one of the llowelie beaſtes in krnd of Che: 
the woꝛlde, and ſo heauy and dull in mouynge that it canne meleon. 
ſcarlelp go fyftie paſes in a hole dap. Theſe beaſtes are in the 
firme lande, and are very ſtraunge to beholde foz the dil pꝛo⸗ 
poꝛtion that they haue to all other beaſtes. Thep are abowre 
two ſpannes in length when thep are growne to thepz full 
byggeneſſe. But when they are verp pounge, they are ſumc-: 
what moze grolle then longe. They haue fourc ſubtyle fiere, 
and in euerp of them foure clawes lyke vnto byꝛdes, and top⸗ en 
ned togyt her. vet are nother they} clawes oz they? fiete able i 
to ſuſtepne theyꝛ bodpes fromthe grounde. By reaſon wher⸗ Nil 
of and by the heaupneſſe of chey} boddies, they dꝛawe thepz i 
bellyes on the grounde. Thepꝛ neckes are hygh and Qtrepghe $i kb! [i 
and all cquall lyke the pelile of a mozter, which is altogyther Au. 
equall euen vnto the toppe withowt makyflge any pꝛopozti⸗ 1 
on oz ſimilitude of a headde, oz any dyffercnce excepte in the 
noddle. And in the toppes of thepꝛ neckes, they haue verpe 
rounde faces much lykc vnto owles ; And haue a marke of 
thepꝛ one heare after the maner of a cyꝛcle whiche makethe 
thepz faces ſeeme ſumwhat moze longe then large, They haue 
ſmaule cyes and rounde : And noſirplles lyke vnto munkeys, 
They haue lpttle mouthes, and moue theyꝛ neckes frome one 
ſpde to an other as thoughe they were allonyſched. Theyz 
chicfe deſpꝛe and delpte is to cleaue and ſtycke faſte vnto trees 
92 ſume other thynge whereby ep map clpme alofte, And 
therfoze foz the moſte parte, theſe beaſtes are founde vppon 
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trees whervnto cleaupnge faſt, they mounte vp by lyttle and 
lyttle, ũeymge them (clues by thepz longe clawes. The coz: 
lourt of thepʒ heart, is betwene rullet and whyte, and of the 
oper coloute of the hcate of a weſell. They haue no taples, 
and they} vopce is much dylfcrynge * other beaſtes: — 
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they ſynge onely in the nyght : And that continnallp frome 
tpnit to tyme ſpngpkge euer ſpxe notes one hygher then an o⸗ 
ther, ſo faulpnge with the ſame that the ty2ſte note is the 
yyghen and the other in a baler tewne as yf a man ſhuld ſap 
14, ſol, fu, mi, re, vt. So this beaſt ſapth, He, ha, ha, ha, ha ba. And 
doubteleſſe, it ſeemeth vnto me, that as J haue ſapde in the 
chapiter of the beaſte cauled Bd, that thoſe beaſtes might 
bee thoziginall and document to imbarbe hoſes, cuen ſo the 
fpꝛũle inuenturt of muſpcke myght ſceme by the hearpnge of 
this beaſt to haue the fp2N principles of that ſcpence rather 
then by any other ehynge in the wozlde. But nowe to returne 
to the hyſtozie: J ſap that in aſtozte ſpace after this beaſte 
hath ſoonge and hath pauſed a whple, ſhe returneth agepne 
to the ſelfc ſame longe, and doth this only in the nyght and 
not in the dap. Bp reaſon wherof and alſo bycauſe of her e: 
uyll ſpght, I thpnke her to bee a nyght beaſte and the frende 
pf darkeneſſe, Humtpmes the Lhiuſtian menne fynde theſe 
beaſtes and bzpnge theym home to thepz howſes, where alſo 
they creepe alt abowte with thepz naturail lowenclTe, inſo 
much that not her foz thzeatcnpnge- 02 pꝛyckynge they wpll 
moue any faſter then thep2 natural and accuſtomed paſe. And 
pf thep fpnde any trees, thep creepe thyther immediatlp, and 
mounte to the toppe of the hygheſt bꝛaunche thercof, where 
they remapne continually fox the ſpace of c2ght, oꝛ tenne, oz 
twentic dapes without catpnge of any thinge as farre as anp 
man can iudge. And wheras I mp ſelfe haue kepte thepm in 
my houſe, J coulde neuer perceaue other but that they lyue 
onelp of aper. And of the ſame opinion are in maner all men 
of thoſe regions, bpcauſe they h iut neuer ſcenc them eate anp 
thynge, but euer turne thepꝛ heades and monuthcs towarde 
that parte where the wynde b'oweth moſt : whereby may bee 
conſpdered that thep take moſte pleaſure in the aper. They 
byte not, noz pet can byte, haupng very lyttle mouthes. They 
are not venemous oz nopous any wap: but altogyther bꝛutiſhe 
and vtterly vnpꝛokptable and without commoditie pet know: 
en to men, ſaupnge onelp to moe thepz mpndes to contem⸗ 
plate thinfinite poure of god, who delpteth in the varietie of 
cceatures, wherby appeareth the poure of His incompꝛehen⸗ 
lible wiledome and maicſtie lo tarre to excede the capacitie of 
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In thele regions there are likewiſe kound certeyne koules 
dꝛ byꝛdes which the Indians caule Alcatrax. Theſt are much 
bygger then geeſe. The greateſt parte of thepꝛ fethers are of 
rullet coloure, and in ſume partes pelowe. Theyi bylles o2 
' Heakes are of two ſpannes in length and verpe large neare to 
the heade, and growpnge ſ\maule towarde the popnte. They 
haue greate and large thzotes : And are much lpke to a foule 
which J ſawe in Flaunders in Bzuſſelles in yowre mateſties 
pallaice which the Flempnges caule Haina. And J remember 
that when powr maieſtie dpned one dap in powre great haule 
there was brought to powre maieſties pzeſence a chauderne of 
water with cerrepne fylſches alpue, which the ſapde foule did 
tate vp hole. And A thynke verely that that foule was a foule 
of the lea bycauſe ſhee had ficte lyke foules of the water as 
haue alſo theſe Alearaxi, which are likewyſe fo ules of the ſea; 
and of kuch greatncfle that J haue ſeene a hole cote of a man 
put into thermoates of one of thepm in pam in the pcare 
1571. And kazalmuch as in that coaſte of P, there paſ⸗ 
ſeth and flpcth a greate multitude of theſe Alcai beinge a 
thynge very notable, J wyll declare che maner hereof as not 
oncly J, but alſo dyners other nowe pꝛeſente in yowre maz 
tefties courte haue often tymes (ſcene, powre mateſtie ſhall 
therfoze vnderſtande that in this place (as J hane ſapde be: 
foze) the ſca of sur ryſcth and fauleth two leagues and moze 
from ſpxe hourcs to ſyxe houres: ſo that when it increaſeth, 


the water of the ſca arrpueth lo ncare to the houſcs of Parma. 


as dothowre ſea (cauled Mare Mediterancum) in Barzalona oz in 
Naplcs, And when the layd increalpng of the ſea commeth, 
there commeth alto therwith ſuch a multitude of the (maule 
fpthes cauled lat dynts, that it is ſo marneylous a thynge to 
beholde, that no man wolde belcue it that hath not ſecne it. 
In lo much that the Cz, (that is) the kynge of that land 
at ſuch tyme as J dwelt there, was bounde daply as he was 
commannded by powre maieſtics goucrnour, to bzpnge oꝛdp⸗ 
arply thꝛte canoas oz barkes full of the ſapde ſardynes and 


to vnlade the ſame in the markette place, whiche werr after: 


warde by che ruler of the cite diuyded amonge the Chziſtian 
men without any coſte oz charge to any of them. In ſo much 
that pf the people had bin a much greater multitude then they 
were, and as many as are at this pzerente in rel 03 mores

and had none other thynge to lyue by, they myght haue byn 
ſufficiently ſuſtepned by thele ſardpnes, byſpde thoucrplug 
which ſtulde haue remapned.

dynes with the ſame, euen lo lpkewyſe coome the ſapde Alea: 


xi therwith : and fipe continually ouer it in ſuche a multp: 


tude, that they appeare to couer thupper parte 03 flonre of 
the water. And thus continue in mountynge and faulynge 
from the aper to the water, and from the water to the aper du 
rynge all the tyme of thepz fyllhynge. And as ſoone as they 
haue taken anp of theſe ſardpnes, thepflpe about the water 


and tate them incontinentlp, and ſuddepnlyp returne agepne 


to the water foz moꝛe, continuing thus courſe by courſe with 
owt ceaſpnge. In lyke maner when the ſea fauleth, they fo 
ſowe there fpThpnge as J haue ſayde, There goethe alſo in 
the company of theſc foules, an other kynde of;foules cauled 
coda inforcata, (that is) the foꝛked taple, whereof d haue made 
mention bekoze. And as ſoone as the Alcatraz mounteth from 
the water with her pꝛap of the ſardpnes, ſuddepnlp this co 
inforeats gpueth her lo many ſtrokes, and ſo perſecuteth hee, 
that ſhet cauſcth her to let faule the ſardpnes which ſhee hath 
in her mouth, The which as ſoone as thep are faulne, and be 
foe they pet touch the water, the Codsinf-rcars catcheth them 


euen in the faule, in ſuche ſoꝛte that it is a great pleaſure to 


beholde the combatte betwene them all the dape longe. The 
number of theſe Alas raxxi is ſuch, that the Chꝛpſtian menne 
are accuſtomed to ſend to certepne Jlandes and rockes which 


are ncarc abowte pa, with thepz boates oz barkes to take 


theſe Alcatraxzi whylc thep are pet pounge and can not flye: 
and kyll as many of them with ſtaues as they wpll, vntylf 
they haue thcrwith laden thepꝛ barkes oz canoas, Theſe 
pounge ones are ſo fatte and wel fedde that they can not bee 


taten. And are taken foz none other intent but only to wake 


greaſe foz candels to burne in the npght, foꝛ the whiche pur⸗ 
poſe it ſerueth very well: and gpueth a cleare lyght, and bur 
neth eaſelp. After this mancr and foz this purpoſe, innume⸗ 
rable of themare kplde. And pet it ſcemeth that the number 
of them that fpſThe foz ſardpnes doo daply increaſe

Theſe byꝛdes 
are lyttle and in maner blacke, and ſumewhat bypgger then 


owre thzuThes. They haue certeyne whyte kethers in theyz 


neckes, and the lpke lagacitie oz ſharpenes of ſcnſe as haue 
the byꝛdes 02 pyes cauled 6:zzvole, They ſel dome tymes lighe 
vppon the carth. They make theyꝛ neues in trees ſeparated 
from other, bpcauſe the wylde cattes (cauled Manmori) are ac 
cuſtomed to leape frome tree to tree, not deſcendynge to the 
grounde foz feare of other beaſtes, excepte when t hey are en 
koꝛced by thyꝛſie to coomme downe to dꝛynke at ſuche tymes 
as thep are ſure not to bee moleſted. And foꝛ this cauſe dog 
not thele byꝛdes make thepz neſtes but in trees farre diupded 
from other. They make them of a cubette in length oz mozc, 
after the maner of bagges oz lyttle ſackes, large at the bot: 
tomc, and growpnge narower and narower towarde thg 
mouth wherebp they art faſtened : haupnge the hole whereat 
they enter into the lacke, of luch byggenes as map onelp ſuf 
fice to receaue them. And to thende that the cattes mape not 
deuoure thepz pounge pk they chaunce to mounte vppon the 
trees where thep haue thepz neſtes, thep vſe an other crafte, 
which is. to make thepꝛ neſtes in thycke bzaunches of trees, 
and to defende the ſame with ſharpe and ſtronge thoznes im⸗ 
plycate and ſet in ſuch 62dcr that no man is able to make the 
lpke. So that the cattes can by no meanes put thepꝛ legges 
into the hole of the neſte to take owte the pounge by2des., aſ⸗ 
well foz the ſharpenes of the thoznes as alſo foz the depth of 
the neſtes, in the bottome wherof, the pounge birdes reſt with 
owt daunger of thepꝛ enemie.

Thele trees are hygh: and ate founde in 
great plentie in the coaſte of che ſea ot sar, in the pꝛouince ot 
Cacique Chiman. Theſe date trees bapuge kurth a krute after this 
Coztc, Beinge altogyther vnitt as it groweth on the 'frec, it 
is of greater ccumt᷑erence then the heade of a man. And t̃tõ 
the ſuperficiall parte to the mydden which is thefrute, it is 
inuolued and couered wich many webs much lpke vnto thoſe 
des of towe whiche they vle in 4244s, Of this towe o 
bbe, the Eat Indians make a certeyne kynde of clothe of : 
rhzee oz foute ſones, and coꝛdes foz the ſayles of ſhyppes. 
inthece Indies of powr maicſtic, thep pa Te not fo2 thete 
cozdes 03 this clothe that maye be made 'of the frute of Cocus, 
by .reaſan of the great plentie that they haue of the bombage 
93 cotton ot the golampiuc trees.

This frute was cauled cocus fo this cauſe, 
that when it is taken from the place where it cleaueth kalle 
to the tree, there are ſeene two holes, and aboue them two o: 
ther naturall holes, which altogyther, doo repteſent the gie: 
ſture and kygure of the cattes cauled Mennone, that is, mun: 
keys, when they crpe: whiche crpe the Jadians caule coc: 
But in very deede, this tree is a kynd of date trees: and hath 
the ſame effecte to heale fretpnge of rhe guttes, that Plinie 
t trees, delerpbeth all kyndes of date trees to haue. 
&reat trees. There are furthermoze in the kirme lande, trees of ſuche 
dyggeneſle that J dare not ſpeake therot but in place where 
J haue fo many wytneſles which haue ſeene the lame as wel 
| as J. I ſap therfoze, that a leaque from ocriena oz the citie 
of Sanctt Maria Antique, there paſſetha ryuer very large & diepe, 
which is cauled c: ouer the which the Indians had lapde 
a greate tree ſo trauert inge the ſame that it was in the ſteade 
of a bꝛydge, the which · my lelke with dyuers other that ace 
at this preſent in powre maieſties courte, haue often tymes 
paſled ouer. And fozaſmuch as the ſapde tree had lyne longe 
there, and by the great weight therof was ſo ſhonke downe⸗ 
warde and partely couered with water that none could paſſe 
duer it but: were werte to the knee, J being then in the peare 
\ ., *#F 22, thokkicial of Juſtice in that citie at powre maieſties ap⸗ 
N + - poyntemente; cauſed an other greate tree to bee lapde in that 
place whiche in lyke maner trauerſed the ryuer and reached 
moe the fyftie foote ouer the further ſpde. This tree was er⸗ 
tradynge greate, and reſted aboue the water mote then twoo 
cubptes. In the kaule, it caſt downe all ſuche other trees as 
were within the reache therof : And dilcouered certepne vy⸗ 
nes whiche were ſo laden with blacke grapes of plcaſaunce 
taſte; that they ſatiſfyed moꝛe then fiftie perſons whiche eate 
they fylle therof, This tree in the thyckeſt parte therok, was 
moe then lpxtene ſpannes thicke: And was nenertheleTe bur 
ipttle in reſpect of many other trees which are founde in this 
pounce. Foz the Indians of the coaſte and pzouince of Car- 
ge, make barkes oz boates therof (which they caule c10- 
vn) of ſuch byggenelre, beinge all of one hole tree, that ſums 
contepue a hundzeth men, (ome @hindpery aim thicete, and

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ſume moze, hauynge neuerthelelle ſuche vopde ſpace within 
the lame, that there is lette ſuſticiente roome to paſſe to and 
fro thzough owte all the c Sum of theſe are ſo large by: 
lyde the length. that they contepne moze then tenne oz twelue 
ſpannes in bzeadrh, and ſaple with twoo ſayles as with the 
maſter ſayle and the trinkette which they make of very good 
cotton. The greateſt trees that J haue ſcene intheſe partes 
oz in anpe other regions, was in the pꝛouince of Guatvro, the 
kynge wherof rebellynge from thobedience of powre maieſtie, 
was perſued dy me and taken pzypſoner : At whiche tyme J 
with my company. paſſed ouer a very hygh mountapne ful of 
great trees, in the toppe wherof we founde one tree whiche 
had thice rootcs oz rather diuiſions of the roote aboue the 
earth in foꝛme of a trpangle oꝛ triuette : ſo that betwene eue⸗ 

ry foote of this triangle oz thiee feete, there was aſpace of 
twentie foote betwene euerp foote, And this of inch hepghe 
aboue the earthe, that a laden carte of thoſe wherewith they 
are a med to bzpnge home cozne in the tyme of harueſt in 
the kynge dome of Toledo in Spapne, mpght eaſelp haue pal⸗ 
ſed thzowgh euerp of thoſe particions 0z wpndowes whiche 
were betwene the thꝛee feete of the lapd tree. From the eactly 
vpwarde to the trunke of the tree, the open places of the dy⸗ 
niſions betwene theſe thzee fectec, were of ſuche heyght from 
the grounde, that a foateman with a iauelpn was not able 

to reache to the place where the ſayde feete iopned togyther 

in the trunke oz body of the tree which grewe of great height 

in one piece and one hole body, oz cuer it ſpꝛedde in bzaun- 
ches, which it did not befoze it exceaded in heyhht the towze 

of lapnt Nomane in the citte of Toledo: from whiche hepghe 
and vpwarde, it ſpzcade very greate and ſtronge bzaunches. 
Amonge ctrtepne Spanyardes which clymed this tree. J mp 
ſcifc was one. And when J was alcended ta the place where 

it degunne to ſpꝛeade the bzanches, it was a marnelous thing 

to beholde a greate counttep of ſuche trees towarde the pzo⸗ 
-nince of Abzapme. This tree was caly to clyme, by rcaſon of 
certepne Reſuchi (wherof J haue ſpoken befoze) which grewe 

- wacathed aboute the tret in ſuche ſozts that they ſeemed to

Manp thynges maze myght here bee ſpoken as ton⸗ 
chynge this matter, as alſo howe there are many other excel 
lent trees founde of dyuers ſoztes and dyffcrence, as \weete

And fozaſnuch as at this pꝛeſent J haue entered to intreate 
of trecs, befoze J pate aup further to other thynges, J wyl 
declart che maner howe the Indians kyndle fpze, only wich 
woodde and without fyze, the mauer wherof is this. Thep 
take a piece of woodde of two ſpannes in lengthe, as bygge 


as the leaſte fpnger of a mans hande, 02 as an arrowe well 


pullyiThed, and of a ſtronge 
keepe onelp foꝛ this purpoſt. Ind where they intende to ky 
dle any fyzc, thep take two other pieces of woodde of the dꝛy 
eſt and lyghteſt that they can kynde, and bynde them faſt to⸗ 
gyther one with an other as cloſe as two fpngers ioyned. In 
the myddeſt oz betwene theſe, they put the popne of the fyꝛſte 
lyttle Naffe made of harde and ſtronge wood which they hold

are many ſo2tes of reedes, ſo that in many places they make 
thepz howſcs therof, couerpuge them with the toppes of the 
ſame, and makynge theyꝛ waules of them in lyke maner, as

J haue ſapde befoꝛe. And amonge theſe kyndes of reedes, 


there is one lo greate, that the canes.therof are as bygge as 
a mans legge in the knee, and thzee ſpannes in length frome 


ioynt to iopnt 02 moꝛe: in ſo much that euexp of them is of ca 


pacitic to contepne a lpttle bucket of water. In this kynde, 
re are kounde ſum greater and ſum leſſe, ot᷑ the which ſum 
they vſe to make qupuers fox arrowes. There is founde an 
other kynde which ſuerly is marueplous, bepnge lpttle byg: 
ger then a Jauclen, the canes whereof are longer then twoo 
ſpannes, Theſe reedes growe one farre from an other, as ſum 
tymes twentie oz thirtie paſes, and ſumetymcs allo t woo oz 
thꝛee leaques. They growe in maner in all pꝛoupnces in the 
ndies: And growe nere to verp hygh trees wherennto th 


thep imbzaſe and deſcende agepne downe to the earth. Thep2 
canes arc full of moſte cleare water without any maner of taſk 
oꝛ ſauoure epther of the canes oz of any other thpnge : And 
Cuche as pk it were taken owte of the frelThefte ſpꝛynge in the 
wozlde. Konz pet is it knowen that euer it Hurte any that 


dzoonke therof,, Fo} it hath oftentymes ſo chaunced that as 
the Lhzpſten men haue trauapled in thele regions in deſolate 
wapes where oz lacke of water they haue byn in great dam: -

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ger to dye for thy2kte, t hey haue eſcaped that perell by reaſon 
that they founde the ſapde recdecs, of the water of whole ca⸗ 
nes they haue dzoonke a great quantitie withowt any hurte 
chereok tultwynge. Therefoze when they fynde theſe in any 
place, they make water vellelles of the canes therof, and carp 
as many of them ful of water as may ſuffice foz one dayes oz 
nap, And ſumtyme they carp ſo many, that thep take fo eue⸗ 
ty man two oꝛ thꝛee quattes of water which may ſerue them 
#03 many daycs bycauſe it doth not coꝛtupte, but remapnethe 
gyll frelſhe and good. | | 
There are alſo certeine plantes which the Chꝛiſtians caul 
plan. Theſe are as Hygh as trees, and become as bygge in 
the trunke as the knee of a man oꝛ moze, Frome the foote to 
che toppe, they beare certepne longe and large leaues, beinge 
moze then thzce ſpannes in largenes, and about ten oꝛ twelue 
in length: The whiche when they arc bꝛoken of the wynde, 
the ſtalke remapneth holt in the myddeſt. In the mpddeſte of 
this plant in the hygheſt parte thereof, there groweth a clu⸗ 
Ker with foztie oꝛ fpftie latans abowt it, euerp of them be 
inge a ſpanne and a halfe in length, and as bygge as a mans 
arme in the \mau'e, oꝛ moe 03 leſte accoꝛdynge to the good⸗ 
nefſe of the ſople where they growe. They haut a rynde not 
very thycke, and eaſy to bee bzoken: being within altogither 
full of a ſubſtaunce lpke vnto the marpe of the bone of an ore 
as it appeareth when the rpnde oꝛ barke is taken frome the 
ſame, This cluſter owght to bet taken from the plant, when 


any one of the Platans begynne to appere pelowe. At which 


tyme they take it and hange it in they honſes where all the "es 


_ eluſter wareth rype with all his latans. This cluſteris a 
very good frute: And when it is opened and the rynde taken 
of, there are founde within it many good dꝛpe fygges which 
beynge roſted oꝛ ſtewed in an ouen in a cloſe pot o ſum ſuche 
other thynge, are of plcaſaunte taſte muche ſpke the conſerue 
of honp. They putritie not on the ſea ſo ſoone as ſume other 
krutes do: but continue kpfttent dapes and moze pk thep bee 
gathered ſumwhat greene. They ſeeme moze delpcate on the 
lea then on the lande, not fog that they any thinge increaſe in

frutcs whercof, the antes are fo farre in loue, chat they art 
ſecne in great multitudes in the bzanches of the plantes, 80 
that foz rhe multitude thereof it ſumetpme ſo chaunceth that 
men arc info2ced to take awap the jSlatans frome thepz poſz 
ſeTion, Theſe frutes are founde at all tymes of the peare; - 

There is alſo an other kynd of wpld plantes that groweth 
in the fyeldes : which J haut not ſeene but in the Mande of 
DHiſpamola, althowgh thep be founde in other Flandes of 


the Indies. Theſe thep caule an. Thep growe-of a thiſtle 


full of thoznes, and.bzpnge kooꝛth a fruite muche: lykt vnto 
great fygges, which haue a crowne lpke medlers, and are 
within of a hpghe coloure, with grapnes and the rynde lyke 
vnto a fpgge. They are of good taſte: And growe abundant: 
ly in the fyeldes in many places. They woozke a ſtraunge ef: 
kecte in ſuche as eate them. Foz if -manne eate two oz thꝛee 
oz moze, thep cauſe his vrine to bee ot the verpe coloure of 
bludde, whuch thynge chaunced once to my ſelfe. Ac whiche 
tyme as F made water and ſawe the colour of my vrine, J en; 
tered into a great ſuſpition of my lpfe, beinge ſo aſtonpThed 
foz feare, that I thought the ſame had chaunced to me vpon 
{un other cauſe, In lo muche that ſurely my imagination 


myghs 
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wpght haue doone me hurte, but that they whiche were with 
me dyd confozte me imme diatlp, declarynge the cauſe therof 

they kncwe by exptrienct beinge auncient inhabitours in 
thoſe regions. 
a 2 groweth alſo an other plante whiche the people of 
the countrep caule Ab. This putteth foꝛth certeync freight 
bꝛaunches and verp mode leaues which the Indians vſe koꝛ 15 
dpuers purpoſes. Foz in ſum places they couer thepꝛ houſes ***% 
with the lcaucs therof cowched and layde after the maner of 
thetche, wherunto it ſerueth very well. Sumtymes alſo whe 
it rapneth, they call theſc ouer thtyꝛ heades to defende theim 
from the water. They make alſo certepne cheſtes whiche 
they caule Haas, weaued after a ſtraunge ſozte and intermixt Haves, 
with the ltaues of this Bibs, Theſe cheſtes are wiought in 
fuch ſozr, that although it rapne vpon them, oꝛ they chaunce 
to faule into the water, pet are not ſuch thynges wette as are 
within them. Thep are made of the bzaunches of the ſapde 
kibaos with the leaues weaned togyther therwith, In theſe 
thep keepe ſalte and other ſubtyle thpnges. They vle thepm 
alſo foz an other purpolc, which is this: That findyng them 
in the fieldes at ſuch tyme as thep haute ſcarſeneſſe of vyttap⸗ 
les, they dygge vp the rootes of theſe plantes whyle they are 
pet pounge, oz eate the plante it ſelfe in that parte where it is 
moſie tender which is from a foote vnder the grounde, where 
it is as tender and whyte as a recde 02 bulruſſhe. 

And fozaſmuch as wet are nowe coomme to thend of this yng of cot 
narration, it commeth to mp rememberaunce to make menti: con, 
on of an other thynge which is not farre from my purpoſe, 
And this is howe the Indians do tapne oz dye cloth of bom- 
bage cotton, oz any other thynge which thep intende to dye 
of dpuers coloures: as blacke, tawup, greene, blewe, pelowe, 
and redde, whiche they doo with the barkes oz ryndes, and 
leaues of c e trees, whiche they knowe by experience to 
bee good foz this pꝛactiſe.

icicnt remedy in this caſe :noz pet to this dap haue the Chai 
ans perceaued that of fiftie that haue byn wonnded, thzec 
dart recouertd. But that yowr maieſtic map the better conſp⸗ 
cr the fozce of the veneme of theſe trees, powe ſhall kurther 
under ande that pf a man doo but repoſe hym (elke to leeps 
a lyttle whylc — ſha dow of the ſame, he hath his head 
and eyes ſo \ſwolne when he rpſerh, that che eye lyddes are 
iopned with the chekes.

„ Ffxerthat A hang ſapde thug much of trees and p bans 
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c thought good alſo to ſpeake ſum hat of herbes, you 
II vndcrſtande that in theſe Indies there is an 
herbe much lyke vnto a pelowe lpilie, abowte whoſe leaucs 
there growe and creepe certeyne cozdes 03 laces. as the lyke 
is partly ſeene in the herbe which we caule laſed ſaucry, But 
| theſe of the Indies are muche bygger, and longer: and ſo 
ftronge that they tye theyz hangynge beddes thereby whiche 
they cault mc wherof we haue ſpoken clſwhere, Thelc 
cozdes, they caule C<bui« and Hezequer, which are al one thing 
ſaupnge that Henequen is lefTe and of a fyner ſubſtaunce as it 
were line: And the other is groſſer lyke the wpcke oz twyſte 
of hempe, and is imperkecte in compariſon tothe other. They 
are of coloure betwene whyte and pelowe lyke unto abarne, 
and ſum alſo whpte. With Henequen» Whiche is the moſtc ſub; 
tple and fpne thzcede, the Indians ſawe in ſunder fetters, 


chepnes, oz harres of Iten in this maner. They moue the $ 


thzeede of Henequen bppon the ircn which they intende to faw 

oz cutte, dzawpnge the one hande after the other as doo they 

that ſawe, puttpnge cuer nowe and then a poztion of fpne 
lande vppon the thzeede, oz on the place oz parte of the Iten 
where thep continue rubbynge the lapde thꝛeede. So that pf 
the thzeede be wozne, thep take an other, and continewe in 
thepz wooꝛke as befoze vntpl thep haue cutte in ſunder the i⸗ 
ten although it bee neuer ſo bygge: and cut it as pk it were a: 
tender thynge and talpe to bee tawne. 

And foz aſmuch as the leaues of trees may bee counted a: 
monge herbes, J wpll here ſpeake ſumewhat of the qualitie 
of the leaues of certepne trees which are founde in the Jland 
of fuſpaniola. Theſe trecs are ſo full of thoznes, that there is 
no tree 0z plante that ſeemeth moze wylde and dekozmed: ſo 
that J can not well determpne whether they bee trees oz plan 
tes. Thep haue certepne bzaunches full of large and defoꝛz⸗ 
med leaues, which bzaunches were fyzſte ltaues lpke vnto the 
other. As the bzaunches made of theſe leancs growe foozthe 
inl ength, there commerh other leaues of them, So that en 
fine it is a dpfficult thyng to deſcrpbe the foꝛme of theſe trees 
txcept the ſame ſhulde bee doone by a papnter wherby the eye 
myght conceane that wherein the toonge faplcth in this be: 
halte. The leaues of this tree are of ſuch vertue, that beyng

— [ardpnes, powe ſhall vnderſtande that there 
is founde a kynde of theſe fyſThcs large and with redde 
taples, beinge a very delicate fy(The, The beſte kpndes of o: 
ther fpThes are thele: Moxerre, Diahace, Bettes, os, Thon 
backes, and Salmons. All theſt and dpuers other which J 
don ot now remember, are taken in great quantitie in rpuers. 
There arc lykewpſe taken very good crenyſſhes. There are 
alſo founde in the lea, certtpne other fylſhes: as ſoles, macke 
relles, turbuttes, palanite, Lixxe, Polpi, Chieppe, Xaibas, Locuſtes, 
Opltcrs., exccadpnge great Toztopſes, and Tiburont of mar: 
uclous byggenelle : Alſo Fanates, and Murenc, and manye 
other fyſThcs which haue no names in oure language. And 
theſe of ſuch diuerſit ie and quantitie as 15 bee expꝛelled 
fit

without large wꝛptynge and lange tyme. Bit to let paſſe to 
intreate particulerlp of the multitude of es, I intende to 
ſpeake chiefelp and ſumwhat largelp of thꝛee ſozces of moſte 


notable fyllhes: wherof the fyꝛſt is, the great Toztopſes, the 


ſeconde is cauled Tiburon, and the thpzde Manate. And to 
begynne at the fp2ſte, I ſape that in the Jlande of cube, ate 
kounde great Toztopſes (which are certepne ſhcll fyſches) of 


ſuch byggeneſle that tenne oz fyftcene men are ſcarſely able 


to lyfte one of them owt of the water, as J haue byn infoz- 
med ot credible perſons dwellpuge in the ſame Jlande. m 
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df that which I my ſelfe haue ſeene, J can teffifie that in the 
firme lande in the vyllage of Acla there arc of this ſozte ſum 
taken and kylled of ſuche byggenes that ſixe men with much 
difficultie coulde ſcarſelp dꝛawe them owt of the water, And 
commonly the leaft ſoꝛt of them are as much as two men may 
carp at a burden, That which J ſawe lifted vp by ſyre men, 
had her ſhell a parde and a quarter in length, and in bzeadth 
moze then fxue pardes. The maner of cakpnge them. is this. 
Ft ſumtymes chaunceth that in thepꝛ greate nettes (whiche 
thep caule ſhoote nettes) there are founde certeyne Toꝛtoples 
of the common ſozte in great enantities. And when they 
coomme owt of the ſta and bzinge fooꝛth thep2 egges and gg 
togyther by coompanics from the ſca to ftade on the lande, 
the Lh:iſtians oz Indians folowe thep} ſteppes whiche they 
fynde in the lande, and ſoone ouertake them bycaule they are 
vezy heaup and lowe in gopnge, although they make all the 
haſtc oy — to returns to the ſta as ſoone as they cſpte anp 
boddic. When thep that purſewe them haue oucrtaken them, 
they put a ſtake oz ſtaſte vnder thepꝛ legges and ouerturne che 
on thepꝛ backes as thep are pet tunnpnge, ſo that thep can go 
no further noꝛ pet rpſt agepne 02 turnt. And thus they ſufcr 
them to Ipc ſtpli whyle thep folowr after the reſte which they 
ouerturne in [xke maner : And bp this meanes take very ma⸗ 
nyc at ſuche tymes as thep coome furth of the ſea as J haue 
ſapdc.- This fpllhe is verp excellent and Yolſome co be caten, 
and of good taſte, The ſeconde of the thꝛee fpſches wherof F 


haue ſpoken, is the Tiburon. This is a very greate fpſche and Tiburons,

When they in 
tende to make ople hertok, they lep it to putritie in water, and 
bople it vntpll it dee lpke ople o2 liquide butter. When they 
intendc to make vineger, they ſuffer onlp the Water to putri⸗ 
fit, and then ſet it to the ſoonne where it becommeth vineger 
lpke vnto that which is made of whyte wpne. And when yep 
mengle the carnell with the water which is in the mpddeſt o 
the frute., and ſtrapne it thozowe a cloth, thep make a mylke 
therof lyke vnto goates mylke. Theſc date trees are [pke vn 
to them that beate dates, but are not ſo full of knottes. With 
the iuile of two of theſe date trees, a hole famelie of tenne per 
ſons map bee maynteyned with wpne vipnge one dul. dapes, 
and the other, other. viii. dapes: foꝛ thep ſhulde els bee dꝛyed 
and wythered.

The xx viii. dape of Marche, they came to the Jlande of 
Butbuan where thry were honozably interteyned of the Kpnge 


and the P2ince his ſoonne who gane theim mucht golde and 


ſpices. The capitapne gaue the kynge a veſture of red clothe 
and an other of pelowe made after the Tura yſche faThpon, 
and alſo a red cappe. And gaue liiewt'e toother that came 
with hym,ccrtcpne knyucs,glalſcs, and beabes of criſtalle. 

Akt er that, the capitapne had ſhewed che Kynge the ſecreates 
of his ſhippe and fuche marchaundies as he had therin, he 
cauſed a piece of oꝛdinaunce ſuddenlp to bee ſhore of, whereat 
the kpng was greatelp amaſed vntil the capitapne comkozted 
hym. Then the Capitaine commaunded one of his men to be 
armed from the hcade to the foote, and cauſed thzee other to 
firtke hym with they fwoozdes, whercat the Rynge maruap⸗ 
led greately, and ſapde to thinterpꝛetoure (who was a laue 
bozne in Malacha) that one of thoſe armed men was able to 
encounter with a hundꝛeth of his men. But he maruapled 
muche moze when the capitame could hym by thinterpꝛetourt 
howe he founde the ſtraight by the compaile and lode ſtone, 


and howe manp dapes they were without ſight of any lande. 


Then aſkynge licence to departe, the capitapne ſente two of 
his men with him, of the whiche Antonie jS!gaferta was one, 
when the kynge ſawe Antonie igafetta write the names of 
many thinges, and afterwarde rehearſe them agepne, he mar: 
uapled pet moze, makynge ſygnes that ſuche men delcended 
from heauen. The Kpnge brought them firſte to his pallaice 
where he intertepned them honozably and gaue them manpe 
gyftes, as dpd alſo the Pꝛince in his pallaice bepnge in an 0: 

ther Jlande named clegban. | | 
As they lpfted a certepne myne of earthec fn the Kynges 
Jlande, they founde pieces of golde, ſun as bigge as nuttes 
and other as bigge as egges. All the kpnges ve felles were 
of golde, and his houſe well furnyſcged. In all the hole na: 
tion there was no man of coomlicr perionage then tie kinge.

The laſte dap of Marche ncare vnto Eaſter, the capitaine 

cauſcd his pꝛeelle toſap maſſe, and ſente to the kinge by thin: 
terpzetoure, that His commyng a lande at that tyme was not 
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came alande with kyftie of his men in thep2 beſt apparel with 
owte weapons oz harneſſe, and all the reſpdue well armed, 
Bcfoze the boates came to lande, he cauſed ſire picces of oz: 
dinaunce to be-ſhotte of in token ok peace, and ſo came aland, 
where the two kinges embzaſed hym, and accompanped hym 
to the place appopnted foz maſſe to be ſapde not farre frome 
the lea ſpde.

Lhzyſte the ſoonne of God, accozdynge to the cuſtome ot the 
Empzours of Bizantium nowe cauled Lonſtantinople. Nouo 
grodia is oppreſſed in mancr with continuall wpnter and 
darkenefTc of longe nyghtes. Foz it hath the pole Artike ele: 
nate aboue the D02izon thzeeſcoze and foure degrees: and is 
kurther krom the Equinoctiall then Moſcouia by almoſte. vi. 
degrees. By whiche dyficrence of heauen, it is ſayde that at 
the ſoommer ſtepe of the ſoonne, it 15 burnte with continuall 


heate by reaſon of the ſhoztc nyghtes. 


The citie alſo of Uclodemaria, beinge moze then twoo 
hundzeth myles diſtant from Molca towarde the Caſte, had 
the name of the chicke citie and kynges towne, whyther the 
ſeate of Themptre was tran(lated by the val:ant Emperours 
az neceiTarie conſiderations, that ſuch ayde, furniture, and 
requiſites as apppcrtcpne to the warres mpght bee neate at 
hande at ſnche tyme as thep kepte continuall warre agepnſte 
the Tartars they} boztherers. Fo it is ſituate wit howt Mol: 
ga, on the bankes of the ryucr Lleſma , whiche kauleth into 
Wolga, But Mocha, aſwcll fo; thoſc gyftcs and commodi⸗ 
tics whereof we haue ſpoken, as alſo that 1t ts ſituate in the 
myddeſt of the moſt frequented place of all the region and Em 
pire, and defended with the ryucr and Laſtel, hath in compa⸗ 
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ryton to other cities byn thowght moſte wooꝛthy to bee tflee: 
med koꝛ the chiefe. Mo. cha is diſtant from MNouogro dia fine 
hund:cth mples: and almoſt in the mydde wap is the citie ok 
Ottoferia (otherwylc canled Otwer oꝛ Tuwer) vppon the ty 
ner of Tiolga., This ryner neare bnto the fountapnes and 
ſp2inges of the lame, not per increaſed by receaupng ſo many 
other rpuere, runneth but lowelp and gentellp: And paTety 
from thenſeto Ronogrodia through manp wooddes and de- 
ſolate plapnes. Furthermoꝛe frome Ronogrodia to Riga the 
ner te poꝛte of the Sarmatian ca, is the ioꝛnap of a thouſany 
myles lpttle moꝛe oz lefTe. This tracte is thought to bee moꝛe 
commodious then the other, bpcauſe it hath manpe townes 
and the citie of Plelcouia in the wape, beinge inbzaſed with 
tworpuers, From Utga (perteynpnge to the dominion of the 
greate maſter of the warres of the Liuons) to the citie of Ly: 
becke a poꝛte of Bermante in the goulfe of Cymbꝛica Lherſoz 
neſus (nowe cauled Denmarke) are numbered abaute a thou: 
lande mples of daungerous ſaplynge. 

From Nome to the citie of Moſcha,the diſtance is know: 
en to dee two thouſande and \ſpxe hundzeth miles by the nea- 
reſt way paſſpnge by Uanenna, Taruiſium, the Alpes of Lar: 
nica: Allo Wllacum, Nozicum, and Uienna of Pannonie: 
and from thenle (paſſpnge ouer the tyuer of Danubius)to Of 
mutium of the Maroutans and to Craconia the chiefe citic of 
P9olonie, are coumpted. xi. hundzeth mples, From Cracouia 
to Uiina the headde citie of Lithuania, are coumpted fiue hun 
dꝛethmples: and as manp from that citie to Smolenzko ſitu:

BJoſcouia coulde dꝛawe thꝛough the holt where the hafte oz 
handpll entereth into te ſame.

had vtterly deſtroyed the lame if it had not byn fo the valp⸗ 
antnetTe of the Almapne gunners which kept the caſtcll with 
great oꝛdmaunce. They alſo putte duke Baſilius to fipght, 
and cauſed him to make a letter of his owne hande to Mach⸗ 
met girei thepz kynge to acknowleage hym ſelfe foz a perpetu: 
all tributatie to them, wheruppon they di ſolued the liege, 
and gaue the Moſcouites free liberie ta redeeme thepꝛ cap: 
titres and gooddes, and ſo departed. But Balilius not longe 
able to abyde this contumclie and diſhonour, after that he had 
putte to death luche as by ſtyinge at the kpiſt encounterpnge 
were the cauſe of this ouerthꝛowe, aiſcmblcd an armpe of a 
hundꝛeth and fourcſcoze thouſande men ſhoztelp after in the 
peare.

DO this booke of the Indies and nau Y 
4.) | haue thowght good to adde the booke of metals, 
{NM toz thꝛee caaſes eſpecially me moupnge: whereof 
=p Sa the tp tis, that it ceemeth to me a thynge dnde⸗ 
cſcent to reade ſo much of gol de and ſplyer,and ta 
Kknowe lyttle oz nothynge ot the naturall generation thereof, 
beinge neuertheleſle thynges not onelp molt delpꝛed, but alſa 
ſuch withowt the which at this age the lyfe of man can noe 
dee palled ouer withowt many aduerſities, fozaſmuch: as po- 
nertie is Hateful to all men, and vertue no kurther eſteemed 
then it is ſuppoꝛted by ryches, ſpth nowe that lady that reig 
ned in Saturus dapes, is becomme the laue to hym that was 
then her bondeman in that golden wozlde, ſo named, not fox 
the deſpꝛe that men had to golde, but foz thinnocencie of lp⸗ 
npnge in thole dapes, when Mars was of no poure, and men 
thought it crueltie by bꝛeakpnge the bones of owre mother 
the earch, to open a wap to the courte of infernal Pluto fron 
thence to get gol de and ſpluer the ſtedes of al miichiefes and 
angels of ſuch a god, whom the antiquitie (not without good 
conſpderadion) papnted blpnde, affirmpnge alſo that of hym 
golde and ſyluer haue receaued the pꝛopertie to blynde the 
eyes of men. But ſpth it is nowe lo that we ſhal be infoꝛced ta 
Ccke apde by that which was ſumtpmes a myſchefe, it reſteth 
to vſe the matter as doo cunnpnge phiſitians that can mym⸗ 
ler poplon in pꝛoputtion with other thynges in ſuch loꝛt qua 
Iyfyinge the maliciouſnelTe therof, that none Hall therby bee 
iutoxicate. Fozaſmnch therfoze as golde and ſyluer haue ob 
tepned this pꝛerogatiue that thep art ſuche 11 — — 
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which the lyfe of man can not lacke withodot detriment, not 
only they but other metals alſo perhappes moze neceCarte al: 
thowgh not ſo pzeccious, are hebe woozthyp to bee better 
knowen then onlp by name, ſpthThep are thinſtrumentes of 
all artes, the pzices of all thpnges, the oznamentes of al dig⸗ 
nities, and not the leaſt poztion of nature, wherby the contẽ⸗ 
plation of them is no leſle pleaſaunte then neceſſarp, But foz 
aſmuch as it is not here mp int ent to intreate much ofmetals, 
I wyll ſpcake of the ſeconde cauſe: which is, that if in tra: 
naplyng ſtrang and vnknowen countreys any mans chaunce 
ſhalbe to arrput in ſuch regions where he map knowe by thin 
fozmation of thinhabitauntes oz otherwpſe, that ſuche regi⸗ 
ons are frutefull of riche metals, he may not bet without ſum 
(udgement to make further ſearche foz the ſame. The thyzde 
taule is, that althowgh this owre realme of Englande be ful 
of metals not to bee contemned and much rycher then men ſup 
poſe, per is there fewe 02 none in Englande that hane anye 
greate ſkyll thereof, oz any thynge wptten in owr tounge, 
wherebp men mape bee well inſtructed of the gencration and 
kyndyng of the lame: as the lpke 1gnozance hath: byn amonge 
vs as touchpnge Loſmographie and nanigations vntpll J at; 
tempted accozdinge to the poztion of mp talene and ſimple ler 
nynge to open the kpzſt doze to the enteraunce of this knowez 
leage into owre language, wherin J wolde wpſhe that other 
of greater lernynge wolde take ſume pepnes to accomplypſche 
and bzinge to further perfection that I haue rudelp begunne, 
not as an autour but a tranilatoure, leaſte J bee iniurious to 
any man in alcrpbyng to mp ſelfe the trauaples of other. And 
wheras as concernynge the knowleage of metals, I was once 
mynded to haue tranſlated into Englpſbe the hole wooꝛke of 
protechnia wherof J fpnylThed.xx1i.chapitures nowe moꝛe 
then chzce pearcs ſence, and lcftc the copie therof in the han- 
des of one of whom J coulde neuer get it agepne (omyttynge 
to ſpeake of other ingratitudes) q was therby diſcouraged to 
pꝛoceade any further in that wooke.

are in owlde woddes. They will alſo that in growynge, they 
euer ingroſe them ſelues and reache towarde the heauen, con⸗ 
yertpuge into thepz nature the moſte diſpoſed and neare mat: 
ter, vntil the toppes of they} bꝛaunches extend to the highcit 
parte of the mountapne, and there ſhewe furthe thepꝛ ſelues 
with manifefte apperaunce, puttinge furthe in the ſteade of 
bouwes and floures, certepne fumoſit es of blewe oz greene co 
loure, oꝛ marchaſites with ſmanle vepnes of ponderous mat;

keth but by bzpngynge his troonke to his mouth. Therwith 
he helpeth vp his maſter o2 keeper: therwith he ouerthzoweth 
trees, Byſyde his two greate tuſkes, he hath on euerp ſpde 
of his mouth foure teethe wherwith he eat eth and gryndeth 
His meate. Epther of theſe teeth, are almoſt a ſpan in length 
as they growe alonge in the iawe: and are abowt two inches 
in height and almoſt as much in thickeneiTe, The tuſkes of 
the male are greater then of the female. Dis tounge is verye - 
Ipttle, and ſo farre in his mouth that it can not bee ſeene. Of 
all beaſtes they are moſte gentyll and tractable. Foz by manp 
ſund2y ways they are taught and do vnderſtand: In lo much 
that they learne to do due honour to a king, and are of quicke 
ſencc and ſharpenes of wpt. When the male hath once ſeaſo-:

Of the Indian elephantes, onlp the 
males haue tuſkes, E ut of them of Ethiopia and Lpbia, both 
kyndes are tuſked. Thep are of dpuers hepghtes, as of, xu. 
Citi, and, xiiii. dodꝛantes, euerp dodzant beinge a meaſure of 
ix. ynches. Sum wꝛyte that an elephant is bygger then thzee 
wylde oren oz buffes. Thep of India are blacke oz of the co: 
lour of a mouſc. But thep of Et hiope oz Guinea, arc bzowne. 
The hyde oz ſkpnne of them all, is very harde and withowte 
heare oz bzyſtels.

This is alſo to bee conſpdered as a lecreate wooꝛke of na⸗ 
ture, that thꝛonghout all Afrpke vnder the Equmnoctiall line 
and neare abowt the ſame on bothe ſpdes, the regions are ex 
treeme hotte and the people very blacke.
